Winchester’s housing partnership 
board (HPB) has decided to take a 
more pro-active step toward iden¬ 
tifying housing needs in town. 

Saying the HPB has been “fairly 
insulate,” HPB Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt advocated increased efforts 
on the part of the board to achieve 
affordable housing in town. 

Schmitt told HPB members the 
board could either opt to move for¬ 
ward to Town Meeting with a motion 
for a charter change, allowing the 
HPB to become a partnership com¬ 
munity, or “do nothing and essen¬ 
tially fold the tent.” Members 
agreed to remain active. 

The board agreed to set forth an 
educational program for the com¬ 
munity outlining housing issues as 
well as support an article to expand 
the board’s membership. In addi¬ 
tion, the HPB will seek selectmen’s 
support for a feasibility study of the 


town’s options for housing on land 
behind the public safety building. 

Members supported moving for¬ 
ward with housing plans, but the 
majority said they did not wish to 
take steps that would be “confronta¬ 
tional” with selectmen. 

However, member Maryann 
McCall-Taylor said achieving 
affordable housing is the number 
one priority. 

“I want to see housing happen and 
I’m willing to jump through hoops. If 
they want to keep throwing down 
hoops, I’ll keep jumping,” said 
McCall-Taylor. “That’s the sad fact 
of it.” 

Member Dennis O’Malley said the 
board needs to seek more alterna¬ 
tives. “I would certainly be in favor 
of the housing partnership board 
staying in existence and seeking 
creative solutions to Winchester’s 
housing problems. That’s what a 
housing partnership board is all 
about,” said O’Malley.

Two homes hit 
on Fourth holiday

Two Winchester residences were 
victimized by housebreaks during 
the holiday weekend. 

According to police reports, a 
Richardson Street home was ran¬ 
sacked July 3 between approximate¬ 
ly 10 a.m. and midnight. Owners of 
the home told police access was 
gained through a side window, 
where intruders pushed in their air 
conditioner. 

A gold chain and a number of 
other pieces of jewelry valued at 
more than $2,000 were removed 
from the home, said reports. 

Police found no physical evidence 
of the entry and there were no 
witnesses. 

Police are also investigating a 
July 1 house break on Webster 
Street. According to police reports, 
when the resident returned home, 
she found her bedroom had been 


ransacked and other rooms in her 
home disturbed. 

There were no signs of forced 
entry, and the woman told police her 
rear door was open when she 
returned, said reports. A gold locket 
and a watch were reported missing. 

Both incidents are still under 
investigation, according to police. 

According to Lt. Detective Joseph 
Perritano, police do not have any 
leads at this time. He said he does 
not believe the incidents are related. 

Overall, said Perritano, there are 
fewer housebreaks this summer 
than usual. Perritano said he 
believes housebreaks are on the 
decline because retail stores such as 
Osco Drug and CVS are receiving 
the brunt of shoplifters looking for 
quick cash. 

“They hit these stores for film, 
perfume, small items they can fill 
their pockets with and get a quick 
turnover on them,” said Perritano.

Library renovation plans continue 
to progress throughout the summer 
months, according to Liz Britton of 
the library community services 
department. 

Library trustees, along with a 
committee of residents, are in the 
process of refining designs, and 
must have plans finalized soon in 
, order to apply for state funds. 

Town Meeting approved the 
library request for the town’s half of 
funds this spring. A referendum will 
be placed on the November ballot 
and, if approved by voters, applica- 
( tions for state funds will be filed. 

In providing funds, the state is 
seeking projects that include not 
-only repairs, but also a program- 
'ming element as well as community 
support. “The town’s support is the 
last element to apply for state fund¬ 
ing,” said Britton. 


According to Britton, the plans are 
the results of a feasibility study 
conducted in the library funded by 
the 1987 spring Town Meeting. 

Britton said there are a number of 
problems targeted by the library 
feasibility study that must be 
addressed as soon as possible. 
“There are certain things that need 
to be taken care of. The mechanical 
things aren’t going to go away,” said 
Britton. “They aren’t going to get 
better without taking some action.” 

Boilers more than 50 years old 
need to be replaced, and the electri¬ 
cal wiring system cannot handle 
more than today’s demands. Britton 
said it is impossible to run a compu¬ 
ter and the air conditioner at the 
same time. As a result, the compu¬ 
ter must be moved around when it 
gets to warm.

Design needs motivate 
parking space reduction

“You can’t really plan for the 
future if you can’t add any more 
computers or any more to the elec¬ 
trical system,” she said. The future 
of libraries lies in computers, she 
added. 

“It’s a good time to think of the 
whole future of the library. We have 
run out of space,” she said. 

Britton said the library, built to 
house approximately 100,000 items, 
now stores more than 130,000. With 
the addition of video cassettes and 
compact discs, the library continues 
to grow. Britton pointed out the 
library has the potential to increase 
to more than 150,000 items. 

The plans also suggest returning 
the Smith Room to its original func¬ 
tion as a reading room. By opening 
up the lobby area, more seating 
areas will be available to patrons. 

“In some senses, we’re going back 
to the way the building was original¬ 
ly planned,” she said. The designs 
combine renovations with the char¬ 
acter and architecture of the 
library, she added. 

One idea for expanding the library 
is to put on an addition, increasing 
space by approximately 4,000 square 
feet. Filling in the area over the 
reference room will provide more 
space for stacks as well, she noted. 

Increased open stacks will hope¬ 
fully combat vandalism problems, 
said Britton. She noted the library 
has had problems with misplaced 
books as well as with books being 
damaged and thrown out windows as 
a result of the lack of the librarians’ 
ability to monitor young readers. 

When the library was originally 
built, stacks were closed so as not to 
allow the public access. “It’s not the 
ideal where the public can go every¬ 
where,” said Britton. Plans will

Government projects usually gen¬ 
erate criticism, and the Winchester 
Town Hall restoration project is no 
exception.

“We’ll lose 11 spaces — we’re 
going from 48 to 37,” he said. There 
are two reasons for the decrease, 
according to Maurer. “Parking 
spaces had to be moved to bring the 
area into code, and because of hand¬ 
icapped access,” he said. 

Also, “there’s nothing unusual 
about the way the parking lot paving 
was financed,” he said. 

As to the drainage, that answer 
will have to wait for completion of 
the project and the next serious 
rainfall. 

Let’s hope both happen soon.

Larocco hopes

Since March of 1972, when 
Winchester High School moved from 
McCall to its present location on 
Skillings Road, Vincent E. Larocco 
has been the principal. 

In the fall of 1989 that will change. 

Larocco has announced his resig¬ 
nation, effective in June of next 
year. 

Larocco said that as a teacher 
there comes a time where you “have 
given all you can give.” He sees the 
need for a “revitalization” and a 
“new sense of excitement and enthu¬ 
siasm.” For that to happen, accord¬ 
ing to Larocco, “it takes new 
people.” 

The 17-year principal was a 1951 
graduate of Western Illinois Univer¬ 
sity, where he studied history. After 
graduating he left his native state to 
study geography in the University of 
Nebraska master’s program. 

He left prematurely and got mar¬ 
ried, deciding to study education 
administration and guidance in his 
wife’s home state, Pennsylvania, at 
Temple University. 

After teaching for four years and 
acting as an assistant principal for 
almost 10 years, he earned the job of 
Winchester High School principal in 
December of 1971. 

The long-time chief believes that 
there is “a standard of something 
special that pervades” Winchester 
High and the community. He has 
sensed a “feeling of strength that 
permeates all areas.” This feeling of 
strength, according to Larocco, is 
alive because of the multi-faceted 
nature of Winchester High. 

“I don’t think that this school 
takes a back seat to any school 
anywhere,” declared the principal. 

During his tenure at Winchester 
High, Larocco has seen success in

system keeps his initiatives 


Larocco’s theory on how to effec¬ 
tively govern the school is one of 
influence rather than control. He 
elected to “be supportive” rather 
than dictatorial. 

According to Larocco, if you can 
assemble an excellent staff, which 
he feels has been done, it is best to 
adopt what he termed a “different 
leadership quality.” 

In his method of leadership, Lar- .. 
occo said, he gives people room and 
often stays out of their way, allowing 
them to work in a comfortable, free 
atmosphere. 

During his career the principal 
has observed changes in the student 
body at Winchester High, but attri¬ 
butes them to changes in society. 
“Kids never change,” he said. 

Larocco explained that as the soci¬ 
ety we live in changes, the schools 
change and the students, in turn, 
reflect the transient culture of which 
we are a part. 

In any era, according to the princi¬ 
pal, students have an “intensity of 
emotion” and a “lust for life.” It is

all different areas. Winchester stu¬ 
dents have achieved “across the 
board,” from art to football to math 
league. 

This is the essence of good educa¬ 
tion, said Larocco, because it “gives 
each student a chance to excel in 
what he or she loves to do." The 
school must provide a variety of 
opportunities, according to Larocco, 
because “people are different” and 
if a school is not wide-ranging in its 
programs and curriculum, it will be 
“shortchanging the interests of 
some of its students.” 

As an administrator, Larocco says 
he misses the daily contact with 
students that makes a teacher’s 
work interesting and rewarding. 

The principal saw his relationship 
with the students as “much broader 
and more detached,” but felt that he 
had “greater impact” in the sense 
that he could “set a tone for the 
building.”

Saltmarsh touts water taxis 


Commuter utilization of Boston 
Harbor boat services “is increasing 
rapidly as a viable transportation 
option,” State Rep. Sherman 
“Whip” Saltmarsh reported last 
week. 

Saltmarsh, vice chairman of the 
Special Legislative Commission on 
Marine Transit, was among the 
state’s top transportation officials 
participating in last week’s Fourth 
Annual Boston Harbor Transporta 
tron Conference. 

.’ “The numbers are impressive,” 
Saltmarsh said. “After only three 
years of service the airport water 
shuttle from Rowe’s Wharf has 
already topped the 100,000 passenger 
mark, and the general utilization of 
the harbor is increasiing monthly.” 

. Saltmarsh said the statistics on 
Boston Harbor commuter use were 
particularly pleasing to him because 
of his long advocacy of water ways 
as a commuter option. 

“Years ago some of us were say¬ 
ing that the Boston Harbor repre¬ 
sented an untapped opportunity to 
improve the in-town commuter situ¬ 
ation,” Saltmarsh said. “Over the 


past several years our efforts have 
produced the results we hoped for.” 

Saltmarsh said his years of 
involvement with mass transit 
issues, as a legislator and as an 
MBTA Advisory Board member, 
have convinced him that “the multi- 
mode” approach is the only 
approach. 

“No single commuter mode can 
answer every need,” Whip said. 
“Especially when you have to plan 
for commuter demand through the 
next decade and into the next 
century.” 

“The Central Artery North Area 
Project as well as the Third Harbor 
Tunnel and the Central Artery- 
Depression are going to place a 
major strain on transportation and 
commuter service in Boston for 
most of the balance of this century,” 
he said. 

“Clearly, water transit is going to 
become a very important alterna¬ 
tive,” Saltmarsh said. “And we are 
going to have to begin planning 
immediately on ways to make the 
most productive use of docking 


space, terminals, vessels and 
schedules.” 

The day-long conference was held 
on board the Massachusetts, the new 
flagship of the Massachusetts Bay 
Lines, newly in service on the busy 
South Shore commuter run.

Summer heat can hurt you 

Hospital warns of risks to ill and elderly in hot weather 


Those lazy, hazy, crazy days of 
summer can be very relaxing and 
enjoyable. But summer heat can 
also make people, tired, uncomfort¬ 
able and even sick. 

Temperatures above 90 degrees 
can be a real hazard, particularly to 
the elderly, or persons who suffer 
from chronic illness. 

As people get older, they are less 
able to respond to long exposure to 
heat or cold. "Their internal ther¬ 
mal regulating mechanism doesn’t 
work as well as it used to,” said 
Paula Koppel, gerontological clini¬ 


cal specialist at Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal. “They don’t realize that they are 
as hot as they are.” 

During hot and humid weather a 
buildup in body heat can cause heat 
stroke or heat exhaustion in the 
elderly. This is especially true of 
those with heart and circulatory dis¬ 
ease, stroke or diabetes. 

Heat places a strain on a person’s 
heart and blood vessels as the body 
struggles to maintain normal temp¬ 
erature in hot weather. If the temp¬ 
erature hovers at 90 degrees or 
above for several days and the

humidity is high, the chances of 
getting sick from the heat are even 
greater. 

The body sends out warning sig¬ 
nals when it is struggling with the 
heat. Most people feel hot and 
bothered during hot weather, and 
many feel tired or lose their appe¬ 
tite. When these symptoms persist 
they should seek medical advice. 

“When it is excessively hot the 
best precaution against heat related 
illness is to remain indoors in a cool 
place,” said Kopple. “If your home 
is not cool enough, you might go to a 
senior center, library, movie theater 
or an air-conditioned public area 
during the hottest hours of the day.” 

Other good ways to cool off include 


taking cool baths or showers and 
placing wet towels on the body. 

Fans promote air circulation and 
can be used to draw cool air into a 
home or exhaust hot air from a 
home. 

Light-weight, loose-fitting, light- 
colored clothing will help keep a 
person cool and comfortable. 

Eat light, cool, nutritious meals, 
drink at least eight glasses of water 
a day, avoid alcohol and caffinated 
drinks. 

Caution, common sense and 
prompt medical attention can help 
older people avoid illness due to heat 
and make those lazy, hazy, crazy 
days of summer enjoyable.

To err is human 

Remember KAL 007? It seems like such a short time ago, but 
five years have passed since a nervous Russian pilot blasted the 
Korean jet out of the predawn sky over eastern Siberia, killing all 
269 passengers. 

Remember the abuse the world, particularly the United States 
’ government, heaped on the Soviet Union at the time? 

Western officials expressed great scepticism that such a 
hostile act could have been committed by anything other than an 
evil empire that desired nothing less than world conquest. Such 
strong-arm tactics were the product of a xenophobic, aggressive 
regime that could never be trusted, they said. 

The stream of vilifying rhetoric must have caused the already 
powerful Soviet cynicism about the West’s motives to increase 
vet another notch. 

Immediately afterward, top Soviet military officials went 
public for the first time ever. Even back in 1983, the Soviet 
leadership was trying to take the propaganda offensive. 

A stuffy general explained their rules of engagement and said 
that the Boeing 747 had not responded to multiple warnings from 
the fighter pilot. 

The Soviets also noted, and the U.S. administration later 
admitted, that there had been a U.S. spy plane in the vicinity of 
the attack during the same few hours. 

Virtually no one was prepared to believe that the young, scared 
pilot had made an honest mistake. Remember, also, what 
happened to the Soviet military command when Mathias Rust got 
through supposedly state-of-the-art defenses to land a Cessna in 
Red Square? Heads rolled. That fighter pilot all the way out there 
in the dark, 11 time zones from Moscow, didn’t have any room in 
his career for errors of omission. He was trained as a man of 
action and he acted. 

Now, almost as a lesson in forbearance, our own troops have 
blown a civilian plane to kingdom come. The-raw statistics: the 
cruiser Vincennes fired a surface-to-air missle at an Iran Air 
Airbus 300 carrying 290 people and shot it down just before 11 
a.m. last Sunday. All on board were killed. That’s 21 more 
innocent victims than died in the KAL incident. 

The world cranked up the old song for the U.S. as it had for the 
Soviet Union. This time the Soviets got to call us “trigger happy’’ 
rather than the other way around. 

The symmetry of the two events is almost poetic in its justice. 

Suddenly, there is a reason why a commercial pilot might not 
respond to a military inquiry: the pilot thought perhaps he was in 
the right place and wasn’t listening to the emergency frequency 
on which the seven warnings were issued. 

Maybe and maybe not, but at least the possibility exists that 
everyone acted in good faith and a tragedy still occurred. 

A pentagon spokesman issued a statement defending the 
Vincennes’s commander’s actions. He only had four minutes to 
decide. Errors of omission had been committed in the Marine 
barracks in Beirut. The pressure was on not to blow it again. 

Mistake Iran Air 655 for a two-seater F-14? Sure, why not? 
State-of-the-art systems have been known to fail or give ambi¬ 
guous information. 

Military action had occurred in the same area of the Persian 
Gulf at about the same time. The troops were on high alert. 

The Soviets said they alerted the Korean jet. We said we 
alerted the Iranian jet. Both aggressors said the flights were off 
normal flight paths. The allegation was challenged in both cases. 

The aggressors’ rules of engagement were closely followed in 
both cases, and in both they led to errors of commission. 

So everyone has been put in his place. The U.S. may be a little 
slower to lay the blame at the door of a country identified as the 
enemy in the future. To err is human, and all humans commit 
errors. 

In each case, real people engaged in real acts of will to bring 
about real death to other real people. Innocent people. 

Perhaps now Americans will find it easier to believe that the 
Europeans, including our own NATO allies, regard the two 
superpowers as two sides of the same coin. 

For many years they have viewed U.S. aggression around the 
globe with the same trepidation as Soviet adventurism in the 
third world. Stuck in the middle, Europe has watched as both 
sides promoted the arms race to irrational levels. 

Both have seemed egotistical and xenophobic. Neither have 
large populations literate in the cultures of other nations. Both 
have bullied their supposed allies. Neither have respected the 
rights of citizens of other countries the way they expect their 
citizens to be respected. 

In fact, it’s surprising the U.S. and Soviet Union haven’t made 
friends sooner, given these similarities and the fact that both 
cultures are racially dominated by Caucasians. 

The world could become one big Spinks-Tyson fight: both sides 
take a few swipes at each other and go home with $35 million 
between them. But someone would have to lose. 

Seriously, though, the Persian Gulf situation, like that in 
Israel, is not going to succumb to easy solutions. The U.S. 
government has decided to risk men and material to police the 
gulf, and given the hair-trigger atmosphere and the swiftness 
with which death can come screaming out of the air, there are 
likely to be more incidents in which commanders might have 
acted more tactfully. 

The main lesson to be learned from this one is biblical: let he 

who has not sinned cast the first stone. ,, , „

Remarkable folk live on the land

If you search hard for a living 
dream, and if luck is with you in 
your search, you may just come 
upon a place like the one we found 
when, on the green wing of summer, 
we attended I he yearly Round-Up at 
a ranch in Wisconsin. 

We were the guests there of Jacob 
Menn, whose ancestors settled this 
land as immigrants in the 1850s and 
of his wife Kitty. 

The sun lay, that Friday evening, 
like bars of gold bullion upon the 
land. Jake’s son .Jeff and various 
willing volunteers from the com¬ 
munity had assembled for the work. 
As shadows lengthened, they 
mounted their horses and rode into 
the hills and hidden valleys, seeking 
the cattle that roam them, calculat¬ 
ing the number of new calves, and 
herding them in. They were gone for 
a spell. The children of the visitors 
and those of Jake and Kitty’s four 
grown children swarmed the hills 
like insects, calling to one another in 
the failing light. There was the dis¬ 
tant sound of lowing; a cowboy who¬ 


op; and finally, when darkness was 
all but accomplished, the cattle 
themselves, herded in close, the 
calves cleaving close to their 
mothers. 

The next morning, we toured the 
original farm, which Jeff revived as 
a dairy. Our guide was Jacquie, the 
Menn daughter we know best. 
“What’s that smell?,” a child of ours 
asked in the barn. “The sweetest in 
the world,” she replied: “the scent 
of hay, and leather, and 
machinery.” 

By 9 A.M. we were out by the 
“saloon" again, the unelectrified 
unplumbed Old West structure that 
Jake and Kitty built for the dancing 
that follows this annual day’s work. 
Jake pointed to the floor, dented in 
its middle. “We get German far¬ 
mers wide as an axe-handle-and-a- 
half, and their wives twice that 
size," he grinned. “They get to two- 
stepping. Once, they danced right 
through the floor." 

But dancing and celebration were 
a long way off yet. The day's tasks 
came first: that of separating the 
calves from their mothers, marking, 


year, and these hills, normally rip¬ 
pling in long silky grass, are dry 
today and brittle. “One week,” a 
farmer told me. “We have a week to 
get some rain. Then...”, and his 
voice trailed off. 

We all balance between joy and 
fear in our lives; only those who live 
close to the land know it more com¬ 
pletely.

They return here 
because it’s the place from which 
they sprang; because a weekend of 
shared work and celebration affirms 
in them something deep and abid¬ 
ing; and because, as every former 
calf knows, though life be short, it 
does grant to those who seek it a 
sufficency of sweet and fragrant 
summer nights.

Let’s take care of our town’s assets

The budget constraints in Winchester have impacted two very different 
aspects of our lives. The recent Town Meeting rejected an appeal to repair 
playgrounds and sports fields because the work would require a bond issue 
and, therefore, a widening of the town debt. 

At a recent selectmen’s meeting, the Wildwood Cemetery advisory 
committee chairman, Mike Saraco, reported that the cemetery is in dire 
need of repairs. And, naturally, there has been no money set aside to make 
those repairs or to pay the salaries of the maintenance men needed to keep 
the area in good shape. 

Why, in a community as seemingly “rich" as Winchester, do we always 
lack the money to take care of what we have? The playgrounds, sports fields, 
and cemetery are important in the obvious ways, and it’s disturbing to admit 
that we have big problems with them. 

Now, personally, I have had very little contact with Wildwood Cemetery — 
I like to think I’ve been fortunate in this way. But when I read that “the 
stairways need repair, the embankments are washing away, the graves¬ 
tones are covered with overgrown weeds and plants,” I get angry. Why do 
we reach this state of deterioration? We all pay a hefty property tax bill, and 
we have a right to expect that the town-owned properties are maintained on 
a systematic basis. 

The selectmen advised Saraco to develop a self-financing plan for the 
cemetery and present that plan to them in September. That is probably the 
only option considering the tight financial situation in town. But Saraco has 
been given a big assignment there — if the situation is as bad as he reported, 
how can a self-financing plan solve it before it worsens? The department of 
public works has a smaller budget and more responsibilities, and we 


certainly can’t blame them for the Wildwood Cemetery problems. 

In the case of the playgrounds and sports fields, there is no one to blame 
either. But the situation is deplorable. Skillings Field is a mess, and has been 
a mess for years. The committee that evaluated the conditions of fields and 
playgrounds made the repair of Skillings Field a priority. 

And, here we are, a few years later, repeating the same concerns, only 
now the repairs are more crucial. Bill Colella, WHS Athletic Director, 
informed Town Meeting that neighboring schools do not want to compete on 
that field because of the pieces of glass and debris which rise to the surface. 
Who can blame them? And why should we allow our own children to use that 
field with the hazards present there? 

The Lincoln and Ambrose playgrounds are dangerous in a different way. 
But the operative word here is “dangerous." I disagree with town meeting 
members who state that redoing playgrounds is a very low priority. And I 
am embarrassed and angered when I listen to visiting teams comment about 
the conditions of the fields and playgrounds in town. 

We know what we should do about it, but where do we get the money? We 
can establish a self-linancing plan for the cemetery, and we can set a sports 
foundation to fund the sports programs and field repairs that are necessary. 
Meanwhile, our tax bills do not decrease and we all become increasingly 
frustrated because our tax dollars do not reach far enough. 

The repairs to the cemetery, playgrounds and sports fields are a necessity 
in my opinion. And, I am tired of seeing run-down public property like the 
tennis courts at Manchester Field and the broken down basketball back- 
boards and nets at the Vinson-Owen playground. The defacement of the new 
and charming “Winchester Center” directive signs is a disgrace. 

Why can't we take care of what we have? 
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Carlucci knows to avoid a quagmire 

Defense secretary just says ‘no’ to military involvement in ‘War on Drugs’

As soon as Congress found the 
pancea for our drug problem, 
Defense Secretary Frank Carlucci 
said it was a bad idea. He told 
Congress that if our military forces 
enter the fray, it might limit his 
ability to protect us from armed 
agression. He said “No”, unequivoc¬ 
ally, to the drugs war. 

Surely no one can take his admoni¬ 
tion at face value. After all, with 
exception of the Navy’s presence in 
the Middle East, we are at peace. Of 
course we could spare a few of our 
almost-six-hundred ship Navy to 
help interdict the supply of drugs 
entering our shores and, finally, our 
chidren’s bodies. 

Of course we could. Carlucci 
knows that. He must know that such 
an action would not harm world 
peace one whit. Why then did he 
argue against such involvement? 
Does he not know that Congress 
proposes to put up $897 million for 
drug interdiction and eradication? 

As the consummate bureaucrat, 


he does know that the proposed 
legislation represents a way to 
replenish some of Defense’s recently 
excised millions. Why then did he 
make such a proposal sound as if it 
was one of the more preposterous 
ideas he’d ever heard? 

For starters, Carlucci is not just 
Secretary of Defense. He is one of 
the few people in Washington, D.C. 
with a resume in George Bush’s 
leaque. On his way to the top spot in 
the Defense Department, he’s been 
at: The State Department (Africa 
and other places); the now-defunct 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO); and served in various spe¬ 
cial White House capacities (includ¬ 
ing director of flood relief in his 
home state, Pennsylvania). 

When President Reagan needed 
someone to try to get his national 
security advisor off the front page 
and the television screens, he chose 
Carlucci. Next, Casper Weinberger 
resigned, and Carlucci became his 
successor. While it is often claimed 
that people with resumes as full as 


Calucci’s seldom leave footprints, in 
his case, there are tracks. 

The first time I heard about him or 
saw him, I was a senior analyst 
buried in the bowels of OEO’s 
bureaucracy. This was in the latter 
part of the 1960s. Our agency had a 
terminal case of managerial musi¬ 
cal chairs. No one in the Nixon 
administration wanted to run our 
nation’s war on poverty. 

The half-life of directors was 
about 90 days. First we had a former 
congressman with an Ipana smile. 
Next came a mid-level Defense 
bureaucrat who kept a yard-high 
model of a missile on his desk. Each 
new director would rush in our build¬ 
ing, get their picture taken and then 
depart before even the security 
guards could associate their names 
with their 8 by 10 government glos¬ 
sies, but Carlucci didn’t do that. 

While he stayed just a few months, 
some of the senior staff came to 
believe he was trying to run the 
place. We also came to respect his 
political as well as managerial 


skills. He might have had Potomac 
lever as raging as his predeccors’, 
but he didn’t let us see the ravages of 
the disease. Instead, he tried to 
impose equity and order on our 
proceedings. 

Further, he was no ideological 
gamester. And 1 came to believe 
that, unlike his predecessors, he 
understood the war on poverty. 
Indeed he became a knowledgeable 
veteran of numerous “wars" — thos 
so-called national problems that 
have entered the intractable stage. 

Given Carlucci’s foreign and 
domestic experience, he knows a 
good program from a bad one. Also, 
he doesn’t have to delve into moun¬ 
tains of data to know that just the 
rubric “war” is suspicious. 

He surely was paying attention 
during the war in Vietnam, and what 
happened there with interdiction. 
Our forces couldn’t prevent the flow 
of supplies from the North. If you 
couldn’t stop North Vietnam — a 
nation whoses major mode of trans¬ 
portation was a bicycle — then it’s 


back to the planning stage. 

Next, I’d be surprised if Carlucci 
did not understand how difficult it is 
to eradicate an idea with force. 
Neither the Navy nor the Marines 
can stop drug addiction. After all, an 
addiction is an idea writ large by 
compulsion. 

We’ve used force before to solve a 
problem/idea. The most relevant 
example is the struggle of Nicara¬ 
guans to make their own mistakes. 
We’ve used force there five times in 
this century (exculding our recent 
forays): 1909, 1912, 1922, 1925, and 
then from 1926 to 1933. And we’ve 
trie, several times, to escalate our 
present involvement. I would be 
astonished to discover that Carlucci, 
as our defense secretary, would sug¬ 
gest an invasion of Nicaragua. He’s 
too wily a bureaucrat for that sort of 
policy pronoucement. 

Yes, he’s a bureaucrat, but one for 
whom it is not a pejorative term. 
Long-term bureaucrats understand 
the limits of government “wars.” 


They also know, as in this instance, 
that when a national consensus is 
lacking and when Congress is acting 
as if more money will, in itself, solve 
tlhe problem, you have the potentiaj 
for a secondary disaster. 

Sure, Carlucci could add a few 
hundred million dollars to the Penta¬ 
gon coffers in the short run by accecb 
ing to Congress’ new scheme. How¬ 
ever, when the military fails to 
produce results, that will add to the 
building anti-Defense-spending 
mode we’re now entering. 

Carlucci — no matter the nexjt 
White House occupant — will prob¬ 
ably not be at Defense this time next 
year. Also next year few, if any of 
us, will remember his sage advice*. 
We should because he has helped to 
ensure that defense bureaucrats — 
those not involved in the current 
scandal — will be able to walk 
around with their heads higher than 
their brief cases, and to defend us 
against armed aggression.

Several bills could lighten the burdens of our elderly

Walk to Purity Supreme, stop and 
feed the ducks at the Winchester 
Library pond, or stroll through 
Stoneham Center. Chances are very 
’ good that any one of these places you 
will find an elderly person con¬ 
cerned about his or her future. 

“Aging with dignity’’ has become 
a familiar catch phrase of the '80s. 
Yet, just how much is America real¬ 
ly doing to see that the fastest grow¬ 
ing portion of its population is not 
forgotten? 

' This year, there are 31.3 million 
Americans aged 65 or older. Statis¬ 
tics show that by the year 2018, that 
number will have grown to 50.3 mil¬ 
lion. During that same 30-year per¬ 
iod, the average cost of a year’s stay 
in a nursing home will have jumped 
from $22,000 to $55,000. And the num¬ 
ber of elderly Americans in nursing 
homes also will have nearly doubled, 

• climbing from 2.3 million to 4 
. million. 

' It’s time to take stock of our future 
by truly committing ourselves to the 
. present, and helping the elderly 
grow old with pride. 

There are several pieces of solid 

• legislation before the Massachusetts 
House and Senate this session that 
help to address serious concerns of 
our senior citizens. These bills need 
our support. 

Although their passage will not 
. catch up to the exemplary way some 


Scandinavian nations deal with the 
problems of their seniors, the local 
bills certainly are a step in the right 
direction. 

Since nearly 15 percent of the 
people living in Winchester and 
Stoneham are over the age of 65, it is 
time to start considering the issues 
of the elderly a local priority. 

Few people are prepared for the 
skyrocketing health costs associated 
with caring for an elderly person 
until those first few devastating bills 
reach home. 

All too quickly, a spouse may find 
himself or herself at the poverty 
level, just because he or she has 
tried to get the best care available 
for an ailing husband or wife. 

It is a common misconception that 
Medicare, the federal program that 
provides health care for the aged, 
pays for nursing-home care. In fact, 
it pays a tiny fraction of the asso¬ 
ciated costs. 

If a couple is not impoverished 
when they begin trying to pay for the 
custodial care of a sick spouse, it is a 
sure bet they soon will be. 

According to the Older Women’s 
project at the Gerontology Institute 
of University of Massachusetts at 
Boston, in this state it is estimated 
that nearly half the couples with one 
spouse in a nursing home spend their 
combined income with assets within 
one year. 

House Bill 5373 has been filed to 
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prevent espousal impoverishment. 
The legislation would allow an “at 
home’’ spouse to keep up to $12,000 of 
the couple’s combined annual 
income. It would allow the spouse to 
retain up to one-half of the couple's 
jointly-held assets. Most important¬ 
ly, the couple’s home would continue 
to be exempt from consideration as 
an asset in determining eligibility 
for Medicaid. 

The risk of not passing this piece 
of legislation includes the fact that 
the healthy spouse could end up on a 
long waiting list for subsidized elder¬ 
ly housing because he or she no 
longer can afford to live 
independently. 

Another piece of ligislation, House 
Bill 4451, also directly addresses the 
issue of allowing seniors to remain 
independent. The bill’s intent is to 
increase access to home health care, 
hopefully decreasing the need for 
nursing-home services. 

It makes sense to serve the elderly 
population in the home, rather than 
to move our citizens into a costly 


nursing-home environment that 
would in the end cost all of us much 
more. 

A third piece of legislation, House 
Bill 5325, now being considered on 
the hill, is a basic issue of equal 
rights. 

The nursing-home access bill 
would guarantee that Medicaid 
patients in line for placement in a 
nursing home would be treated no 
differently than private patients. 

Although current state law forbids 
discrimination against Medicaid 
recipients, the wording is broad and 
has made enforcement difficult. In 
1986, an undercover investigation by 
the attorney general’s office found 
11 nursing homes in the state were 
systematically discriminating 
against Medicaid patients seeking 
admission. 

The Institute of Gerontology says 
the mean wait for entrance into a 
nursing home is 10.4 weeks for a 
Medicaid patient and 2.9 weeks for a 
private-pay patient. 

House Bill 5325 would provide a

standard procedure to be followed 
by all nursing homes accepting 
Medicaid reimbursement. The legis¬ 
lation also would provide a fair and 
equitable method for enforcing 
existing law by requiring a nursing 
home to accept applications from all 
individuals who wish admission at 
the level of care provided by the 
facility. 

All three of these pieces of legisla¬ 
tion need our support. Backing legis¬ 


lation for the elderly is not only the 
humane and moral thing to do, it is 
fiscally responsible. 

Taking care of senior citizens at 
home whenever possible is an 
investment.

Winchester is building a soccer 
dynasty in the age group of boys 
born from 1969 through 1971. 

Since 1985 these athletes have not 
only won two state titles in the High 
School Division 2 tournament, but 
also three championships and a sec¬ 
ond place in the more competitive 
MYSA spring tournamnet of 
champions. 

More competitive because good 
teams are all placed in Division 1 
and many of these teams are 
recruited from several towns. Two 
players on this year’s U-19 team, 
Paul Erbafina and Ken Fowler, 
were members of all five champion 
teams and most others were on three 
or four. 

It must worry the opposition that 
almost all players will still be 
around next year. 

As usual, the team played in the 
very competitive Middlesex League 
against Medford, Wakefield, Bur¬ 
lington, Billerica and Middlesex SC 
from Concord. 

Medford had recruited many All- 
Star players from surrounding 
towns and was the most formidable 
in-state opponent that Winchester 
faced this year. 

In fact, Winchester was elimi¬ 
nated in the early rounds of the 
National McGuire cup by Medford, 
which eventually lost in the state 
final. 

A real highlight in Winchester’s 
season was the Needham Memorial 
Day tournament, where the team 
was the only one from Massa¬ 
chusetts to make it to the semi¬ 
finals, where it beat a strong Pough¬ 
keepsie, N.Y., team. 

in the tinal however, a hard- 
passing Simsbury, Conn., club over¬ 
came an early goal by Ken Fowler 
and took first place by a 3-1 score. 

In the year’s final tournament, the 
state tournament of champions, 
Winchester played first against the 
Western Massachusetts Soccer 
Club, a select team from the Spring- 
field area. 

The first half was scoreless, with 
both teams relying on strong defen¬ 
sive play. The second half saw two 
quick goals by Winchester. 

The first one came when a Paul 
Capodanno cross was deflected into 
the goal by a defender and minutes 
later Kent McCord outjumped the 
goalie on a throw-in.

And while in the other semifinal, 
Harvard used the wind to come back 
from a 2-0 deficit at halftime to beat 
Needham by 3-2, Plymouth never 
got a chance. Reeve sent Mike 
McGeehan in for a third goal only 
five minutes into the half and the 
game was over. 


Both teams scored one more goal 
in the later stages (Capodanno from 
Romboli) for the final 4-1 score. 

Harvard (Bromfield Regional HS) 
had won the Division 3 HS state 
tournament for the last two years, 
just as Winchester had won the Divi¬ 
sion 2 crown twice, and the scene 
was set for a well-played game 
between two skilled teams, with 
many fine athletes. 

It turned out however that Har¬ 
vard’s All-Star Greg Butler was nev¬ 
er much of a factor, just as Ply¬ 
mouth’s big guns, Jeff Schulz and 
Jim Prouty, never got a chance to do 
their damage. 

Mike McGeehan and Paul Erbafi¬ 
na stripped Butler of the ball time 
and again and David Romboli, play¬ 
ing the game of his life in this State 
final, provided the spark that made 
the team fly. 

But it was stopper-back Kent 
McCord who provided the scoring 
punch with his upfield rushes. 

He scored the first goal by blasting 
a free kick right through the wall, 
only to see Harvard tie it up just 
before the half expired. With 
Winchester dominating play in the 
second half, the score stayed at 1-1 
till Kent provided a perfect through- 
pass to Kenny Fowler, who hooked it 
into the corner. 

That Winchester scored no more 
goals was due to the excellent play 
by the Harvard goalkeeper, who 
robbed Vandy French of at least 


three goals with spectacular dives. 

But it did not matter much, not 
even that Winchester missed a pen¬ 
alty kick, the championship went 
clearly to the better team. 

The Winchester squad at the tour¬ 
nament consisted of goalie Andy 
Shao, who played his usual solid 
game behind a tough defense con¬ 
sisting of sweeper Steve Goudsou¬ 
zian and fullbacks David Ducharme, 
Mark Bortman, and Kent McCord. 

Paul Erbafina, Rob Kean, Mike 
McGeehan, Jack O’Callaghan and 
Stephen Reeve played mostly mid- 
field, while Paul Capodanno, Vandy 
French, David Romboli and Ken 
Fowler formed a potent offenseive 
line. 

Absent at the state tournament 
were J.J. Alberts, Mike Rice, Jason 
MacConkey and Mike Schoenegge. 

Vandy French scored 15 of the 
team’s 60 goals and had six assists, 
while Paul Capodanno had nine 
goals and five assists. 

In goal Andy Shao and his defense 
let in just 23 goals in 22 games 
against many of the very best team 
in the New England area. 

Coaches Vandy French and Theo 
deVrieze were pleased with the way 
the team came together in the latter 
stages of the season, as the caliber of 
soccer played was outstanding. Of

The House. Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local representatives’ votes 
on 10 roll calls from the week of June 

27-30. 


Pay Raise (H 5985) — House 
106-41, refused to suspend rules to 
allow introduction of an order to 
repeal the portion of the legislative 
pay raise scheduled to take effect 
last week. Legislative salaries are 
scheduled to rise from $39,040 to 
$40,992 as part of a package passed 
last year. 

Supporters said repealing this 
final $1952 installment will save the 
state $390,400 and will show fiscal 
responsibility in light of recent tax 
hikes and cuts in programs. Oppo¬ 
nents said this is a cheap political 
shot and pointed out only one legisla¬ 
tor refused to accept the entire 
raise. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Guns (H 1774) — House 102-45, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the Senate the bill which prohibits 
any person who is licensed to carry a 
gun for any purpose from being 
charged with violation of the state’s 
law which provides a one year man¬ 
datory jail sentence for unlicensed 
possession of a gun. 

Supporters said the bill eliminates 
a current inequity in the law under 
which a gun owner licensed for 
target shooting could be driving 
home from the range and be subject 
to criminal penalties if he or she is 
stopped and the gun is found in the 
car. Opponents said the bill jeopar¬ 
dizes public safety and will result in

Pets (H 6025) — House 143-3, 
approved a bill establishing a state 
program to grant waivers to eldferly 
and handicapped residents of state- 
funded public housing to allow own¬ 
ership of pets. Supporters said the 
bill includes sufficient safeguards 
and will help these people keep their 
pets as companions. Opponents said 
the bill takes authority away from 
local communities. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Local Option (H 6025) — House 
89-59, rejected a local option amend¬ 
ment requiring approval of the local 
housing authority before the bill 
allowing the elderly and hand¬ 
icapped to keep their pets in public 
housing takes effect in that 
community. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would preserve home rule and allow 
cities and towns to make the deci¬ 
sion. Opponents said the amendment 
kills the bill and hurts people. 

A Yea vote is for the local option 
amendment. A Nay vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Child Linkage (H 6023) — House 
101-43, gave near final approval and 
sent to the Senate a new version of a 
bill designed to link business deve¬ 
lopment with day care opportuni¬ 
ties. The measure provides that 
developers of new commercial or 
industrial buildings using more than 
50,000 square feet must donate two 
percent of the space for a child care 
center or pay two percent of the

O’Malley said the board should 
host an informational session to dis¬ 
cuss housing issues, such as state 
involvement and comprehensive 
permits.

this desire to absorb everything and 
experience everything that makes 
students “special to be around,” 
said Larocco.

Larocco has developed many 
strong friendships among faculty 
and staff and is confident that they 
will be maintained following his 
departure from the school. 

In the upcoming years he plans on 
traveling around America. He said 
he was baffled by the number of 
college and high school students 
flocking to see Europe when there is 
so much to experience in this 
country. 

Wanting to avoid the post- 
Independence Day psuedo- 
patriotism, Larocco briefly men¬ 
tioned his desire to venture to New 
Mexico and Arizona and left it at 
that.

allow for additional monitoring as 
well as more space to spread out the 
collection. 

“Basically, the whole idea is to 
make more room so we can plan for 
the future expansion of the collec¬ 
tion,” she said. 

In addition to housing the public 
collection on two floors, offices 
would be moved to the downstairs 
area that now houses the junior 
library. 

The plan also provides for a larger 
meeting room, which would benefit 
the entire town, noted Britton. In 
addition, the elevator, which is now 
nonfunctional, would be replaced by 
three elevators. 

Britton said she thinks voters will 
pass the November referendum 
because it is imperative that the 
work be done. 

“The library is constantly evolv¬ 
ing to accomodate the collection and 
the needs of the patron,” she said.

Olmsted: designer of open spaces 


Most area residents are familiar 
with Boston s park system, which 
stretches from Boston Common to 
Franklin park in Dorchester. Often 
referred to as the Emerald Neck¬ 
lace. this seven-mile expanse of 
greenery reflects the genius of its 
designer. Frederick Law Olmsted, 
the father of landscape architec¬ 
ture in America. 

From 1883 until 1898. Olmsted 
lived and worked at 99 Warren St. 
in Brookline. Today, his house, 
office, and grounds, which he 
called Fairsted. are under the care 
of the National Park Service as the 
Frederick Law Olmsted National 
Historic Site. 

If you enjoy visiting historic 
properties, then a trip to the 
Olmsted Site should be put on 
your Things To Do list for several 
reasons. Admission is free, the 
Site is open year round, and it's 
easily accessible by car or trolley. 
But the main reason to visit the 
Site is the knowledge you’ll gain 
about a very fascinating individu¬ 
al. a social visionary who designed 
open spaces to give people a feel¬ 
ing of renewal, and pleasant social 
experiences. The inspirations for 
Olmsted’s designs were English 
gardens of the late 18th century 
with their open lawnsor meadows, 
masses of trees and shrubs, and 
natural style. 

Unlike other historic places, the 
emphasis here isn’t on the clo¬ 
thing. furniture, and artifacts that 
Olmsted used during his lifetime; 
instead, you'll learn about 
Olmsted's philosophy and style 


from knowledgeable tour guides. 
During a recent visit. Boston park 
Ranger Laurel Joslin gave What’s 
up a tour. 

On display are the most interest¬ 
ing plans, photographs, and litho¬ 
graphs from the Site's extensive 
collection. Visitors can see the 
plans for Central Park in New York 
City. Mount Royal Park outside 
Montreal. Canada, and Stanford 
University in Palo Alto, Calif., as 
well as a model of Fort Tryon park 
outside New York City. There are 
also many photographs of 
Olmsted projects and landscape 
construction. 

The Site is the scene of active 
and ongoing preservation work. 
On Friday, visitors can watch the 
restoration of the exterior of the 
buildings to a 1930's appearance, 
while archivists work inside to 
conserve the large collection of 
drawings. The Site archives con¬ 
tain approximately 60,000 photo¬ 
graphs. 115,000 architectural 
drawings, and 70,000 plant lists, 
which serve as a resource for 
researchers. Until conservation of 
materials is completed, however, 
the collection is inaccessible to 
the general public. 

Let’s take a brief tour. We begin 
with a slide show in the Reception 
Room. According to Joslin, the 
house was built in 1810, although 
the Olmsted family didn't move 
here until 1883. The family con¬ 
sisted of his wife, Mary, whom he 
married in New York in 1859; two 
children; and three stepchildren. 
Both his son, Frederick Law 


Olmsted, Jr., and his stepson, 
John Charles Olmsted, were 
involved in landscape architec¬ 
ture. The Olmsted family lived in 
the house until the 1930s; the 
business was maintained until 
1979. From the 1860s until 1979, 
the Olmsted business worked on 
more than 5,000 individaul pro¬ 
jects. After Olmsted, Sr. retired in 
1895, the business was called 
Olmsted Brothers, and, later, 
Olmsted Associates. 

The North parlor, where he 
created his designs, is the next 
stop. Research has determined 
that the original colors of the 
North Parlor were butterscotch 
and salmon. The room houses a 
glass-covered layout of the seven- 
mile long Emerald Necklace, 
which begins at the Boston Com¬ 
mon and ends at Franklin park. 
Joslin said, "Olmsted didn't 
design the first part of the Neck¬ 
lace • the Boston Common, the 
Boston Garden, and Common¬ 
wealth mall. A large part of the 
Necklace is parkway, pleasure 
drives with curved roads that 
implied leisure. Whenever he 
designed a park, Olmsted put in 
paths for carriages, horses, and 
pedestrians. He kept them apart 
from each other through a concept 
he called separation of traffic. 

"Olmsted was also very con¬ 
cerned about public health and 
safety. The Fens was a health 
project, an experiment intended to 
change the polluted flats into a 
salt water marsh through appropri¬ 
ate plantings. He felt that many 


people in the city didn't have the 
finances to travel to Ipswich to see 
a tidal marsh, yet would enjoy the 
opportunity to see one. The mead- 
ering stream and little islands in 
the Fens reflect his genius as a 
landscape architect." 

The next area is the Office Wing, 
which was started in 1889 and 
completed in 1925. The Archives, 
with its original drafting lamps, 
was once the original drafting 
room for Olmsted Brothers. 

Other stops include the ship¬ 
ping Room, Clerical Wing, and 
Blueprint Room with its 1902 blue¬ 
print duplicator. There is also a 


photograph of the sunprinting 
racks that were extended out the 
window. 

The exterior of the house 
includes four stops. The first is 
The hollow, a pocket garden 
designed in the manner of a pictur¬ 
esque English Romantic land : 
scape. Olmsted used layers of vin¬ 
es and plants, different tints of 
green, irregular surfaces, and a 
retaining wall covered with vines 
to give The Hollow its qualities of 
mystery, variety, and diversity. A 
tiny Grotto is set into the retaining 
wall near the foot of the stairs 
leading into the Hollow.

The visit to The Rock Garden 
exemplifies the experience of 
traveling through an Olmsted 
park. A weaving path gives a sense 
of anticipation as the traveler won¬ 
ders what may be around the 
bend. In this case, the path opens 
onto the South Lawn, a wide 
expanse of green. The tour returns 
to the Reception Room via the 
Conservatory, where free litera¬ 
ture about Olmsted is available. 
Post cards and books about 
Olmsted and his work are sold in 
the Reception Room. 

The Frederick Law Olmsted 
National Historic Site is accessible 
by car or MBTA. By car, take Rt. 
128 to Exit 55 (Brookline). Follow 
Rt. 9 east past the Chestnut Hill 
Mall and the Brookline Reservoir. 
At the first stoplight past the 
Reservoir, turn right onto Warren 
St. The Site is at the corner of 
Warren and Dudley Sts. 

By MBTA, take the Riverside 
trolley to the Brookline Hills stop. 
Take a right out of the station, 
walk up the hill, and turn right 
onto Cyprus St. Stay on Cyprus as 
you cross Rt. 9 (Boylston St.). 
Walk two bjocks past Rt. 9 to 
Walnut St. and turn right. Con¬ 
tinue on Walnut St. until you come 
to Warren St. turn left. The Site 
entrance is one block away at the 
corner of Warren and'Dudley. Sts. 

Admission to the Frederick Law 
Olmsted National Historic Site is 
free. Hours are 10 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., Friday through Sunday, year 
round. Groups of 10 or more per¬ 
sons with advance reservations 
may visit the Site on other week¬ 
days. For more information, call 
566-1689. 


In addition to tours of the 
Olmsted house and grounds, the 
National Park Service sponsors 
winter lectures at the Site, and 
walking tours in the summer and 
fall. Personnel will also arrange 
special slide programs for groups 
who visit the Site on weekdays. 

Upcoming events include walk¬ 
ing tours of Marine park on July 
17 at 2 p.m.; Mount Auburn 
Cemetery on Aug. 17 at 2 p.m.; 
Elm Bank Reservation on Sept. 11 
at 2 p.m.; the Riverway on Sept. 25 
at 2 p.m.; and the Emerald Neck¬ 


lace on Oct. 2 and 16 from noon to 
4 p.m. The free tours are held 
regardless of weather conditions, 
and wearing comfortable shoes is 
recommended. For additional 
information and reservations, call 
566-1689.

Design passages of scenery and use a liberal amount of plan¬ 
tings, even in the smallest and most active areas. 

SPACIOUSNESS: 

Create designs that make an area seem larger than it is. 

SUITABILITY: 

Create designs that are inkeeping with the natural scenery and 
topography. 

SUBORDINATION: 

Keep all details and features, whether natural or artificial, subordi¬ 
nate to the overall design.and its intended effect. 

SEPARATION: 

Separate areas of different styles and uses so that they won t 
conflict with one another, thus ensuring safety.

You won't see a better dance 
show this or any other season than 
the North Shore Music Theatre's 
summer curtain-raiser, a spar¬ 
kling, captivating mounting of the 
popular musical comedy, My One 
and Only. The spirited and youth¬ 
ful cast, winning and energetic, 
move with verve, abandon and 


pizazz, while dancing up a storm! 

Peter Stone’s lighthearted, 
engaging book serves to string 
together the mirthful, memorable 
tunes by the legendary George and 
Ira Gershwin, drawn from half a 
dozen of their musicals, including 
S 'Wonderful, Nice Work if You 
Can Get It, How Long Has This 
Been Going On? Soon and the 
show-stopping Strike Up the Band. 

Set in the late '20s, the plot 
focuses on a young daredevil avia¬ 
tor, Captain Billy Buck Chandler 
(George Dvorsky), who dreams of 
being the first to fly solo, non-stop, 
across the Atlantic, The love of his 
life is Edith Herbert (Tia Riebling), 
star of an international aquacade 
show, who is being blackmailed by 
the show’s villainous impresario, 
Prince Tchatchavadze (Bob 
Arnold). 

When Billy finds it impossible to 
forget Edith’s past, she high-tails it 
to Morocco. Throwing all caution 


to the four winds, and without 
fanfare, Billy flies his monoplane 
across the Atlantic, beating Lind¬ 
bergh’s arrival in Paris by three 
days. But Billy doesn’t care that 
fame and fortune has eluded 
him...he's reclaimed his one and 
only! 

The entire cast could not be 
improved upon...the aforemen¬ 
tioned George Dvorsky and Tia 
Riebling; fabulous Jan Mickens, 
doubling as the Rt. Rev. J.D. Mont¬ 
gomery and mystical Mr. Magix; 
Jan Neuberger as tough Mickey, 
Billy's mechanic and undercover 
FBI agent; and the vibrant, joyous 
ensemble (six girls and eight 
boys). 

Show-stoppers include High 
Hat/Sweet and Low-Down by Mick¬ 
ens, Dvorsky, Roderick Cloud, 
Garry Q. Lewis, David A. White 
and the Ensemble; a great tap 
number by Dvorsky and Riebling 
to he Loves and She Loves and 


joined by the Ensemble in a sensa¬ 
tional reprise; My One and Only 
danced by Mickens and Dvorsky; 
the delightful Funnyface, exe¬ 
cuted by Neuberger and Arnold; 
the engaging seven-veils dance by 
the female ensemble; and Kickin' 
the Clouds Away, rendered by 
Mickens and the Ensemble, the 
audience response raising the roof 
to the rafters. 

The entire creative crew is 
deservng of accolades: director 
Richard Casper, who kept the

BULL DURHAM (R) —After 
an overcharged start, this comical 
romance set in the farm-team 
baseball world of Durham, N.C., 
finds its engaging, distinctive 
rhythm. The stars are terrific: 
Susan Sarandon as the sexy grou¬ 
pie with a maturing mind who 
savors sporty male meat like a 
gourmet: Tim Robbins as the roo¬ 
kie star pitcher who gets an educa¬ 
tion from her: Kevin Costner (in 
his best rolejas the fading but still 
imposing natural who wants to 
enjoy Sarandon on his own terms. 
Director and writer Ron Shelton, a 
former minor-league player, gives 
us plenty of funny baseball action 
(the film was beautifully shot in 
Durham)yet his creative heart is in 
the dramatic triangle, and that's 
where the story scores. This movie 
is totally American yet without 
slick rah-rah. and is a very pleas¬ 
ing discovery. (Excellent) 

THE GREAT OUTDOORS 

(PG)- Seeking rest and recrea¬ 
tion. Chet Ripley (John Candy) 
takes his family to a lakeside 
resort, only to have his plans inter¬ 
rupted by the arrival of his obnoxi¬ 
ous brother-in law (Dan Aykroyd) 
and his family. Howard Deutch 
directed the summer yucker from 
the John Hughes comedy mill. 

RED HEAT (R>- Arnold 
Schwarzenegger plays a tank¬ 
bodied Soviet cop hot on the trail 
of a crafty killer: he turns to wise- 
guy Chicago detective James 
Belushi for assistance. Walter Hill, 
•the action stomper of 48 Hrs." 
and "The Warriors." directed. 

RECENT RELEASES 

BIG —When Josh Baskin, 12, 


gets his reckless wish and wakesj 
up in the long body of Tom Hanks,, 
this comedy "bubbles to life. What 
could have been another stale 
gimmick is instead a fresh, beauti¬ 
fully paced and even witty com¬ 
edy. Hanks has never been better; 
he lets out the child within but 
without stooping to Jerry Lewis 
mugging. Elizabeth Perkins is the 
office career drone whom Hanks, 
fled to New York for a stab at 
maturity, wakes up to the fun of 
life. And there are inspired scenes 
also when his childish spirit 
excites the head of the toy com¬ 
pany (Robert Loggia) where he 
works. Penny Marshall directed 
the smooth, adroit script by Gary 
Ross and Anne Spielberg, and Bar¬ 
ry Sonnenfeld did the lovely, 
supple photography. With little 
Jared Rushton, who is cuter than 
cute. (Excellent) 

BIG BUSINESS (PG)— This 

film seeks to be twiriingly clever 
and gaily complicated in a '30s 
screwball comedy way, but it may 
remind you more of '50s hand-me- 
downs of the style, like "Woman's 
World" and "The Iron Petticoat." 
Bette Midler and Lily Tomlin do 
hectic overlapping work as two 
sets of twins, separated at birth in 
West Virginia and then brought 
back together as adults in New 
York. The hip city folk, suitably 
confused, never seem to register 
that some of these look-alikes are 
talki ng in hillbilly accents. The 
script labors to keep the pairs 
apart until the big, crowning con¬ 
donation, which is indeed quite a 
payoff. But getting there is tire¬ 
some, and despite the best efforts 
of the stars (Midler especially) you 
may feel worn-down. Jim Abra¬ 
hams directed, with game energy 


but no visual style. Fred Ward is 
quite funny as the hick suitor of 
the country Tomlin, hooked on 
her and miniature golf. Not funny 
is Ed Herrmann, turned into a bad 
qay job. (Good) 

‘CROCODILE* DUNDEE II 
(PG)- Paul Hogan's charm as 
Mick Dundee is no longer a sur¬ 
prise, but it remains fairly fresh in 
this smoothly crafted serving of 
his charisma. The trifle of a plot, 
taking Dundee from New York to 
Australia, even resorts to Colom¬ 
bia drug thugs (like sweepings 
from "Miami Vice") yet the soft 
jokes are frequently fun, there’s 
great Outback scenery and ani¬ 
mals, and Linda Kozlowski is again 
hanging around, glowing with 
admiration for Dundee. This is 
very, very light entertainment, but 
highly consumable. (Good) 
FUNNY FARM (PG)— Try 
ing to affect an easy rural rhythm, 
the gags in this nice-minded, trite 
little "concept" comedy drip out 
like molasses; it’s hard to tell if 
director George Roy Hill and writer 
Jeffrey Boam are too enamored of 
their stuff or just going through 
the motions. Chevy Chase, mis¬ 
cast yet trying gamely, is the ami¬ 
able Mr. Average who goes off to 
an idyllic country home with his 
wife, to write a novel. He tries 
making friends with the crankily 
picturesque sour apples who peo¬ 
ple the New England boondocks, 
and he has cute encounters with 
ducks and doggies and a snake. As 
a wife, the inanely perky Madolyn 
Smith seems to have breezed in 
from a Junior Miss pageant, and 
when she offers Chase her own 
novel (how neato!) we expect to 
see big crayon letters. A few nifty 
gags do not relieve the tedium. 


(Poor) 

THE PRESIDIO (R)— Who 

ever chose to cast mark Harmon, 
the handsome TV vapor, opposite 
maxi-pro Sean Connery was no 
friend of Harmon’s. Connery is the 
ramrod-tough provost marshal at 
the San Francisco military base, 
who doesn’t take kindly to this 
callow city detective (Harmon) 
investigating the killing of an MP. 
After a dozen films, director Peter 
Hyams still has no idea of how to 
use the camera or make his actors 
ignite, though Connery has gruff 
moments and the car chases are 
whammo slammers. The script is a 
zilch-burger, but Hyams goes out 
of his way to remind us of the 
cheap ingredients and pour on 
slop sauce. Jack Warden is the 
grizzled army man who knows all 
the secrets; Meg ryan is wasted as 
Connery’s daugher, a dippy doll 
who takes a shine to Harmon. As 
climax there's an ammo party in a 
bottling plant with spraying water 
choreographed to be exciting; it 
isn't. (Fair) 

RAMBO III (R) — It's like an 
ammo dump that never stops 
exploding, and an idiotic co¬ 
opting of the Afghan war as a 
pedestal for Sylvester Stallone's 
ego, yet it has the fascination of a 
really big road accident; we stare 
goggle-eyed. Rambo breaks off 
Buddhist meditation (with inter¬ 
ludes for stick fighting) in Thai¬ 
land to rescue Col. Trautman 
(Richard Crenna) from Soviet sad¬ 
ists in Afghanistan. He storms a 
fortress with knife, archery set and 
bare hands; cauterizes a wound by 
pouring in powder and then firing 
it up; is dragged by a tank; shoots 
down giant death copters; crushes, 
impales and strangles “crack" 


Soviet commandows; and has per 
haps 100 words of dialogue in this 
$60 million-plus B.S. bonanza. 
This hero sandwich made from 
pure Stallone-y baloney is an 
insult to the freedom fighters it 
supposedly honors, but who's to 
deny it is one hell of an action 
party? (Fair) 

WHITE MICHIEF (R)— A 

plush peekaboo drama blending 
charms from "Brideshead Revi¬ 
sited" and "Out of Africa" based 
on the 1941 murder of a British 
stud/squire in Kenya after his con- 
spicious affair with the dishy wife 
on an aging, impotent landowner. 
Great Scacchi and Charles Dance 
are sleek and vainly sexy as the 
show-off lovers, but the star acting 
is done by Joss Ackland as the 
cuckold, a man sinking into the 
quicksand of total self-disgust. 
John Hurt has a striking turn as 
mysterious bisexual rancher who 
admires the natives, and there are 
glinty bits from Sarah Miles, Tre¬ 
vor Howard, Geraldine Chaplin 
and Ray McAnally. (Fair) 
WILLOW (PG)— Big money, 
big hopes, big puff and (oops) big 
disappointment. This fantasy 
judgernaut set in the medivieval 
forever (or nowhere) seems to have 
been yanked together from past 
epics, and the tale of dwarf on a 
guest stays small because there's 
no lift of fresh imagination, just 
assault waves of special effects. 
The key mistake was in not letting 
little Warwick Davis be the true 
hero. He’s put in the shadow of Val 
Kilmer, a macho bore pitched to 
the teen audience. Providing 
spurts of amusement are Jean 
Marsh, Billy Barty, patricia Hayes 
and charismatic little Julie Peters 
(as Willow's wife). (Fair)

What does RDA mean on labels? 


You have all probably seen a 
cereal commercial with the mes¬ 
sage that Brand X contains 100 
percent of the RDA for all the 
vitamins and minerals known to 
man. Or perhaps you have read 
the nutrition label on a food pack¬ 
age or a bottle of vitamins. 

These labels list what percent of 
a particular vitamin or mineral is 
contained in the product. One 
hundred percent of the RDA for 
Vitamin C. 25 percent of the RDA 
for Vitamin A. less than 2 percent 
to fthe RDA for iron and so on. 
Having been exposed to the RDA s 
through advertising you may also 
wonder, what are the RDAs and 
what purpose do they serve? 

The Recommended Dietary 
Allowances were first published in 
1943 to "provide standards serv¬ 
ing as a goal for good nutrition." 
The initial purpose of the RDAs 
was to be guide planning and 
procurring food supplies for the 
nation mainly for the purpose of 
national defense. 

Over the years this purpose has 
been extended and the RDAs have 
acquired a number of additional 
uses. The RDAs have been used as 
the conerstone for a variety of 
nutrition related programs and 
activities. They have been used as 
a guide for planning many federal 
food assistance programs, as a 
reference point for evaluating food 
consumption surveys, as an integ¬ 
ral component of nutrition educa¬ 
tion programs as well as a basis for 
nutrition labelling of foods and 
food supplements. 

Historical Perspective of the 


RDAs 

The events leading up to the 
establishment of the RDAs can be 
traced back to the 1800 s with the 
passage of the Merchant Seaman's 
Act in England in 1835 which 
required that lime or lemon juice 
be part of the rations provided for 
sailors as it was noted that lemon 
juice prevented scurvey. 

In 1933 Hazel Stiebing of the 
GSDA proposed the first set of 
dietary standards which took into 
account requirements for vitamins 
A and C as well as calcium, pho¬ 
sphorus and iron. These standards 
were used to evaluate diets during 
the depression when the food 
supply for most of the population 
was critical. 

In 1940, at the request of the 
Federal Government, a committee 
on food and nutrition was set up 
under the National Resarch Coun¬ 
cil of the National Academy of 
Sciences in Washington. This 
committee was to advise on prob¬ 
lems concerned with national 
defense. In 1941 it was permanent¬ 
ly established as the Food and 
Nutrition Board. 

The first edition of the RDAs 
included recommendations for the 
following nutrients; protein, cal¬ 
cium, phosphorus, iron, vitamins 
A. B1, C. D, riboflavin and nicotin¬ 
ic acid. Also included in the first 
edition of the RDAs were recom¬ 
mendations for total energy 
requirement as well as the precent 
of total calories from protein. 

Definition of the RDAs 

Recommended Dietary Allow¬

intake of essential nutrients con¬ 
sidered, in the judgement of the 
Committee on Dietary Allowances 
of the Food and Nutrition Board 
on the basis of available scientific 
knowledge, to be adequate to 
meet the known nutritional needs 
of partically all healthy persons. 
The key part of this definition is 
the phrase "pratically all healthy 
persons," as the RDAs are not 
intended to cover special needs for 
nutrients for individuals with 
chronic diseases, metabolic disor¬ 
ders or any other problems which 
may place an individual or groups 
of individuals at possible nutrition¬ 
al risk. 

The RDAs are recommenda¬ 
tions for the average daily 
amounts of nutrients which specif¬ 
ic population groups should con¬ 
sume over a peirod of time. It was 
also intended by the committee 
that the RDAs should be met by a 
diet including a wide variety of 
foods. The RDAs also include 
recommendations for different 
age, sex and wight groups as well 
as recommendations for pregnant 
and lactating women. 

The RDA for each nutrient 
includes a safety factor. Recom¬ 
mended levels are set to cover 
more than 95 percent of each 
population group. 

uses of the RDAs 


Originally designed to serve as a 
guide for planning and procurring 
food supplies for the nation, the 
RDAs have since acquired multi¬ 
ple uses. In a broad sense of the 
basic philosophy of the RDAs has 
not changed, that is they are still 
used as a guide. But for lack of a 
better standard, if one could even 
exist, the RDAs have been used 
and misused as the ultimate 
"yardstick” in determining the 
adequacy of our food to setting 
social policies which affect all of 
us in one way or another. 

The RDAs are used in nutrition 
education programs and as a basis 
for nutrition in the development of 
new food products, food fortifica¬ 
tion and as a marketing device. 

In the 40 odd years since the 
first edition of the RDAs they have 
been revised eight more times 
with the last edition being pub¬ 
lished in 1980. The major changes 
in the RDAs since they were first 
published is their expansion from 
9 nutrients and energy needs in 
1943 to recommendadtions for 17 
nutrients, energy needs and ESA 
(estimated safe and adequate) 
intakes for 12 additional nutrients. 

The RDAs are not considered to 
be permanent but considered to 
be recommendations based upon 
the best scientific knowledge cur¬ 
rently available.

tanning 
is better 

Are tanning booths a safe 
way to preserve your summer 
tan? 

This is a frequently asked ques¬ 
tion, but — from a medical stand¬ 
point — it would be best if we gave 
up our infatuations with all types 
of suntans, be they natural or 
artificial. 

I have talked repeatedly about 
the hazards of the sun, and cau¬ 
tioned you to both put on protec¬ 
tive clothing before going outside 
and to use the right sunscreens for 
your skin type. Prolonged expo¬ 
sure to the sun can lead to skin 
cancer, or at best premature aging 
of the skin. 

Despite the claims of tanning 
parlor operators, tanning booths 
are no safer for you than natural 
sunlight is. In fact many dermato¬ 
logists say that natural sunlight is 
actually safer. 

The tanning booths advertised 
as safe generally emit untraviolet 
A radiation, called (JVA. Natural 
sunlight contains both (JVA and a 
type of radiation called CIVB. 

GVB is what causes sunburn. So 
although the so-called safe booths 
do not emit the type of radiation 
that can burn you, the (JVA that 
they do give off penetrates your 
skin deeply and can cause other 
types of skin damage. 

In addition, since there are no 
GVB rays in the tanning parlor 
light, your body's natural warning 
system is defeated. The pain and 
burn that the GVB rays emit are 
signals that you’ve gotten too 
much sun. Without GVB rays, it s 
easier to say in the light too I6ng. 

Given what we know about the 
dangers of natural and artificial 
sunlight, my advice would be to 
forsake that winter tan and avoid 
tanning parlors entirely. 

By the way, don't forget the 
winter sun can be dangerous, just 
like the summer sun is. Even 
though you can’t feel them as 
much the ultraviolet rays still 
strike your skin in the winter, and 
snow can reflect more than half of 
the sun’s rays back at you. 

So if you plan to be outside for a 
long period of time this winter, be 
it for jogging, skiing, or skating, 
don't forget to put on a sunscreen. 
You may need to reapply your 
sunscreen more often in the wint¬ 
er, because strong winds and fly¬ 
ing snow can make in ineffective.

Huge power 
draw causes 
spot outages

Many Winchester residents had to 
weather the near-record heat with¬ 
out the aid of air conditioners Mon¬ 
day night. 

Selectmen met under the glow of 
generator-powered lights, and many 
downtown businesses closed shop 
due to lack of power in the early 
evening hours. In addition, Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer sent 
Town Hall employees home early 
Monday because of the extreme 
heat. 

Blackouts occurred in the down¬ 
town area at approximately 6 p.m. 
and hit the west side of town later in 
the evening at approximately 8 p.m. 
Many other communities, including 
Arlington, Lexington, Watertown 
and Woburn experienced similar 
power outages. 

According to Boston Edison 
spokesman Mike Monahan, power 
loss in the downtown area was 
caused by a fault in a circuit that 
flows from a Woburn substation. 

Monahan said the power loss and 
extreme heat at the same time were 
a coincidence. However, he added he 
“would have no hesitation” admit¬ 
ting the heat and power failure could 
have been related. 

In assessing the situation, Mona¬ 
han indicated the faulty circuit may 
have been caused by the increased 
demand on the system due to grea¬ 
ter use of air conditioners. 

Power loss along Cambridge 
Street was caused by a manhole fire, 
said Monahan. He explained that the 
cables damaged were directly con¬ 
nected to two substations in Arling¬ 
ton, causing power loss for approxi¬ 
mately 12,000 customers there. 
Winchester homes serviced by those 
substations were also affected, he 
noted. 

Monahan said all power was back 
on by approximately 12:30 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

“We took our time in starting the 
circuits back up,” he explained. 
“We had to be careful because there 
was so much demand for 
electricity.”

defict looms 
for fiscal 1990

As money becomes even tighter 
next year, Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer said an override of 
Proposition 2V 2 is essential. 

Maurer presented a preliminary 
budget to selectmen Monday night. 
In his report, Maurer pointed out 
that despite the fact the budget was 
lower in many areas than the previ¬ 
ous year, Town Meeting made addi¬ 
tional cuts. 

Next year funds will be even tight¬ 
er, he said. Although he noted his 
revenue estimates were conserva¬ 
tive, Maurer said he anticipates an 
estimated $1 million shortfall. 

“The only way we can get out of 
the problem is to have an override,” 
said Maurer. However, he also noted 
that residents should know exactly 


how- much each item costs. 

“Before we can go and ask voters 
to do that, we have to show what 
we’re doing to improve the system,” 
he said. 

In looking ahead to fiscal year 
15)90, Maurer made a number of 
suggestions to facilitate the budget 
process and ensure Town Meeting is 
“as informed if not more informed” 
than this year. 

Maurer said the projection of “fix¬ 
ed costs” for the special education 
and school transporation budgets is 
essential in the preparation of the 
budget. With such projections, 
expenditures can be isolated and 
appropriated separately, he said. 

As people become more tuned in to 
the budget process, noted Maurer, 
“we have to make it easier for 
people to understand how their tax 
dollars are spent.”

Town might have 
overpaid for data

Parking in downtown Winches¬ 
ter is free. Data about downtown 
parking has costs. 

In both 1981 and 1988, town 
government contracted with the 
BSC Group of Boston to study 
parking in the downtown business 
district. The first report, accord¬ 
ing to engineering department 
spokesman James Shattuck, cost 
$ 6 , 000 . 

The first report contained 34 
pages, 16 of which were maps and 


graphs. This means that the 
costs, per page, was more than 
$176. While it is impossible to 
evaluate the efficacy of a report 
by simply counting the pages, 
such a measure does provide 
decision-makers and citizens a 
basis for discussions of how' much 
and what types of data lead to 
effective decisions. 

In the introductory section of 
the 1981 report, BSC provided a 
major disclaimer: “BSC Engi¬ 
neering has attempted to be sen¬

Prior to his appointment to the 
DPW, Serratore served as building 
commissioner, a position he held for 
five years. “I’m familiar with the 
position,” he said.

He noted that a mainte¬ 
nance checklist has been devised to 
assist the cemetery superintendent 
in reporting maintenance concerns 
to the DPW. 

Serratore gave credit to his 
employees for the success of the 
DPW.

The face behind the pen is real: 
Yumie Sinoda, an 18-year-old art 
student from Tsukuba University in 
Japan and writer of numerous let 
ters to Muraco second-graders, is 
here to visit in person. 

This is Sinoda-san’s first time in 
the U.S. but her ideas have been 
flowing across the Pacific for the 
past three years. Sue Bokil, the 
second-grade teacher at Muraco, 
first met Sinoda on a visit to Japan 
in 1985. Bokil w r as on a fellowship 
over there and traveled all around 
the country. 

In Oita prefecture in Kyushu, the 
southernmost island of Japan, Bokil 
stayed with a family that lived next 
door to Sinoda’s family. Sinoda 
heard that an American was visiting 
and asked to meet with her. 

Sinoda didn’t speak English at the 
time, according to Bokil, but 
because of the Japanese school sys¬ 
tem, she could read and write Engl¬ 
ish quite well. 

After that meeting, which lasted 
only two hours, Bokil and Sinoda 
exchanged letters and soon thereaf¬ 


ter opened the pen pal program at 
Muraco. 

When the 8-year-olds wrote to 
Sinoda the first time, they didn’t 
know w'hat would come back. Bokil 
expected a single reply. But instead, 
24 letters arrived, one for each child 
who had written, and each had a 
drawing about something the child 
had asked about in their letters. 

The first year, Sinoda only wrote 
once, but after that, she wrote two 
letters a year to each child, all 
illustrated. 

In addition she has sent two 
carefully-crafted, illustrated books: 
a Japanese storybook and a tour 
book of the Japanese islands. 

“She’s really a special person,” 
says Bokil of her guest. Sinoda is 
staying at Bokil’s house for a month 

A few days after Sinoda arrived, 
she joined in a picnic with some of 
her present and former pen pals. 
There she gave her first impressions 
of the United States 

“Everything is wide, big, wonder¬ 
ful,” she gushed. “Boston is a beaut¬ 
iful place.” 

She said she was “moved” to see 
her young American friends. Her 
father, in his early 40s. works for 


Nippon Telephone and Telegraph 
and her mother, who is the same 
age, works in an office. She has one 
older brother. Her grandfather pro¬ 
vided the money for this visit. 

Since the beginning of the letter¬ 
writing relationship, Sinoda has 
learned to speak English quite well. 
Japanese students have a hard time

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Chef’s show shines 


Sammarco’s ‘Cable Cuisine’ ranked at top

David Sammarco always wanted to 
entertain people and showed early 
promise in the kitchen. So it made 
sense to him to combine his dream 
with his talent. 

Sammarco blended these skills 
into his most successful entree, 

Cable Cuisine,” an Arlington Cable 
show which has been airing for four 
years now. 

And his skill and perseverance has 
been rewarded. The instructional 
show was recently selected as the 
number one cable cooking show in 
the country. 

The chef’s recipe for success is his 
ability to combine education with 
entertainment. His goal is to help 
people learn about cooking and to 
encourage them to be creative, he 
said. Sammarco does this on a show 
that he sees as “realistic and rough” 
with no cuts or editing, he said. 

Sammarco does the show- as much 
to teach people as for the thrill of 
being an entertainer. He said he is 
frustrated by people who say they 
cannot cook at all. On the show he 
urges people to “use their reserves 
and think up new ideas” and eventu¬ 
ally develop a “confidence in their 
cooking.” 

Of the 1,700 applicants who sub¬ 
mitted tapes of their show, none of 
them could have been more suprised 
at receiving the award than the 
26-year-old Arlington resident. 

The chef said he was not even 
aware that he had been entered in 
the national contest; his cable com¬ 
pany took the initiative and submit¬ 
ted tapes of his shows to the 
committee. 


Sammarco re-enacted the conver¬ 
sation with his mother in which he 
found out he had won. 

It was a very hectic day and he 
was boiling with anger, he 
explained. 

He was going on and on about his 
problems that day when his mother 
interrupted, “Can you calm down 
for a minute? I’ve got some good 
news if you can just relax,” she said. 

“O.K. shoot. Lay it on the line,” he 
steadied. 

“Your show came in first out of 
1,700 applicants,” she said. 

“What?” he shouted, having trou¬ 
ble digesting his unexpected 
success. 

Sammarco was “completely 
elated” and said that all his prob¬ 
lems were forgotten. 

Sammarco said he is a very down- 
to-earth person who leads a “clean 
life.” He experiences a “natural 
high” from cooking and being on 
television, he said. 

A 1979 graduate of Arlington High, 
Sammarco still lives in that town, 
though he recently bought Nelson’s 
Bakery in Winchester Center. 

Deciding to pursue a career in 
cooking, he attended Johnson and 
Wales College in Providence and 
received his degree in 1981. 

Because the show provided no 
money, Sammarco began David’s 
Catering Service, a business he runs 
from his Chelsea restaurant. He 
began the business after a few years 
of cooking for some of the most 
well-know restaurants in Boston, he 
said. 

Though he makes all of his food on 
location, often people come to the 
restaurant and he holds parties 
there.

Sammarco said he has never had a 
person complain about the food he 
has prepared, though he remembers 
one man’s concern that the food was 
“too good.” 

Any of his customers can attest to 
his versatility as a chef, for he will 
cook whatever his customer 
requests. His specialty, Seafood Fra 
Diavlo ala Marinara, is a platter of 
lobster, scallops, mussels and 
shrimp sauteed in a rich sauce. 

At a function he catered a few 
years ago with his sister, Sammarco 
“sauteed to order” for more than 
1,200 people in two days, he said. 

Sammarco says it is his ability to 
prepare food in a short period of 
time that distinguishes him from the 
Italian grandmother and the expen¬ 
sive restaurant. 

The meals he prepares in slightly 
less than a half hour, explained 
Sammarco, would be the same meal 
that most people would spend an 
entire day in the kitchen preparing. 

Sammarco recently appeared on 
the Good Day show and prepared a 
dish live, from scratch, in less than 
five minutes. 

It was a great success, he said, 
and they asked him to appear on the 
show at a later date. 

“Cable Cuisine” has clearly been 
the yeast in this chef’s rise to suc¬ 
cess. Though he enjoys the small¬ 
town show, Sammarco aspires to 
have a nationally broadcasted show 
in the future. 

When the work begins to pile up or 
his scheduling plans don’t pan out, 
Sammarco plays his guitar and 
beats his drum set. This helps him 
release his tension and relax, he 
said. 

His long curly hair and his demea¬ 
nor give him the appearance of an 
artist or a rock musician. On more 
than one occasion Sammarco has 
been told that he doesn’t look like a 
chef. 

“What is a chef supposed to look 
like?” is his standard reply. 

Though the television show and his 
monetary success are important to 
him, he said they do not compare to 
the satisfaction he derives from hav¬ 
ing people enjoy his food. To have 
someone enjoy a meal he has pre¬ 
pared, said Sammarco, is what 
keeps him going and makes him 
want to cook more. 

Sammarco will be flying to Flori¬ 
da next week to receive the National 
Cable Television Cooking Award.

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Restaurant to open in August

Winchester’s newest upscale 
restaurant, Le Neuchatel, “will open 
about the third week of August,’’ 
according to its owners, Helene 
Paquin and Cesare Solari. 

When granted the license for the 
site of the former Dover Grille, the 
partners originally intended to begin 
operation by July 1. However, a 
series of problems, beginning with a 
misunderstanding about the liquor 
license, forced them to delay their 
first service of American and conti¬ 
nental cuisine. 

“The American Restaurant Brok¬ 
ers told us that the place came with 
a liquor license,” Paquin said. They 
discovered several weeks later that 
not only did it not come with one of 
the essential ingredients for a suc¬ 
cessful restaurant, but they had to 
compete for the license. 

After winning the competition, 
they encountered other problems. 
“We had to deal with the closing for 
the equipment from the previous 
owners. They had several liens, and 
could not easily get all of the stock¬ 
holders to agree,” Paquin said. 

Most of the major problems are 


now behind them. The experienced 
European-born restauranteurs are 
busy painting, ordering new carpet 
and cooking devices. 

“We look forward to operating,” 
Paquin related. They expect to 
employ 14 full-time and five part- 
time staff members for their seven- 
day, 11 a m. to 10 p.m. schedule. 

One of the most radical changes 
from the prior management of the 
Winchester Terrace location, 
Paquin said, is that “both of us will 
be on-site managers.” 

While getting this far has been 
something of an odyssey, both 
Paquin and Solari expressed grati¬ 
tude for the support the partnership 
has received from the “town mana¬ 
ger, selectmen and other people.” 

The restaurant will be a benefici¬ 
ary of the new Thompson Street 
loading zone the selectmen 
approved Monday night. The zone 
will take up two parking spaces 
beginning at the post office drive¬ 
way and head back toward Main 
Street. 

The time limit for parking there 
will be 10 minutes. The space is not 
designated for the sole use of any 
one particular business, according 
to Town Manager W. Chadwick 


Maurer. 

Earlier this spring, Le Neuch- 
atel’s owners tried to make the 
town’s provision of a loading zone on 
Thompson Street a condition of their 
acceptance of the site. Traffic prob¬ 
lems during the Dover Grille’s 
tenure caused by delivery vehicles 
double parking on Thompson Street 
had generated friction with neigh¬ 
boring businesses. 

For those sybarites anxiously 
awaiting the new restaurant’s open¬ 
ing, it should be noted that a selec¬ 
tion of European and domestic wines 
will comprise the wine list. “We 
want to make sure we can meet the 
expectations of all of our guests,” 
Paquin said. 

In addition to the experience, 
enthusiasm and European traditions 
of the restaurant’s new owners, Le 
Neuchatel will also have a bit of 
Winchester in its ambiance. 

Photography of renowned 
Winchester resident Arthur Griffin 
will be displayed in Le Neuchatel’s 
main dining room. About 25 of Grif¬ 
fin’s photographs will enrich and 
enliven the dining experience. 

The town awaits Le Neuchatel — 
hopefully sometime before Griffin 
sets up his camera for this year’s 
crop of autumn leaves.

Merchants get loading zone back

Thompson Street merchants no 
longer need to worry about making 
deliveries to their businesses. 

Selectmen unanimously voted 
Monday night to reinstate a loading 
zone on Thompson Street. According 
to a report to selectmen by Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer, the 
issue came to light during debate 
over granting the third liquor 
license. 

Concerns were raised about deliv¬ 
ery of supplies to Le Neuchatel, an 
upscale restaurant which will open 
at the old Dover Grille site. At a Feb. 
22 selectmen’s meeting, owner 
Helen Paquin said the configuration 
of the restaurant was “built upside 
down” with the loading area and 
kitchen door on Main Street and the 
customer entrance on Thompson 
Street. However, she explained the 


cost of changing it would be 
prohibitive. 

In addition, merchants such as 
Dick Oullette, owner of The Daisy 
Shop, were troubled by the lack of a 
loading zone. Last April, Oullette 
told town officials at a parking study 
public forum that it is “very difficult 
in sub-zero weather to deliver tropi¬ 
cal plants.” Calling the situation a 
“horror show,” Oullette asked 
selectmen and planning board offi¬ 
cials to address the problem. 

In a memo to Chairman Robert 
Deering, Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer noted that prior to 
downtown renovations, two loading 
zones existed on Thompson Street; 
one located near the Main Street 
entrance and another at the 
Winchester Terrace entrance. 

The addition of the loading zone 
will facilitate deliveries for many 
Thompson Street shops. According 
to Calista, of Calista’s, the loading

Cronan speaks at 
coffee gathering

At the July 6 coffee gathering at 
Todd Cronan’s residence, there was 
far more on the Democratic state 
representative candidate’s agenda 
than just coffee and cookies and 
campaign promises. Cronan is look¬ 
ing toward that seat with deter¬ 
mined anticipation, and has some 
clear ideas of what the job descrip¬ 
tion entails. 

“The job (of state representative) 
is to represent the entire town, not 
just a constituency,’’ Cronan told the 
small group in attendance, mostly 
campaign supporters. And Cronan 
also stated that former legislators 
for the Stoneham/Winchester dis¬ 
trict have established a “healthy 
tradition to follow.’’ 

Cronan stressed that the mandate 
of position is to “inform the citizens 
of the state’s agenda,’’ because, as 
Cronan states, “the state’s agenda is 
the town’s agenda.’’ 

Cronan also emphasized plans to 
keep the citizens informed on such 
heated issues as affordable housing, 
quality of the public schools, special 
education and water policies. 

The water problem in Winchester, 
Cronan says, “will be the issue of the 
1990s...The town needs to make an 
investment in the water program.’’ 
The treatment plant that is required 
to solve Winchester’s water prob¬ 
lems carries a $4 million price tag, 
but Cronan points out that possible 
federal matching funds may ease 
the financial burden on Winchester. 

Cronan says he also plans to 
grapple with the issue of affordable 
housing, stating that Winchester has 
had a tremendous number of 
“missed opportunities’’ in that area. 
“If we continue on the present hold¬ 
ing pattern, it will only cost us,’’ 
says Cronan. 

A fear that the decision of where to 
put low and moderate income hous¬ 
ing will be taken out of the hands of a 
slow-moving Winchester and put 
into those of the state, has prompted 
Cronan to take a strong interest in 
the issue. 

Cronan has also expresssed unre¬ 
served distaste for the health care 
bill, which in his opinion was “ill- 
advised.” 

“Discussion on that bill was 
almost nonexistent,” Cronan said. 
“We didn’t end up with a health care 
bill that we can all be proud of.” 

But as the campaign heats up 
during the sweltering summer 
months, Cronan admits the road to 
the state house has thus far been a 
challenging one. “It (the campaign) 
is going very well, but there’s a lot of 
hard work left to do,” he said. 

Cronan also believes that his cam¬ 
paign will benefit from the height¬ 
ened public scrutiny the race has 
been receiving lately. “The harder 
and earlier people look at the race, 
the better off this campaign is,” he 
said. 

Cronan is now gearing up for a 
“candidates forum” on July 18, 
which will give him and the other 
candidates a chance to declare their 
own turf. 

But in the meantime, he is knock¬ 
ing on doors. He has come calling on 
3,000 residents in both Winchester 
and Stoneham already, and that is 
only the beginning, he said. The days 
and weeks until Sept. 15 will con¬ 
tinue to be filled with lots of 
campaigning. 

“When we win, we will really 
make a difference to this town,” 
Cronan predicts.

action it has recommended to 
alleviate parking problems, but 
does not pretend to have deve¬ 
loped a thorough understanding 
of the complexities of Winchester 
Center during the brief three- 
month period of this study.” 

Along with this caveat, BSC 
provided six major 
recommendations: 

• encourage alternatives to 
auto access, 

• identify off-street parking 
lots, 

• remove municipal buildings 
from downtown, 

• modify existing parking man¬ 
agement techniques, 

• have downtown businessmen 
and their employees park off 
street, and finally, 

• prohibit commuter parking in 
municipal lots intended for other 
uses. 

The recommedations, ostensib¬ 
ly, were to have been based on a 
“methodology” (procedures) of 
data collection. They recorded 
“registration numbers (last 
three digits or letters) of vehicles 
occupying each legal parking 
space within the downtown every 
15 minutes on Sept. 25,1981 from 7 
a.m. to 6 p.m. They did this data 
collection with the assistance of 
Winchester High School students. 

When examining the data base 
— as presented in several graphs 
and maps — it is difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, to relate 
data to conclusions. There is also 
a further conceptual problem in 
that BSC provides additional con¬ 
clusions about “suburban down¬ 
town business parking,” but does 
not provide the analytic bridge 
that gets one from data to this 
conclusion. 

Specifically, on Page 9 of the 
1981 report, BSC offers the follow¬ 
ing: “An on-street parking space 
within a suburban downtown bus¬ 
iness district typically has a 
parking turnover during an eight- 
hour business day of 8-12 vehi¬ 
cles; the average duration is 
35-55 minutes and the utilization 
is 70-90 percent of the available 
parking time. The peak accumu¬ 
lation of an on-street parking 
area is generally 70-95 percent of 
the available supply.” 

The above paragraph is 
repeated, verbatim, on Page 10 of 
the 1988 BSC study, but now has a 
proviso: “Comparatively speak¬ 
ing, these generic characteristics 
are representative of those found 
in Winchester Center.” 

BSC may have sufficient exper¬ 
tise and technical background to 
make such generalizations. They 
may even be error-free in their 


conclusions and recommenda¬ 
tions. But do decision-makers 
and concerned citizens know 
enough about the conformity or 
deviance of Winchester’s parking 
to a suburban norm to make 
effective decisions? 

Furthermore, how does one 
move analytically and politically 
from these data about downtown 
traffic turnover and utilization to 
such recommendations as: 
“Over a period of time, munici¬ 
pal buildings should be removed 
from the commerical core...” 

In addition to more global 
recommendations BSC provided 
in both 1981 and 1988, they con¬ 
cluded that Winchester lacks suf¬ 
ficient available parking. In 1981, 
the deficiency was 240. In 1988, it 
is 350. 

This time the report cost 
$12,000. This report contains 50 
pages — 36 of text and 14 of maps 
and charts. The cost per page 
was $240. And there was one other 
change in addition to the increase 
in cost: members of the engineer¬ 
ing department assisted in the 
one-day data collection process. 

From this report, there are 
nine major recommendations: 

• restrict parking to one side of 
the street between Vine and 
Market Streets, 

• have a parking requirement 
for new retail/office buildings of 
one space per 600-1,200 square 
feet of building area, 

• encourage alternatives to 
auto acess, 

• better identify and encourage 
use of commuter lots, 

• more stringent enforcement 
of posted time limits, and hire a 
meter maid, 

• develop a resident sticker 
program in light of anticipated 
major construction in Boston, 

• have a sticker program for 
downtown employees, 

• increase parking fines — par¬ 
ticularly for nonresident viola¬ 
tors, and 

• increase parking fines in 
general. 

A comparison of the two lists of 
recommendations from 1981 to 
1988, reveals that there is only 
slight duplication. 

Also, the final recommendation 
of the 1988 report have been 
implemented by the board of 
selectmen last month. Parking 
fees were increased at a June 
meeting of the board. 

Next week, reactions to the 
studies and ideas about solutions 
from those responsible for 
Winchester will be the focus of 
the second part of this three-part 
series.

In addition, Maurer advocates 
establishing separate energy 
accounts to be administered by the 
department of public works for all 
municipal buildings. 

“As money becomes more and 
more tight, what we’re spending has 
to be known in greater detail than in 
the past,” explained Maurer. He 
also suggested holding public hear¬ 
ings as well as increasing revenue 
through additional adjustments to 
fees. 

However, he also noted what he 
perceived to be a number of accom¬ 
plishments made by Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting’s approval of a self- 
sufficient water and sewer depart¬ 
ment was a “major step” for the 
town, said Maurer. He noted it is 
often “overlooked by a lot of people 
when they talk about what the suc¬ 
cess of Town Meeting was.” 

Maurer commended selectmen 
and Town Meeting members for the 
adjustment of fees, which he pro¬ 
jects will raise an additional $210,000 
for the town. He acknowledged the 
step was “not easy” to take because 
it “requires people to pay money.” 

People were also more aware of 
the general fiscal condition of the 
town, which facilitated budget 
debates, said Maurer.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Goodbye, Winchester 

Well, if anyone is still out there reading the Star in the 
summer Sea of Sargasso, this is my good : bye editorial. 

Good-bye editorials are called for quite often at the Winches¬ 
ter Star, since most recent editors have used the position as a 
journalistic stepping stone. 

Most of the time, editors bend over backwards to please the 
townspeople, even if doing so grates on their journalistic 
nerves. Then one day they explode and leave, unable to take it 
any more. 

My predecessor was one of those. When I first got here, 
people from the town kept telling me how nice he was and why 
couldn’t I be like him? 

I, on the other hand, have never hesitated to express my 
opinion, pretty much exactly as I pleased, and so now I find 
that my remaining sentiment is one of nostalgia. 

The fact is, Winchester has gotten under my skin in the year 
and some I’ve been here. I actually like the place. 

I came here thinking this town was like other suburban 
towns I know: materialistic, shallow, petty, jealous, a status¬ 
conscious little island of self-important people. And there are 
elements of that, there is no denying. 

But I have been pleasantly surprised by how much real soul 
Winchester has, how much the residents care about the town 
as an entity, and how much they breathe life into the 
community. 

There is a tremendous amount of volunteerism on the part of 
residents. This spirit benefits many charities and town organi¬ 
zations. I wish more people would apply the same public¬ 
mindedness to town government, which is badly in need of 
more people who care. 

If more people served on committees and Town Meeting, 
perhaps the rest would note the example and begin to trust 
more those who volunteer their time in the service of the 
collective good. 

I have freely blasted individuals and groups I thought in 
need of a dose of public chastisement, but those tirades have 
always been intellectual exercises for me. The fact is, most of 
the time I could have argued the other side as well. I didn’t 
mean anyone any personal harm. 

I was moved when Mark Lombardi told me my characteri¬ 
zations of him upset his family. I will also freely admit to being 
wide of the mark with Steve Powers. 

When I wrote the nonedorsement endorsement, I was bored 
with the idea of having to write a standard-brand statement. I 
was looking for a way to do something unusual. I started from 
the idea that I supported Muggia and Margies and worked 
backwards, playing the liberal editor 1 assumed everyone 
expected me to be. Fact is, my opinions are more complicated 
than that. 

One old woman called me up after that one came out and 
asked whether I had been “tongue in cheek’’ when writing that 
article. She, at least, caught my drift. But I suppose being 
tongue in cheek about other people’s political aspirations has 
its liabilities. 

But in general, I tried to build the editorial pages of the Star 
into a forum of ideas. I tried to be deliberately provocative in 
order to stimulate discussion. 

And I was rewarded when the letters to the editor came in 
arguing the other side of the issue I had highlighted 

Another gratifying experience for me here was the gather¬ 
ing round of columnists like Mo Shepard and Bill Wells, 
colleagues in the world of ideas. 

And my staff worked hard, above and beyond the call, no 
doubt about it. There were times when we sweated it out deep 
into the night, particularly a production manager invisible to 
the field who cared about quality above all else. We didn’t 
receive any extra pay for all those 16-hour days, and yet I 
would do it all again. 

There were times when I wrote the front page, designed it 
and pasted it up with my own hands. And seeing the completed 
product in the hands of someone reading over lunch at the C & 
G was reward enough. 

I don’t feel I really penetrated Winchester. One would have 
to live here a whole lifetime for that. But I felt drawn into the 
life here. I have always been an anarchist and an outsider, but 
walking around at the EnKa fair, I was greeted by many 
people as if I belonged here. It was a strange and wonderful 
feeling. 

It is events like the EnKa Fair that really set this town off 
from others, events that gather people together and give them 
a group identity: Town Day, the Christmas tree lighting 
ceremony the covering of which we blew so badly last winter, 
the Italian Fiesta that rain ensured I would never see, EnKa 
and the various parades and sporting events that take place 
throughout the year. 

Somehow, there is a positive attitude here that gives one 
hope that the great problems of the world will one day be 
solved by people like the ones who live here. If drugs are 
removed from the schools, it will be done here. If towns solve 
their fiscal problems under Proposition 2 1/2, it will happen 
here. The public housing problem may get fumbled in this 
placid suburb, but nobody’s perfect. 

Winchester, town with a human face, 1 will think about you 
from time to time.

Does the moon affect budgets?

Each spring, as budget realities 
emerge, our leaders become manic. 

They rush about trying to balance 
our budgets and save our bond rat¬ 
ings. At about the same time, many 
of our citizens begin to act strangely. 
They start tax revolts, publicly 
denounce their leaders and promise 
their closest friends that they’re not 
going to take it anymore. 

This aberrant behavior must be 
caused by the moon. It is the only 
constant factor. The conduct of both 
the leaders and the led seems unusu¬ 
al, and their behavior also crosses 
party lines and occurs at all levels of 
government. 

Leaders run amuck at the sight of 
all of that red ink. In our nation’s 
Capitol, the deficit this fiscal year 
will be as high as last, around $175 
billion, and maybe as much as $250 
billion, if accurately calculated. 

Massachusetts has had a “short¬ 
fall” of what began at about $100 
million, and is now five times that 
much. 

In Winchester, the shortage is a 
few hundred thousand dollars. 

Given that we in New England 
have an extreme form of local gov¬ 
ernment, our legislature — the town 
meeting members — went about the 
business of balancing the budget 
with the fervor of reformed sub¬ 
stance abusers. 

Things are under control in 
Winchester now, but along the way, 
the library, the town swimming hole 
and other services were changed 
and reduced. User fees — a new and 
politically-acceptable form of taxa¬ 
tion — took over. 

At the state level, Gov. Michael 
Dukakis is frantically scurrying 


about implementing “contingency 
plans.” He and his monetary mana¬ 
gers said they knew there would be a 
“shortfall” in revenues (a little less 
than $500 million, but almost enough 
to qualify as a “deficit”), and in 
fact, they have plans to take care of 
it. 

Their plans also involve new user 
fees, increased “sin” taxes, and 
plugging a corporate tax loophole or 
two. Worry not, the whole country is 
watching our governor. We will have 
a balanced budget, or no one will 
discover how effective his plans 
were until at least Nov. 3. 

To complete the scenario, at the 
national level we have Graham- 
Rudman-Hollings to hold down the 
deficit. It’s a law. But this is an 
election year (see above), and no 
one wants to make drastic budget 
changes. Thus, interest on our pre¬ 
sent and ever-growing debt will 
remain the third highest line item in 
our federal budget. 

And so the spiral goes. As our 
budget imbalances and debt 
increase so does the interest pay¬ 
ment and, concurrently, our leaders’ 
mania. If their disease was the only 
one, it would be an easy task, but we 
have another equally serious afflic¬ 
tion afoot — citizen schizophrenia. 

We’re of two minds. We like to 
drive on safe roads and bridges. We 
like our libraries and schools and 
national security but enough is 
enough we say. We can’t pay more. 
So what do we do? 

When our leaders become manic, 
we sit back and fling “Live with in 
your means” at those moonstruck 
managers trying to save their 
careers and our bond ratings. “Does 
that mean you don’t want the 
potholes repaired?” those possessed 
politicos ask. “Nay, nay, cut only 


those unnecessary services,” we 
reply. 

“Do you want us to improve the 
unconscionably-understaffed state 
mental institutions and keep crimi¬ 
nals in those already-bulging pris¬ 
ons?” ambitious leaders ask. “But 
of course — silly of you to ask,” we 
retort. “And what about the Rus¬ 
sians?” those with their hands on 
red telephones query us in stento¬ 
rian tones. “Well, sure but...,” we 
reply looking at the floor. 

We simply won’t abide an increase 
in taxes. Yet, most of us — an almost 
equal proportion polls reflect — 
want to keep the same levels of 
services. In addition, some of our 
services have become political 
icons. 

Social Security is one of those. It is 
a symbol as inviolable as our flag, 
apple pie and of course, motherhood. 
Maybe one of the reasons it has such 
elevated status is that it is taking 
good care of our mothers. We like 
such services, we just don’t see why 
we have large deficits or have to 
raise taxes to pay for them. 

We have to balance our check¬ 
books, why can’t “they” do the 
same? They might, but unlike most 
of us, they don’t know how much 
they are going to get in until it conies 
in. Sure they can make estimates, 
and they do. However, it is all 
academic until it actually gets into 
the public coffers. 

There are always economic down¬ 
turns or the advent of unforeseen tax 
loopholes — both of which lower 
revenues and cause even more of a 
drain on existing resources. 

Public budgeting is not similar to 
our household checkbook system. It 
is more akin to sorcery or magic; 
now you see a balanced budget (at 
the start of fiscal year), now you 


don’t (at the end of the fiscal year). 

So, what can we do? The first step 
in any recovery of this sort is to 
admit that we — leaders and the led 

— are both a little nutty. Next, one 
usually agrees to seek outside help, 
but in this case, there are no outsid 
ers. We have to do it ourselves. We 
need a budget-policy lithium, if you 
will, something that will make the 
synapses — those volts we send to 
each other each spring — connect. 

The process should begin with our 
leaders trying to get us to forge 
national, state and local agreements 
on spending priorities. Then, we 
have to instruct our leaders that 
they have to get higher productivity 

— same amount of money, for more 
services. The productivity improve¬ 
ment literature, while burgeoning, 
remains largely ignored. 

At the national level, it is the 
department of defense and its con 
tractors — which employ 10 percent 
of our work force — that need to get 
familiar with those productivity 
studies. 

At the state level such labor 
intensive agencies as welfare need 
to join the movement. At the local 
level, police, fire and schools are the 
likely candidates. 

We need to agree on our priorities 
and then force our leaders to get as 
large a bang for the buck as is 
responsible and productive. Don’t 
decrease services; get rid of bureau¬ 
cratic bloat and hold our leaders 
accountable to the politically and 
publicly-forged agreements.

I offer her my 
personal gratitude for her efforts. 

Another pleasant surprise I 
recently discovered is a new area 
of planting in front of the 
Winchester High School. The 
Class of 1986 had given the school 
a new granite and brick sign 
immediately in front of the build¬ 
ing, but it looked awkward just 
plunked there in the middle of the 
grass. 

Now the sign is complemented 
by new evergreens planted in a 
graceful arc around it, with some 
sparkling marigolds in front. 
Again, I nosed around to find out 
who was responsible for the beau¬ 
tification there, and was told the 
WHS Parent Association allo¬ 
cated the funds and provided the 
direction to do the landscaping.

Maybe the garden clubs in town 
could use the Wedge Pond beach 
for their next beautification 
project. 

After all, the views across the 
pond from the Packer Courts are 
nice and could be enhanced with 
some major fix-up there. With the 
addition of some trees and picnic 
tables, the town could realize a 
pleasant passive recreation area. 

One more observation from a 
summer walk — what happened 
to the "Common Dog’’ hotdog 
dealer on Winchester Common? 
He seemed to be very successful 
last summer, and it’s a disap¬ 
pointment he’s no longer there.

We ? ve got to stem the tide of plastic

Winchester, like much of the 
world, is awash in a plastic tide. 

We wear plastic, hold it over our 
heads as umbrellas, cook, eat and 
drink from it, put it on our floors, 
spend hours struggling to open plas¬ 
tic packaging, make a variety of 
things from toys to boats to automo¬ 
biles from it, and cart our purchases 
home in it. 

A few years ago plastic goods, 
starting with’ celluloid, cellophane, 
nylon stockings and plastic steering 
wheels, were proclaimed a major 
20th century miracle. Now, we’re 
increasingly aware that they are 
often fragile annoyances and some¬ 
times downright dangerous. 

Getting rid of plastic, when you’re 
through with it, is a challenge. 

Many types of plastic are non- 
biodegradable: they don’t revert to 
a natural state, they remain as they 
are for centuries. We are running 
out of landfills in which to put them. 
If we burn them, and that is what we 
are doing in considerable amounts, 
we put poisonous materials into the 
air and create ashes that are equally 
dangerous. 

Plastic thrown away, particularly 
in the form of beverage can holders 
and bags, is hazardous to wildlife, 


sea life and children. 

One of the worst of the plastics for 
human health is polystyrene, what 
we call by its Dow Chemical trade 
name, Styrofoam. It is used for 
cups; plastic food trays and contain¬ 
ers, particularly in fast food restaur¬ 
ants and packing, among other 
things. 

It is toxic when burned. When it is 
jnanufactured, by-products of the 
process are chloroflurocarbons, 
which destroy ozone and help to 
create the "greenhouse” effect that 
raises the world’s temperatures. 

Much is being done about polys¬ 
tyrene. Some manufacturers will, 
gradually and over several years, 
phase out making the product. Some 
users, such as MacDonalds, are 
using non-toxic substitutes. Some 
towns and cities are prohibiting its 
use and some states, most recently 
Massachusetts, are no longer allow¬ 
ing state agencies to purchase polys¬ 
tyrene products. 

Many plastics can be recycled. 
Unfortunately, there is no easy way 
for us to know which ones because 
they are not labeled, nor is there any 
firm in the Boston area which con¬ 
verts such plastic to new uses. 

This situation calls for individual 
and group citizen action. Here are 
some of the things citizens can do. 

Ask town government officials to

The House. Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local senators’ votes on 9 
roll calls and local representatives’ 
votes on 10 roll calls from the week 
of July 4-8.

Revenue Department (S 1643) — 
House 95-55, rejected a supplemen¬ 
tal budget amendment striking a 
section providing $2.2 million for the 


Department of Revenue. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
this money may have already been 
spent in anticipation of this appro¬ 
priation, said the practice is an illeg¬ 
al one which usurps legislative 
authority. 

Opponents said the money is 
needed to help the state collect back 
taxes and increase revenues. 

A Yea vote is against the $2.2 
million. A Nay vote is for the $2.2 
million. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Jails (II 5384) — House 132-11, 
gave final approval and sent to the 
Senate a $169 million capital outlay 
budget for new prison construction 
including expansion of the Framing¬ 
ham state prison for women and 
language designed to speed the relo¬ 


cation of the Deer Island Jail to 
Boston’s South Bay. 

Supporters said the bill will finally 
begin to relieve the state’s over¬ 
crowded prisons. 

Opponents said the bill is an unfair 
one which does not solve the prob¬ 
lems faced by many prisons and 
communities. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it.

prohibit the use of styrofoam here, 
or at a minimum, have the town 
itself stop buying such products, 
substituting paper products instead. 

Demand that only recyclable plas¬ 
tics be used in town or that every 
plastic product not-recyclable be so 
labeled. 

Protest to stores and supermark¬ 
ets that push the use of plastic bags 
and discourage the use of paper 
bags, which are both recyclable and 
useful.

There is the potential for great 
power among older residents for 
getting important legislative bills 
passed if each person exercises ini¬ 
tiative and interest in contacting 
legislators. 

The Long Term Care bill is a 
critical piece of legislation with high 
costs of nursing home care. More 
government state and federal sup¬ 
port will be forthcoming if we rise to 
the challenge of exercising senior 
power. 

The involvement of the federal 
government will be the key to pro¬ 
viding for long term care. Currently, 
Sens. Claude Pepper and Roybal are 
joint sponsors of H.R. 3436, a bill to 
provide long term home care to 
chronically ill elderly disabled peo¬ 
ple and children. 

Older Americans in 50 states need 
to inform their representatives in 
Congress that they consider long 
term care a high priority and that 
the Pepper-Roybal bill directly 
addresses the issue innovatively and 
in a cost effective way. 

Pepper states that neither public 
nor private programs provide cover¬ 
age for such chronic illnesses as 
cancer, Alzheimer’s disease and 
stroke. More than a million citizens 
become bankrupt each year in a 
country as compassionate and pros¬ 
perous as ours professes to be. This 
is a deplorable situation. 

A victory on the issue of long term 
care will mean that people’s elected 


representatives are concerned about 
keeping victims of chronic illness 
from the brink of bankruptcy by 
having Medicare cover home care, 
an attractive option to more costly 
institutionalization. 

The Pepper-Roybal bill provides 
Medicare coverage for home nurs¬ 
ing care, home-maker and home 
health aide services, medical sup¬ 
plies, equipment, rehabilitative ser¬ 
vices, patient and family education, 
counseling and other services. 

Roybal said, “Letters, phone 
calls, telegrams - any tactic conceiv¬ 
able to get the attention of members 
of Congress - will spur them to pass 
this landmark legislation. 

Write to John F. Kerry in the 
United States Senate. Washington, 
D.C.. 20510-6125, stating that you 
consider this bill one of the most 
important pieces of legislation to 
come before Congress. Ask for gov¬ 
ernment state and federal support in 
making the health care system a 
valuable service. 

The legislation has made it 
through the house but to date no 
corresponding legislation has 
passed the Senate. The situation in 
Massachusets is slipping and likely 
to worsen if proposed budget cuts 
are implemented. 

Do your part to help to get the long 
term care bill passed. 

Tick-borne Lyme 

disease is rampant 

This is the season for walking 
along the seashore, hiking in the 


woods, picking berries and picnick¬ 
ing in woodsy places. A tiny tick no 
bigger than a dot has become an 
unwelcome inhabitant of scenes that 
we enjoy. Public health experts 
warn that Lyme disease comes from 
the bite of this miserable little 
insect. 

The natural hosts of the tick are 
white-footed mice and white-tailed 
deer, found especially in the North¬ 
east, including Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

However, reports from the Center 
for Disease Control indicate that 
more than 30 states have become 
endemic areas. 

It was first described in 1975 in 
Lyme, Conn., where juvenile rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis affected children 
who had contracted the tick-borne 
infection. The disease occurs most 
frequently from May to August. 

A rash appears and expands and 
flu-like symptoms such as fever, 
chills, stiff neck, headache or backa¬ 
che develop. If antibiotics are given 
during the rash stage, the develop¬ 
ment of neurologic or cardiac abnor¬ 
malities or chronic arthritis are 
greatly reduced. The disease must 
be treated early to prevent serious 
complications. 

The Rotary Club of Nantucket is 
currently endeavoring to fight the 
pest by placing throughout the wood¬ 
land areas treated cottonballs with 
repellents to exterminate the ticks. 
The best precautions that people can 
take are the use of insect repellents 
and wearing socks and long pants 
when walking in tall grass or woods. 


Recognize the distinctive circular 
rash and seek prompt treatment. 

EOEA cautions elders 

on heat exhaustion 

Massachusetts Secretary of Elder 
Affairs Paul J. Lanzikos cautions 
elders to stay out of the heat and to 
heed stay-cool tips. 

“Hot weather can place a danger¬ 
ous strain on your body, especially 
your heart,” said Lanzikos. '‘Elders 
might also be at greater risk of heat 
exhaustion when certain medica¬ 
tions, such as aspirin and antihista¬ 
mines interrupt the body’s automa¬ 
tic reflex to cool itself. Consult your 
doctor immediately is you experi¬ 
ence a sudden rise in body tempera¬ 
ture, muscle contraction, or rapid 
breathing.” 

The following tips to stay cool are 
offered: 

• Find a cool spot in your home, an 
air-conditioned shopping mall, 
senior center, library or movie. 

• Draw cool air into your home 
with a fan. 

• Take a cool bath or shower. 

• Drink plenty of fluids whether or 
not you feel thirsty. 

• Avoid alcoholic and caffeinated 
drinks; they interfere with your 
body’s attempts to cool itself. 

• Wear light clothing. Wear a hat 
or use an umbrella to protect your 
head when outdoors. 

• Slow down. Physical activity 
produces body heat. 

• Do not ignore the early warning 


signs of heat stress such as general 
discomfort, lack of energy or loss of 
appetite. Seek appropriate assis¬ 
tance before the strain of the heat 
becomes too great. 

There are weeks to go with possi¬ 
ble continued high temperatures 
before the comforts of the fall season 
in New England lessen the dangers 
occasioned by excessive heat. 

Heed good advice and stay well.

Lawrence Beckley 

In the 40 years Lawrence 
Beckley has been a Winchester 
resident, he has had his fingers in 
many pies. 

Beckley, who is currently the 
chairman of the council on aging 
(GOA), has served on the school, 
committee, as a Town Meeting 
member, and on various boards 
and committees. 

However, although he is active 
in town government, Beckley’s 
heart lies with things that fly. 

Beckley said he always wanted 
to work in aeronautics and, as a 
youth, built many kites and 
model airplanes. After receiving 
his aeronautical engineering 
degree at Massachuestts Institute 
of Technology (MIT), he headed 
to the research side of 
engineering. 

Involved in projects spanning 
from testing for water and ice on 
the moon to helping build and 
launch a device to monitor 
planets and space. Beckley said 


he still keeps his hand in MIT ac¬ 
tivities. On occasion, he has serv¬ 
ed as a consultant to MIT's 
research administration. 

After retiring approximately 10 
years ago from managing the 
research department at MIT, 
Beckley said, ”1 transferred my 
interest in flying to flying 
things." 

Beckley began carving birds out 
of wood after seeing similar car¬ 
vings at a show. "There’s a 
challenge to it - the idea that you 
try to make it look as much like 
the real thing as possible," he 
said. While Beckley does the car¬ 
ving, his wife Ruth finishes the 
irds off by painting them. "She’s 
very good at it," he added. 

In carving his birds, Beckley 
pointed out that they are all full 
size. "That's one of the rules I 
adhere to," he said. 

Beckley first became involved 
with the COA when a serious ef¬ 
fort began to organize a program 
for senior citizens in town. With 
the development of the Jenks 
Senior Center, he said he thinks 
in relation to other towns, "the 
Winchester program stacks up." 

The strength of the program 
comes from the volunteer efforts 
of many of Winchester's seniors, 
who he said are a "tremendous 
asset." 

"In the six years I’ve been 
directly involved, I've been 
forever impressed with the spirit 
of the people I’m working with," 
he said. It’s that spirit, he added, 
that "provides the horsepower 
that keeps the program runn¬ 
ing."

Maine Windjammer cruises offer special kind of vacation

Useful sailing terms 


Sea Fever

Man’s passion for adventure has 
often taken him to the sea where he 
dreamed of sailing a grand vessel. 
During the 19th and early 20th centu¬ 
ries, merchants, explorers, and sail¬ 
ors depended upon the power of the 
wind to sell the great canvas sails 
that framed their ships. This was the 
age of the Tall Ship, the source of the 
Sea Fever that so enticed poet John 
Masefield. 

Sadly, this mode of transportation 
has all but disappeared with the 
advent of motor power. Still, there is 
one place close to home where the 
era of the Tall Ships lives on. The 
place is Camden, Maine, home port 
for the fleet of two-masted schooners 
that comprise Maine Windjammer 
Cruises. 

Imagine a vacation where your 
route is determined by the direction 
of the wind and the tide, where your 
daily routine is as active or as calm 
as you wish, and where quaint har¬ 
bors, hidden coves, and deserted 
islands become sources for explora¬ 
tion. This is the premise behind 
these cruises, offered from June 
through September under the direc¬ 
tion of Capt. Ray Williamson. 
Whether you choose a three- or six- 
day cruise, be prepared to live a 
seafarer’s dream. 

Let’s begin with terminology. 
According to Williamson, the word 
“windjammer'’ is a slang term. 
Developed when people began mak¬ 
ing the transition from wind to 
motor power, it applies to any vessel 
that uses the wind. Williamson’s 
windjammers are two-masted 
schooners, and he owns three: Mis¬ 
tress, Mattie, and Mercantile. 
(NOTE: Only Mistress and Mercan¬ 
tile are in use this season. Mattie, a 
106-year-old vessel, is being pre¬ 
pared for restoration.) 

Each windjammer cruise follows 
the wind and no two cruises are 


Capt. Ray Williamson, the owner of 
Maine Windjammer Cruises since 
1986, has always been interested in 
sailing. A former resident of the 
Virgin Islands where he worked on 
charter boats, Williamson moved to 
Camden, Me. specifically to sail on 
historic schooners. 

Sailing has its own languages. If 
you’re booking passage on a Maine 
windjammer, it might be fun to 
learn some of the terminology 
before you go. 

Bow - The front of the vessel. 

Current - Horizontal movement of a 
body of water. Tides are one form of 
current. 

Fore and Aft - The front half and the 
back half of a vessel. Fore and aft sails 


alike. The ships sail the mid-Maine 
coast as far north as Bar Harbor, 
although the area of Penobscot Bay 
is the primary sailing ground. “The 


run from front to back, rather than 
across the ship. 

Halyard - The rope by which a sail is 
hoisted. 

Line: - The general term for all ropes 
on board a vessel. 

Mast: - A tall spar (pole) rising verti¬ 
cally from the keel or deck of a vessel 
that supports sails, yards, etc. 

Port: - The left-hand side of a vessel 
when facing forward. 

Rigging: - The ropes, chains, etc 
that support the mats. 

Starboard: - The right-hand side of a 
vessel when facing forward. 

Stern: - The rear of the vessel. 

Tide: - The inflow and outflow of the 
sea under the influence of the sun and 
the moon. 


ships never venture more than a few 
miles off shore because there is no 
need. There are thousands of islands 
in our cruising ground plus interest 


ing coastal towns, quaint harbors, 
and hidden coves. Many interesting 
animals may cross our path: seals, 
porpoise, whales, puffins, loons, 
eagles, and osprey. Sometimes we 
pick an island to hike or picnic on. 
Nothing is scheduled on these 
cruises except meals,” he said. 

The atmosphere on a windjammer 
cruise is informal, and the clothing 
you bring should reflect this. Basics 
include shorts, swim suit, jeans, 
warm jacket, sweater, rubber-soled 
shoes, and rain gear. Williamson 
notes that “the weather conditions 
often change during the day, so 
you’ll need attire for warm and cool 
temperatures. However, casual is 
the key here. We never plan activi¬ 
ties that require dressy clothes.” 

A Maine windjammer is a working 
ship, and there are many opportuni¬ 
ties for guests to become involved in 
sailing, if they wish. According to 
Williamson, no one is forced to take 
part. However, for people who want 
to experience shipboard life, there 
are knots to tie, lines to splice, decks 
to swab, mats to rope, and a wheel to 
steer. 

Such effots can generate an appe¬ 
tite, and each cruise includes three 
hearty meals per day, all cooked on 
board on a wood-burning stove in the 
galley. Said Williamson, “All our 
meals are served family style. At 
6:30 a.m., coffee and muffins or 
coffee cake is served in the gallery 
or on deck. By 7:30 a.m., a big 
breakfast has been readied, with 
pancakes and sausage, bacon and 
eggs, or cereal and fruit. 

“Lunch - fish chowder, lasagna, 
ham and baked beans, salad and 
dessert - comes around noon. Dinner 
offerings might be a roast turkey, 
stew, fish, or even quiche. We do all 
our baking from scratch right on 
board.” 

Each ship has a main cabin where 
guests meet to chat and relax, and a 
galley where meals are served. The 
capacity of the vessels is small: 
Mercantile holds 26 guests; Mis¬ 
tress, 6. Cabins on the mercantile 
house mostly two persons, although 
there are some cabins for three and 
four guests. Toilets are shared. 
Wash basins can be brought to the 
cabins. 

One word of caution. Because Wil¬ 
liamson and his crew are recaptur¬ 
ing another era, items like electric 
shavers and hair dryers shoud 
remain at home as there are no 
available electrical outlets. “A 
windjammer cruise isn’t like the 
Love Boat where guests have every 
luxury and numerous staff at their 
disposal. Persons who need ameni¬ 
ties and constant service should con¬ 
sider another type of vacation,” he 
said. “One item people can bring is a 
video camera, since they can be 
recharged on shore. Cameras, bino¬ 
culars, flashlights, musical instru¬ 
ments, and sleeping bags are also 
welcome. Radios arc permitted, if 
they have an earplug,” Williamson 
said

BIG • The bad news, this Is yet another comedy about 
body-switching. Tom Hanks plays a guy who went to 
bed a frustrated teen-ager and woke up a full-grown 
man who gets a job at a Manhattan toy factory and 
wins over the Big Apple The good news, this is proba¬ 
bly the best of all the recent body-switching comedies, 
thanks mainly to the fact that Hanks has always known 
howto act like a kid.

Label this 
one "Sydney Hills Cop" and forget about It. 

COMING TO AMERICA (R) - In some ways this is Ed¬ 
die Murphy's screen comedy debut. He plays a wealthy 
African prince who Is tired of women loving him for his 
money (sounds like one of his routines from "Raw"), so 
he and his faithful advisor (Arsenio "Late Show" Hall) 
come to America to find the prince a bride. And even 
though the movie Is a bit long and routine, Murphy has 
finally found a movie that develops his comic persona 


WHO FRAMED ROGER RABBIT - This is a movie that 
must be seen to be believed And even then, you prob¬ 
ably won't totally accept It "Roger Rabbit" looks like 
no movie you have ever, or will ever, see. A combina¬ 
tion of live action and animation, the special effects are 
phenomenal And there's even an amusing story to go 
with It Bob Hoskins stars as a boozehound private dick 
who Is hired to tall a famous cartoon star named Roger 
Rabbit (get it? Tall him?) Roger gets framed for the 
murder of his cartoon wife's lover, and Hoskins finds 
himself in the middle of a mystery Involving live villains 
and more cartoon characters than you could shake a 
Smurf at. 

WILLOW (PG) - A long, long time ago In a movie studio 
far, far away, a creature known as George Lucas 
stalked the earth He created a truly wonderful, allegor¬ 
ical trilogy of films for children and adults, known today 
as the "Star Wars" sagas. Not content with creating 
one Imaginary world full of expensive special effects. 
Lucas has created another in "Willow " The result Is 
something much less than "Star Wars " The story here

That law allowed anyone to 
be detained for up to 90 days, without ever being 
charged with a crime The movie is actually at It’s best 
when it deals with the strain Hershey’s arrest puts on 
her teen-age daughter It's at its worst when it tries to 
gel political 

THE DEAD POOL (R) - He's ba-a-a-a-ckl Just when 
you thought it was safe to read a young punk his Miran¬ 
da rights. "Dirty" Harry Callahan is back to kick some 
serious slimebucket booty. This is his fifth time out, and 
this time he's a hero. Harry has just put a crime lord in 
jail and the police department wimps are trying to make 
him into a celebrity. The thing is. lots of local celebrities 
are being murdered by an unknown psychopath. And 
Harry Is his next target 

DIE HARD (R) - Bruce Willis as an action hero? Sounds 
about as likely as Clint Eastwood starring in a film 
about Grateful Deadheads. Still, that's the premise'of 
this action/adventure (note the absence of the word 
"comedy") extravaganza. Willis Is a cop whose wife is 
kidnapped by terrorists and held hostage in a Los An¬ 
geles high-rise. He is the only one who can gel her out 
alive. Will he shoot guns? Will he get the bad guys? 
Hey, Maddiel Do bees be? Do ducks duck? 

FUNNY FARM - How about those really funny Chevy 
Chase comedies, huh? Gee. thore was well, there 
was at least you can’t forget . Okay, so the 
Chevy-man has had his problems But not to worry. 
This Is the first of two Chevy comedies set lor the sum¬ 
mer. He plays a Manhattan writer who takes his wife 
and moves to the wilds of Vermont, where he plans to 
write his Great North American Novel. Funny, this mov¬ 
ie look an awful lot like "Green Acres " Which Isn't a 
compliment. 

SHORT CIRCUIT 2 - Who asked for this? Obviously 
somebody did. They didn't just make this movie for 
nothing. Somebody had to have said. "Ploase, give me 
more 'Short Circuit.'" C'monl Confess! I don't want to 
hurt you. I Just want to . . talk to you. We'll talk about 
this latest summer sequel, in which the wisecracking 
toy robot from the first film comes back to the screen, 
this time on the run in the streets of Toronto, which are 
actually supposed to be the streets of Manhattan. It's 
sort of a transistor-out-of-water comedy, a "Crocodile 
Dundee" with electrodes.

Two at Tufts

It is color that first makes its 
presence felt in the paintings of 
Heather Lenz and monotypes of 
Pamela Lawson. The two women, 
who have their studios in Harvard, 
Massachusetts, are exhibiting work 
through July 22 at Tufts University’s 
Gallery Eleven. Both show a natur¬ 
al, unforced feeling for color’s emo¬ 
tive and decorative roles in the 
pictures. 

Lawson’s prints are in many 
instances characterized by cool 
darks. Blues, purples and deep 
bottle-greens move in quiet painter¬ 
ly sweeps, then sink readily into the 
paper’s surface. While not entirely 
weightless, the darks are far from 
heavy, allowing the paper’s white to 
push through their varying thicknes¬ 
ses, sometimes with a gentle lumi¬ 
nosity and sometimes with a quick, 
brilliant charge of light. 

Nature’s dense vertical thickets 
and dark, transparent ponds and 
lakes, rivers and marshes are apt 
subjects for Lawson. In a print such 
as Black Pond, she swings easily 
from both sides of the pond’s edge - a 
simply stated horizontal. The pic¬ 
ture’s top half begins at the horizon¬ 
tal with warm, layered umbers and 
ochres, then pushes upward into 
greens that embrace the generalized 
landscape, underpainted in earth 
pinks and yellows. The bottom of the 
picture is the subject of its title: 
Black Pond is muted and deep, bro¬ 
ken in its center by the silent arc¬ 
shaped explosion of an immense, 


graceful trout. The drama of the 
fish, its grey-white surface shocking 
against the pond’s black and blue, 
could be glib had not the entire 
picture been orchestrated to climax 
with this event. By keeping her com¬ 
positions basic and her gestures 
unfettered, Lawson is able to avoid 
the cliches that so frequently dilute 
the visual punch of such moments. 

It is indeed the moment, rather 
than the cliche, we experience in 
Morning Flight, as a flock of birds 
wing their way through the space of 
a thick and uncertain hazy cerulean 
sky. 

Still, there is evidence that the 
recognizable image is not entirely 
necessary to Lawson’s work. The 
diptych, Flight, is a beautifully poe¬ 
tic statement of color and space in 
which the artist’s rapport with her 
surface, materials, and elements of 
form have a Zen-Like oneness. The 
bare suggestions of birds along the 
top edges of the diptych are abstract 
and ephemeral, much less literal 
than spiritual. 

Lenz, on the other hand, is as 
painstaking in making her imagery 
recognizable as Lawson is sponta¬ 
neous in freeing hers from physical 
specificity. 

For Lenz, in\agery is used as a 
means of creating associations and 
symbols. By combining images in 
unpredictable, unlikely contexts, 
Lenz moves toward a kind of poetry 
and symbolism — indeed a brand of 


surrealism that is uniquely visual 
and can be stated in its own terms 
only. 

The ripe and pungent colors of 
New Love are neither atmospheric 
nor flatly decorative, but serve the 
purpose of intensifying emotional 
and visceral content. The wedding of 
such color with images fraught with 
associations — a tiny, empty broken 
egg, blazing hot pink branches 
weighted with shiny, turgid black¬ 
berries, and curled, flaccid char¬ 
treuse leaves and a feather viewed 
close-up cutting vertically across on 
the left — is both visually compelling 
and, at the same time, physical. The 
feather is painted with attention to 
detail. Its colors — pink and blue 
topped by red — are striking and 
aggressive. A clear figure-ground 
relationship is established by the 
palpable purple-brown surface from 
which the objects emerge in their 
own auras of color. 

Such careful articulation of each 
component and original use of color 
heighten the impact of Lenz’s oils, 
ostensibly based on landscape 
motifs, but finally stating them¬ 
selves as symbolic representations 
of, among other things, destruction, 
loss, and renewal.

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Markey backing 
children’s TV law 


The United States House of Rep¬ 
resentatives has passed H.R. 3966. 
the “Children’s Television Act of 
1988”. by a vote of 328-78. The bill 
will now go to the Senate for 
consideration. 

According to Congressman 
Edward Markey (D MA). "Passage 
of the Children’s Television Act of 
1988 is the most important Congres¬ 
sional statement on children’s tele¬ 
vision in a generation.’’ Markey 
chairs the House Subcommittee on 
Telecommunications and Finance 
where the bill originated. 

In 1984 the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission repealed the 
guidelines for children’s television. 


During the last four years advertis¬ 
ing in children’s programming has 
increased to as much as 15 minutes 
of commercials per hour of prog¬ 
ramming. The new legislation will 
limit advertising to not more than 
10.5 minutes per hour on weekends 
and 12 minutes per hour on 
weekdays. 

This bill will correct two of the 
most significant ailments currently 
afflicting children’s television prog¬ 
ramming. First, it will reduce the 
level of commercialization on child¬ 
ren’s television. Second, and per¬ 
haps more importantly, the legisla- 
tion requires children’s 
informational and educational prog¬ 
ramming as a condition of license.

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Bacteria close Leonard Beach

Winchester residents may have 
to sweat out the summer heat 
without relief at Leonard Beach. 

The beach was closed last Fri¬ 
day by the board of health due to 
excessive bacteria, called con¬ 
form, in the water. 

Water samples were drawn by 
health officials last Wednesday 
and sent to a Medford medical 
laboratory. When the department 
received the results on Friday, 
the level of bacteria was above 
that allowed by state regulations, 
said health inspector Cheryl 
Bouchard. 

According to state regulations, 
a beach must be closed if a coli- 
form level in excess of 1,000 per 
100 ml. of water is reached. The 
level at Leonard Beach was more 
than 2,400 per 100 ml. of water, 
Bouchard told the Star Tuesday. 

Bouchard said the specific type 
of bacteria that is causing the 
problem at Leonard Beach is coli- 
form fecal, which can be caused 
by sewage in the water, as well as 
duck, goose and human waste. 
Officials are unsure of the source 
of the bacteria. However, Bouch¬ 
ard confirmed there is a possibili¬ 
ty a sewer pipe is leaking in the 
area. 

“We’re trying to chlorinate to 
see if it will correct the bacteria 
problem. We have to locate the 


source,” said Bouchard. 

Dr. Warren Taylor, chairman 
of the Board of Health, said there 
was “no alternative but to close 
the beach until the count is 
acceptable.” 

Taylor said according to state 
regulations, the water must be 


tested before the beach is opened 
each year, then every two weeks 
for the remainder of the season. 

Recreation Director Lee Evans 
said residents have been very 
cooperative about the closing of 
the beach. 

“I think the public is being very 


understanding,” she said. How¬ 
ever, Evans said she was unable 
to predict when the beach will 
reopen. 

“We’re trying to find the source 
of the problem,” said Evans. 
“We don’t know if it will be a few 
days or a longer period of time.”

Era of 508 area code has arrived

Massachusetts officially has a new 
area code — 508 — as New England 
telephone formally introduced its 
third area code in the state last 
Saturday. 

The new area code will not change 
existing toll rates because Massa¬ 
chusetts will retain the same two 
calling areas: the 413 area in western 
Massachusetts and what is now 
known as the 617/508 area in eastern 
Massachusetts. New England Tele¬ 
phone will continue to carry all calls 
within these two regions. 

“The bottom line is that this new 
area code will not create new toll¬ 
calling boundaries,” said Paul C. 
O'Brien, president and chief execu¬ 
tive officer of New England 
Telephone. 

“I want to stress that this is just a 
numbering change — a local call 
between two communities will 
remain a local call after the new area 
code is introduced,” he said. 

In addition to toll rates remaining 
unchanged, all optional calling plans 
— such as Bay State East sm, and 
Measured Circle Calling Service — 
will not be affected. Customers with 
New England Telephone Calling 
Cards may continue to use those 
cards. Customers in the new 508 reg¬ 
ion will receive new cards in the fall, 
incorporating the addition of 508. 

After the area code is imple¬ 
mented, customers will have to dial 
”1” plus the area code to complete 
calls that cross the 617/508 boundary. 

Among the new dialing instructions 
outlined by O’Brien were: 

• 617 customers will have to dial 
“1” “508” when calling across the 
new boundary; 


• 508 customers will have to dial 
“ 1 ” *< 617 " w j len ca iiing across the 
new boundary; 

• 413 customers may have to dial 
“1” “508” on some calls previously 
dialed with a “1” “617.” 

New England Telephone is imple¬ 
menting the new area code because 
eastern Massachusetts is growing so 
fast that the region is running out of 
telephone numbers. The addition of 
508 will virtually double the supply of 
telephone numbers available in the 
eastern part of the state. 

The company announced the new 
area code plans over two years ago in 
order to give customers ample time 
to prepare for the change. 

“We want to make the transition to 
508 as smooth as possible for our 
customers,” O’Brien said. “We’ve 
been working intensley to bring it into 
service with as little confusion as 
possible.” 

According to O’Brien, there will be 
a three-month “acclimation” period 
during which customers who forget to 
use the new calling pattern will still 
have their calls completed. 

“After this grace period, we’ll have 
what we call an intercept period for 
one year when customers who fail to 
dial the correct area code will be 
reminded by a recording to redial 
their call using the appropriate area 
code,” O’Brien said. 

The new area code will extend from 
a new boundary north, west and south 
of greater Boston to the 413 area code 
in the western part of the state. 

In the new 617 area, there will be 
about 1.2 million customer telephone

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In What’s UP: 

Drum and Bugle 
Corps

The next time you turn on your 
television and see a child playing a 
violin with the virtuosity that would 
make a talented adult envious, you 
will, no doubt, be watching a child 
prodigy. 

On that same program, you might 
also see Winchester resident and 
America’s prodigy expert, David 
Henry Feldman. Feldman’s role, 
however, on Nova or People Are 
Talking, will be more of a societal 
mediator than researcher. 

In those instances, Feldman aims 
to put the audience, and often the 
television host, at ease with a phe¬ 
nomenon that he says “we find too 
threatening and often makes those 
kids seem like freaks.” 

Instead of thinking of prodigies as 
abnormal, Feldman said he believes 
they are “nature's gambit”, which 
is also the title of his recent book. 
Nature occasionally takes an 
“unusual route and creates children 


of awesome talent; the kind that 
makes your jaw drop," he said. 

Feldman’s research on prodigies 
grew out of his work to develop a 
comprehensive theory of intelli¬ 
gence. “There were things that 
didn’t fit. Things you’d like to 
assume couldn’t possibly happen, 
but they did. A good example here is 
a little kid I saw interpreting an 
advanced geometry text,” he said. 

From this basic concern, came the 
next stage in his quest to understand 
these children of awesome talents. 
“I assumed there was a lot of know¬ 
ledge, but there wasn’t,” Feldman 
said. 

“In fact,” he continued, 
‘“Nature’s Gambit’ is the first book- 
length w’ork done in English in 50 
years. And there’s only been three in 
this century: one done by a Swiss 
psychologist, Baumgarten; and, the 
other by a Hungarian, Revesz.” 

When Feldman began his study of 
six male prodigies, the children ini¬ 
tially “kept their distance. The were 
wary at first,” he said. But, in a 


short while, he “found them healthy, 
solid and well-cared for.” And they 
soon came to trust his examination 
of their lives. 

Feldman began his study of prodi¬ 
gies to answer, empirically,- ques¬ 
tions about intelligence, and to exa¬ 
mine their lives as a way to 
illuminate all children and how they 
grow. Accordingly, he has derived a 
variety of child-rearing axioms and 
testable educational questions. 

“Raising children is as challeng¬ 
ing as anything else we try to do,” he 
said. “It takes knowledge, wisdom 
and education. And it is probably 
harder to raise children than to be, 
for example, a good stockbroker. 
Childrearing is a vastly underrated 
calling. The prodigies I studied had 
exceptional families,” he said. 

Whether your child is gifted, a 
prodigy, or of average ability, Feld¬ 
man said he believes that “you must 
be very careful about the match 
between your skills and what you 
impose on the kids.”

Candidates 


debate before 
a full house

Democratic hopefuls in the state 
representative race made their first 
joint public appearance Monday 
night before a standing-room-only 
crowd at the Jenks Center. 

Legislative candidates Todd Cro- 
nan, Paul Casey and John Looney, 
all of Winchester, participated in a 
debate sponsored by the Town 
Democratic Committee. They work¬ 
ed their way through ten questions 
presented by the committee, cover 
ing issues ranged from special edu¬ 
cation and water quality to fighting 
organized crime and overriding 
Proposition 2 4. 

The three contenders will face off 
in the Sept. 15 primary, which will 
determine who faces Republication 
candidate William O’Leary, also of 
Winchester, in the Nov. 8 general 
election. 

The ultimate winner will fill the 
slot to be vacated by incumbent 
Republican Rep. Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh, who decided not to seek 
reelection after 14 years in office as 
34th Middlesex District 
representative. 

During the debate, candidates 
were allotted seven minutes for 
introductory statements and a 
minute and a half eacj to answer the 
ten questions prepared by the Demo¬ 
cratic Town Committee and pre¬ 
sented by moderator and Stoneham 
Town Democratic Committee chair¬ 
woman Annamae Arsenault. 

Qualifications 

Candidates stressed their qualifi¬ 
cations and desire to hold office 
during introductions. 

Cronan said his reason for running 
“comes from the heart.” He 
stressed his commitment to the 
community. 

Cronan said he feels strongly that 
the community needs a representa¬ 
tive who learns about the position 
before taking the job, not on the job. 
That, lie added, is why he has spent 
time attending local meetings and 
on Beacon Hill: to be aware of the 
job and the issues. 

Casey tried unsuccessfully to 
unseat Saltmarsh two years ago. 
During the last campaign, Casey 
said he knocked on 12,000 doors in 
Stoneham and Winchester. This 
year, he hopes to do the same. 

Many issues which were of con¬ 
cern two years ago are still on the 
horizon, said Casey. Education and 
the environment, as well as youth, 
elderly and underprivileged citizens 


continue to be on the top of the list, 
he noted. 

Looney said his strength comes 
from extensive political experience. 
“Some might seek this office to gain 
experience, but I offer experience,” 
he said. 

A four-year representative on the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational school committee, he has 
also been a Town Meeting member 
for 15 years, served on the finance 
committee, and spent nine years on 
the zoning board of appeals. 

The issues 

Candidates agreed that they would 
not support measures to weaken the 
powers of Proposition 24. 

“I believe in the foundation of 
Proposition 24,” said Casey. “It is 
the dictate of the people and should 
be maintained.” 

Cronan voiced similar feelings, 
and added that state aid is needed 
“to bridge the gaps of 24.” 

On universal health care, Casey 
was the sole opponent to the mea¬ 
sure. He said that the plan discrimi-

nates, and will put hospitals out of 
business. In addition, “it opens the 
floodgates to excessive state spend¬ 
ing,” he said. 

The remaining candidates said 
while the concept is good, the plan 
needs work. 

Calling the bill “a step in the right 
direction,” Looney noted, “in the 
haste with which it was passed, 
there are many aspects which must 
be rethought.” 

Cronan said while he supports the 
concept, more options should be 
investigated so the financial burden 
does not fall to small businesses.

issue which should be dealt with by 
the town, not at the state level. 

Candidates supported tighter 
scrutiny of the budget on the state 
level to reduce the $225 million 
deficit. 

“Each leader should demand a 
single line item budget,” said Casey. 

Looney advocated a freeze on all 
non-essential hiring. 

Cronan outlined specifics for sol¬ 
ving the budget dilemma as well: 
eliminate waste; penalize ineffec¬ 
tive sections of the legislature; eli-

minate unnecessary layers of gov¬ 
ernment, such as county 


government; and initiate lifecycle 
costing, which is knowing the total 
cost before voting on a bill. 

Candidates said the state will also 
have to take a more active role in 
dealing with water quality as well as 
solid waste issues. Solid waste, 
hazardous waste as well as open 
land conservation are the major 
environmental issues facing the 
state in the 1990s, candidates said. 

Chapter 766 

Cronan and Looney agreed the 
cost of Ch. 766 programs, special 
needs education, should be trans¬ 
ferred back to the state over time. 


However, Casey said the legisla¬ 
ture should “look for alternatives” 
and not simply “demand money 
from the state.” 

Special needs education, noted 
Looney, is a “moral and ethical 
imperative.” 

In regard to affordable housing, 
candidates said Winchester must 
continue to seek additional dwelling 
units. 

Looney and Casey said the town 
must seek “creative solutions” to 
the problem. Cronan outlined three 
main steps which can be taken: 
linkage payments, rental vouchers

and expanding the availability of 
affordable housing for senior 
citizens. 


All three candidates also sup¬ 
ported bringing the RICO statute, 
which allows federal agencies to 
work together to track down and 
arrest crime bosses, to the state 
level. % 

Cronan said when a criminal com¬ 
mits a crime, he does not consider 
whether he is breaking a state law or 
a federal law. He said RICO should 
also apply at the state level. 

“To have two sets of laws in an 
area which eats away at the fabric of 
society is really unconscionable,” 
added Cronan.

Dietician explains need for fiber in diet

Margaret Mikkola, a registered 
dietitian at the Minute Man Home 
Care Corporation, explained the rea¬ 
sons for the need of fiber in the diet 
to the Jenks Senior Center Eating 
Together diners July 13. 

Fiber adds bulk to the food intake, 
thus maintaining regularity. It is an 
aid in weight reduction because 
bulky foods help fill the stomach and 
reduce the need for large amounts 
on the plate. 

Nutrition is still a very young 
science, but there has been a great 
deal of speculation that a diet high in 
fiber may have some preventive 
effects on digestive and other dis¬ 
eases, and conditions including 
cancer of the colon, hemorrhoids, 
diverticular disease, appendicitis, 
hiatus hernia, varicose veins, ather- 
oscelerosis, diabetes, obesity and 
others. 

There has been no proof that a diet 
high in fiber can prevent or cure 
most of these conditions but doctors 
generally agree that a higher fiber 
diet may be of value in maintaining 
good health. 

The types and amounts of fiber in 
different foods vary with the age and 
type of plant and processing tech¬ 
niques. Foods considered to be good 
sources of fiber are plant foods: 
whole grain breads and cereals, 
bran, dry peas and beans, nuts, 
fruits and vegetables, particularly 
those that are unpeeled or have 
edible seeds. 

Daily consumption of two or more 
servings of whole grain bread or 
cereals, and four or more servings of 
fruits and vegetables allows most 
people to function in good health. 

There are cautions to be consid¬ 
ered in a high fiber diet. Increasing 
fiber content should be done gradu¬ 


ally to allow the digestive system to 
adapt. Increased stomach rum¬ 
blings and intestinal gas cause a 
feeling of being “bloated.” The 
malabsorption of dietary nutrients 
such as iron, copper and calcium 
may indicate a nutritional deficien¬ 
cy. More attention must be given to 
the inclusion of water and other 
liquids in the diet. An intake of 6 to 8 
glasses of liquids in the diet is 
recommended. 

You can wish good health for a 
friend, but you are the only one to do 
something positive about your own 
good health, one of life’s greatest 
blessings. 

Heat stress 

Even though this column has car¬ 
ried several articles about heat 
stress, it cannot be overemphasized, 
especially when sustained high 
temperatures multiply the risks. 

Hot weather spells “danger”. 
Heat stress is a burden that hot 
weather places on the body, espe¬ 
cially the heart. If the burden is too 
great, heat can cause severe illness 
and even death. 

Paul Lanzikos, executive secret 
ary in the Office of Elder Affairs, 
gives important facts that should be 
heeded. Temperatures above 90 
degrees Farenheit can be very 
dangerous when the humidity is also 
high. Many medications make one 
much more vulnerable to the heat. 
Medications for high blood pressure, 
nervousness, depression, poor circu¬ 
lation or sleeplessness require the 
advice of a physician or pharmacist. 

Serious signs of heat stress that 
need medical help are dizziness, 
rapid heartbeat, diarrhea, nausea, 
throbbing headache, dry skin with 
no sweating, chest pain, great weak¬ 
ness, breathing problems and 
cramps. Air conditioning can pro¬ 
vide relief, especially with a meaical

condition like heart disese. Fans can 
draw cool air into the home at night 
to provide good indoor air 
circulation. 

Wear as little clothing as possible. 
When outdoors, wear a hat or use a 
parasol. Drink water often. Slow 
down. Watch what you eat. Avoid 
salt intake and alcohol. These are 
simple things to do but when temper¬ 
atures soar and the humidity is high, 
proper precautions can prevent seri¬ 
ous problems. 

Insect bites 

This is the season when bees and 
other stinging insects can cause 
pain, and to people who are allergic 
to the insect’s venom, a severe, even 
life-threatening reaction can occur. 

Some discomfort, redness, and 


swelling is prefectly normal. Yellow 
jackets, wasps, hornets, or honey¬ 
bees — all members of the Hyme- 
noptera order of insects — seem to 
be everywhere in the summer 
months. 

Allergic reactions to stings can 
provoke hives all over the body, 
wheezing, nausea, weakness and 
anxiety. There can be swelling of the 
lips and throat making breathing 
and swallowing difficult. These 
problems require immediate medi¬ 
cal attention to prevent anaphylac¬ 
tic shock, loss of consciousness and a 
dangerous drop in blood pressure. 
As a general rule, severe reactions 
occure within 15 to 30 minutes after 
being stung. 

Avoid insect stings by leaving off 
colognes and scented hair products.

is not enough that perpetrators of 
violent crime be prosecuted, the vic¬ 
tims must be compensated for their 
personal anguish and material los¬ 
ses. This grant helps to ensure that 
the plight of crime victims will not 
be ignored.” 

In Fiscal Year 1988 there were 88 
grants to crime victims residing in 
Middlesex County. These grants tot¬ 
aled $465,516. Middlesex County 
received the second highest amount 
of victim’s compensation monies in 
the state, with an average award of 
$5,278. 

The grant, which was awarded by 
the Office for Victims of Crime, an 
agency of the U.S. Department of 
Justice, represents 35 percent of the 
Commonwealth’s Fiscal Year 1988 
compensation to crime victims as 
prescribed by the Federal Victims of 
Crime Act of 1984. The Act estab¬ 
lished a Crime Victims Fund in the 
U.S. Treasury that is financed with 
fines and penalties assessed on con¬ 
victed federal defendants.

Don’t turn 
Downey off 


Fiscal year 1990?

The Morton Downey. Jr. Show 
horrified, fascinated, outraged and 
then, exhausted me. The first one I 
saw involved Guardian Angels. 
That’s like saying Michael Spinks 
was recently involved in boxing. The 
show centered around two ends of 
Mr. Downey: his mouth and his 
posterior. 

In the first instance, he insulted, 
cajoled and berated the audience 
and the talk show “panel.” Next, a 
member of his audience, attired in 
an upper body garment resembling 
the flag attacked him. This 
prompted Downey to bend over from 
the waist, and “respectfully” 
request that “Captain America” 
perform an act on his derriere usual¬ 
ly associated with first-date 
affection. 

I intended to turn it off, but kept 
watching. And I’ve watched a few 
other times, including Downey’s 
appearance on The Donahue Show. 

What’s he up to besides earning a 
living? Does he appeal to television 
land (producers, station owners and 
the audience) because some of us 
are crypto-fascists? Is he the begin¬ 
ning of the end of civility on televi¬ 
sion? What does his appearance in 
our midst mean? These questions 
initially rolled around my mental 
Rolodex. But first I had to determine 
what emotional chord he’d struck in 
me. Hours later, a few memories 
brought forth answers. 

It was 1956. A young (19) US Air 
Force Airman, Third Class, stood 
among Britishers in Hyde Park; 
that part of it called “Speaker’s 
Corner” near Marble Arch. He’d 
never seen anything like it before. In 
his small Ohio town, no one ever 
shouted except his father, and never 
in public. Neither had he ever been 
to a public debate. His knowledge of 
freedom of speech didn’t include a 
heated debate or harassment. He’d 
never heard of people who spent 
their afternoons talking about war, 
peace, socialism, and genetic traits 
of royalty. 

Standing there, watching and lis¬ 
tening to the sometimes vitriolic and 
always mind-expanding debates, 
this young man wondered if such 
discourse would lead to physical 
violence. Even so, he returned to the 
Hyde Park area every available 
day. 

From that oft-repeated experi¬ 
ence, of hearing new words and 
ideas tossed around the greenery, he 
began to read: The Manchester 
Guardian, The London Observer, 
The London Times, and then maga¬ 
zines. He wanted to know what those 
people in Hyde Park were talking 
about. 

Within a few weeks, he began to 
build a store house of arcane infor¬ 
mation: Who was the Home Secret¬ 
ary for Scotland? Was it true that 
the British Royalty had diminished 
mental capacity? He began to evalu¬ 
ate the speakers and their points of 
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view, and occasionally, got involved 
in a debate. 

A few Hyde Park denizens became 
taken with this crewcut “Yank”. He 
could shout — sometimes with sub¬ 
stance. 

The first time he actually entered 
an exchange, he got so involved he 
suspected that one of the opponents 
was going to physically assault him. 
Instead, the man later came over to 
him and invited him for a pint of 
beer. 

That time in Great Britain’s arena 
of free, and sometimes obscene and 
outrageous, speech was a very 
important time for the young man. 

Maybe if he hadn’t gone through 
the Marble Arch, he still would have 
gone to college. But then maybe he 
wouldn’t have because, up to the 
time of his free-speech baptism, his 
mind wasn’t engaged. The Hyde 
Park ranting and raving spurned the 
young man to want to know more. It 
ignited his brain. 

He returned to the quiet 1950s of 
his homeland. It was the late 50’s 
which soon gave rise to the noisy 
60’s. A time in which the young man 
felt comfortable. 

In time, he became a teacher. The 
campus was, increasingly, the cen¬ 
ter of debates about large and 
important issues such as he’d heard 
in London. There he carried on his 
well-developed sense of freedom of 
speech. So much so that once he 
suggested to an audience of students 
and faculty that their president was 
less than an apt administrator. 

The president responded with a 
few suggestions of his own including 
that the recently-credentialed, 
tweedy and self-important professor 
think about other vocations. 

The young man left academia. 
However, in him smoldered the 
First Amendment’s provision that 
citizens should be able to talk, free¬ 
ly, about important issues and 
should do sc in a variety of ways. 

As a middle-aged man, I watch 
Mr. Downey practice his brand of 
free speech, and think about an old 
saw from my youth: Those with 
weak stomachs should not watch the 
making of sausages or laws. I would 
now add Mr. Downey’s Show to that 
aphorism. However, no matter that 
it lacks the veneer of civility, it is 
one type of free speech. If he does it 
long enough and with enough dili¬ 
gence, the good will win out. 

The initial ugliness will be over¬ 
whelmed by the force of new ideas 
and a sythesis of old ones. Hundreds 
of young men and women will evalu¬ 
ate what they see there. They will 
begin to question and to read and 
think. You have to believe it will 
happen. It requires, in the case of 
Mr. Downey’s show, philosophical 
tenacity of herculean magnitude. 
But it is something our Founding 
Fathers would hold true.

Resident says 
citizens should 
seek education 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I do not understand where Mr. M. 
Shepard is getting the notion (in 
your latest guest column), that “The 
process (of public budgeting) should 
begin with our leaders trying to get 
us to forge national, state and local 
agreements on spending priorities.” 
In fact, the opposite is true: who 
originated proposition 2V 2 ? 

It certainly did not come from our 
leaders. They are too preoccupied 
with politiking, i.e., making com¬ 
promises in an effort to make as 
many as possible happy and return 
favors, in expectance of new ones to 
be made. The compromise route is 
not the one leading to balanced 
budgets, but will reassure reelection 
or continued employment. 

It is “us” who have to constantly 
educate the leaders: and what an 
education was proposition 2 V 2 ! 

Luckily, it seems that the people of 
Winchester are hard at work in the 
effort of educating leaders. I refer to 
the Winchester Taxpayer’s Associa¬ 
tion letter published just above the 
Guest Column, which reports about 
the action of the Town Meeting in 
“straightening” the budget, to 
everybody’s advantage and to 
nobody’s detriment. 

Unfortunately, Mr. W. Chadwick 
Maurer, does not seem to get the 
message and has submitted another 
unbalanced budget for 1990. Is it 
because he is not a good “magi¬ 
cian”, as Mr. M. Shepard hints, or 
because he does not want to listen to 
Winchester people’s message? Or is 
it something else? 


Why don’t our “leaders”, instead 
of telling us “You cannot have this 
and that, unless you pay more for 
it”, take a more positive approach 
towards the town problems, by, for 
instance, championing with enthu¬ 
siasm cost cutting measures? 

One issue comes to mind: refuse 
recycling. We have heard of many 
proposals: why have none been 
implemented, not even on a trial 
basis? 

We have been told: “Dear fellow 
citizens, it costs you now xy to pro¬ 
cess a ton of refuse and it will cost 
you xy* z in future”. Period. Would it 
really be outside the Town Mana¬ 
ger’s duties to draw up rules tailored 
to increase the amount of refuse 
recycled? To come up with and 
promote a program which would 
encourage recycling? 

Eventually, whomever does not 
want to awake him/herself to the 
fact that we are running out of space 
in which to dispose of our garbage, 
should be penalized. But in the pro¬ 
cess, the town could save some 
money or even make some, which 
could be used to solve other 
problems.

The thing about food is that it’s 
mostly in your head. 

You may think of it as being in 
your stomach, but the place where it 
really lives, where you taste it and 
smell it and really get into it is up in 
the tiny darkened attic of your brain, 
in whose corners all this stuff is 
registered. 

That’s why, when dieting, you’re 
advised to eat slow: your actual 
tummy can be full as a water balloon 
and twice as pendulous, but that 
Feed Me valve in the brain stays 
open a good little while before word 
gets back. 

That’s also why people with anos¬ 
mia, or the inability to detect odors, 
are so miserable. Unable to smell or 
even taste the food they eat, they 
soon lose their zest for the whole 
glorious business. 

Food stands for so much in our 
lives. It’s the fuel of survival, after 
all; possession of it signifies pros¬ 
perity, and a kind of Darwinian 
dominance. In some cultures, by this 
logic, it’s cool to be fat: the wealthy 


waddle about round as butterballs, 
and sweating suet. They think they 
look swell. 

Here in the U.S., food looms large 
too. For us, it seems to signify lei¬ 
sure: the ten o’clock snack for all 
those drifting dreamily toward Let- 
terman; Recess, with its licorice 
whips; halftime, with its hot dogs; 
the seventh inning stretch. But-me- 

some-peanuts-and-cracker-jacks-I- 
don’t-care-if-I-never-get-back. Here, 
we love TV and fast cars and vacu¬ 
ous toothy gals like Vanna White. 
But most of all we love our food. 

We’re a somewhat chubby folk, as 
foreigners note when they see us 
waddling about at theme parks and 
stuffing our sizeable T-shirted torsos 
through various gates and 
turnstiles. 

I personally have done a fair 
amount of waddling in my time, 
gained and lost hundred of pounds 
over the years, from the chips and 
cookies of teenage binging to the 
tauter and more muscular inflations 
of pregnancy. 

And with every weight gain, it’s 


been the idea of the particular dish, 
the little siren-song it sings in my 
mind more than its actual taste 
that’s been to blame. 

When I’m dieting, I stoke the rest 
of my family the way you’d stoke a 
blast furnace, shoveling thick 
shakes and gooey desserts into their 
helpless mouths. “Eat this and 
describe it to me,” I say. It’s loony 
and sick, I know. But it satisifies 
that place in my mind where food is 
really savored. 

That restaurants understand this 
head-game is obvious. They serve 
their dishes first on the menu, pre¬ 
senting the food-nouns themselves 
with a chaser of adjectives. Interest¬ 
ingly, the lesser restaurants do this 
more; it’s as if they know that the 
dish itself may not measure up on 
the diner’s taste buds; so they want 
to pre-sell it first in his mind. A joint 
near here elevates the art to a sci¬ 
ence. They cater to the after work 
set who crowds in looking for chick¬ 
en fingers and buffalo wings, that 
whole mythological menagerie of 


mixed animal parts. Their menu 
describes these dishes as being 
nestled and mounded. Their rice is 
fluffy, their desserts flakey. It’s all ; 
in the mind, is how they figure it. 
And they’re right, too. 

The best meal I’ve ever had, con¬ 
sisting of a steak, a salad, red wine, I 
cheese and Italian bread, I pounced ; 
upon, together with my spouse, after • 
two long weeks of Scarsdale-style " 
starving. Our firends, sadists all, 
had for days dotted our lawn with a 
puppet-show of candy wrappers and 
chip bags all stuck into the earth on 
popsicle sticks. We chewed on our 
lettuce and yearned. Our tummies 
growled like pit bulls. But by the , 
time we came to that first real meal, 
our imaginations were in a fever of 
anticipation. Fancy-Time Cat . 
Snacks would have tasted as good. 

As Hamlet says in his vague dawd¬ 
ler’s way, nothing is anything but 
thinking makes it so, which proves 
my point here: food really is all in 
your head. Now if we could just tell 
that to our hips... 
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Keeping quiet about rape only makes problem worse 


During my time as editor of the 
Winchester Star, I had rare occasion 
to speak to anyone on the Winchester 
police force about anything serious. 
The town is relatively crime-free, 
and that is just how everyone likes 
it. 

There was one time, however, 
when I got to see the sort of stuff Lt. 
Detective Joseph Perritano is made 
of. and stern stuff it is. 

I was upset because I had received 
an anonymous tip about an alleged 
rape that occurred some weeks

before, and this was the first I had 
heard of it. The caller, who said she 
was not the victim, was near hyster¬ 
ia when she asked me how come 
there hadn’t been anything in the 
paper about it, shouldn’t people be 
warned? and so on. 

There had been no entry in the 
police log and I don’t suppose old Joe 
would have ever come around and 
just mentioned, oh, by the way, 
there was a sexual crime in town not 
long ago. 

No, I have the distinct impression 
that the force wanted to quash the 


discussion before it got started. 
When I went down to the police 
station, the guys hanging around the 
desk became suspicious. They 
brightened up all to quickly when I 
mentioned the incident. 

“What rape?” one of the on-duty 
officers said. 

After a couple of attempts I was 
able to get in to see the detective. He 
was dressed in street clothes. He sat 
behind the desk in a small office. In 
shirt sleeves, he looked more like a 
soccer coach than the man who 
handles the “heavy operations." 

He said to me: “Look, I don’t know 
you, but here’s how I operate.” And 
he proceeded to tell me that when he 
says something off the record, it had 
better stay off the record or there 
would be no more cooperation from 
his office. 

I agreed. There was no other 
choice. I told him that I didn’t need 
much, but the public had the right to 
know whether the streets of 
Winchester are at all dangerous, and 
just what type of danger is potential¬ 
ly at hand. 

He defended his right not to put the 
report of the case in the record, 
citing Massachusetts laws that allow 
wide discretion to the police in the 


reporting of sexual crimes. The 
intent of these laws is to protect the 
victim from further trauma, a rea¬ 
sonable enough aim at first glance. 

Perritano dealt in three levels of 
information: the on-the-record story 
issue, an off-the-record version that 
I was to use for background only, 
and the real details, which he kept to 
himself. 

The real details included his rea¬ 
sons for calling the crime a “sexual 
assualt” and not a rape or a simple 
assault. The victim was definitely 
being checked at Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal for signs of sexual assault, which, 
Perritano explained, includes but is 
not limited to rape. 

One of the things Perritano said in 
his office was pretty cryptic. Even 
though the victim was being tested, 
one assumes with good reason, for 
sexual assault, the detective indi¬ 
cated that proof of such an attack 
“may never be established” 
positively. 

In any event, checking with him a 
few weeks later, after the test 
results were back, there was no new 
information. As far as he was con¬ 
cerned the case was closed. 

When the woman first called with 


the rumor, she declined to identify 
herself. I told her we wanted to talk 
to the victim, if at all possible, and 
that she could call without identify¬ 
ing herself to make a statement. 
Neither the victim nor her worried 
friend ever called back. 

Now Winchester is one of those 
communities that likes everything 
nice and clean, as I said before, and 
in such communities there is a ten¬ 
dency to sweep the big problems 
under the rug rather than acknow¬ 
ledge them. But there is every rea¬ 
son to do just the opposite. 

In a recent issue of “Editor & 
Publisher," Steven K-Brooks wrote 
an article about the .Brattleboro 
Reformer, a weekly in southeastern 
Vermont that ran an unsigned letter 
from a rape victim on Page One as a 
lead story. 

In the letter, the woman said. 
“Members of the public have a right 
to know every detail of an event such 
as that which has happened to me 
for two reasons: to help apprehend 
the perpetrator and to help protect 
themselves. . .1 think it is perfectly 
appropriate — and only responsible 
action — for the police and media to 
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work together to release information 
that a serious assault and rape has 
occurred in Brattleboro. . .1 want 
people to know that this dangerous 
thing had happened. . .1 did not want 
my name in the paper but I wanted 
people to know how it felt." 

She told of how she was more 
“enraged” than “embarrassed." 
The Brattleboro police had first 
reported the rape as an assault, an 
even then, belatedly. The chief 
explained to the Reformer editor, 
once confronted, that he “had not 
called the attack a sexual assault 
because ‘publicizing such a serious 
and personal assault on the woman 
in her own community seems to 
make her twice a victim."’ 

The editor of the Reformer wrote 
an editorial soon after the letter was 
published called “Time to abolish 
‘The Scarlet Letter,”’ in which he 
argued that secrecy and misinfor¬ 
mation encourage stigmatization of 
rape victims and cause rape to be 
one of the most underreported 
crimes. 

In Brattleboro, the Reformer was 
able to document that only two rape 
cases had been reported to the police 
in 1987, but that the local Women’s 
Crisis Center had counseled 20 
women who said they were raped. 

There should be more communica¬ 
tion between the police department 


and the press on serious crimes, 
even very personal ones. A recent 
study reported by the Associated 
Press shows that a large minority of 
junior high school students believe 
that rape may be justified in certain 
circumstances; for example, when 
two people know each other well, or 
the man has paid a substantial 
amount of money for his date’s 
expenses for the evening, or the 
couple is married. 

This kind of ignorance needs to be 
subjected to unflinching education, 
and the police would be doing their 
part by being less fastidious when a 
“sexual assault" occurs in town.

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Planning rep wants feedback

Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC) representative Fioravan- 
te Bares is concerned Winchester is not taking full advantage of the 
council. 

Bares also told selectmen last week there is a lack of communication 
between himself and the board. 

T feel, not because 1 didn’t try to be of any use to (the town), I didn’t do 
anything.” said Bares. “You told me I’m doing a very good job. but I’m 
doing nothing.’’ 

Bares was reappointed to a three-year term on the council last week. 
However, he said his experience during the his last *erm was frustrating 
due to lack of feedback from selectmen. 

Selectmen agreed that stronger lines of communication should be 
developed. 

“I guess it’s clear there should be more dialogue between yourself and 
the town,” said Chairman Robert Deering. 

The MAPC “has a lot to offer to Winchester,” Bares pointed out. 
Programs and information on water and sewer systems, housing, 
environmental issues, planning and transportation are among the 
resources available to the town through the council, said Bares. 

“If (the town) has some interest in pursuing and getting the help that is 
available through MAPC. I would like to be reappointed.” said Bares. 
However, he emphasized that if selectmen do not intend to use MAPC as a 
source of information, the appointment would be a waste of his time. 

Bares said in the past, he has provided selectmen with information 
from the council that he thinks is of interest to the town. In addition, he 
attends two yearly MAPC meetings. 

Selectmen Thomas Schmitt suggested Bares report to the board 
personally, rather than just by mail. Because of the large volume of mail 
selectmen receive, some “get lost in the shuffle,” said Schmitt.

“A lot of damage can be done if the 
parent’s skills don’t match the 
child’s. Match and timing are criti¬ 
cal here. You can’t say whether your 
child, at two, might be more inter¬ 
ested in a visit to the fire department 
than listening to classical music 
because the child responded more to 
the fire department. There has to be 
repeated and continuous exposure to 
a wide variety of things,” he said. 

Unfortunately, Feldman said he 
also believes that we are not chang¬ 
ing our treatment of prodigies. 
“They should be more welcome in 
the community,” he said. And one of 


the ways we might achieve this new 
approach, he continued “is to get rid 
of general tests of ability and the 
mentality that goes with it. Get rid of 
linear and hierarchy mentality of 
what is and isn’t valuable. 

Open the range of possiblities. We 
should ask: What are the distinctive 
qualities of this kid? That’s the sort 
of approach we should take,” he 
said. 

Such a change would have conse¬ 
quences for our schools. For exam¬ 
ple, Feldman said that "we should 
look at the resources in this com¬ 
munity and develop mentorships — 
like David Ackerman at the school is 
doing. We need people to look at a 


range of gifts that children have. 

We’re not interested in humane 
decency; in other people’s welfare. 
We don't have an organized way to 
deal with religious prodigies. They 
have a long tradition of prodigies, 
and we exclude them today,” noted 
Feldman. 

Feldman’s unique study of male 
prodigies is not the end of his 
sojourn. He and his wife, Lynn T. 
Goldsmith, also a developmental 
psychologist, have begun to study 
girl prodigies. 

Such pursuits, however, have to 
allow for a full-family agenda. 
David and Lynn are the parents of 
Cecelia, age 7; Betsy, age 5; and 
Daniel, age 2.

and answer period. In all, Bowman 
appears in his “channeled” state for 
approximately two hours. 

The process of being channeled 
was explained by Albiani as Bow¬ 
man sat at the front of the room 
awaiting his transformation. 

Bowman says it feels like a 
cyclone or a twister originating in 
his skull, with droplets of moisture 
swirling at the top of his head, 
described Albiani. At this point, said 
Albiani, Bowman leaves his body 
and is suspended in a "dream 
state.” When he awakens, he 
remembers nothing, said Albiani. 

Bowman later explained that he 
chooses not to be present during the 
process because he fears the psycho¬ 
logical repercussions of being in the 
same body at the same time with 
another entity.

began lecturing on a number of 
different subjects. 

He appeared to be an effective 
speaker; most of the people seemed 
interested throughout the evening. 

Bowman said he is not concerned 
with whether or not people believe 
he is actually channeling John, but 
only desires that people listen to 
what he has to say and take the 
message home with them.

Marching, musical groups 

Elaborate pageantry highlights drum and bugle corps shows

On a hot and bright Saturday 
afternoon recently, the cars on 
Route 16 slowed to see what was 
going on at Somerville’s Dilboy 
Field. 

Too large and too loud to be one of 
the local high school bands, onlook¬ 
ers were curious about the march¬ 
ing, musical organization practicing 
the intricate parts of their show over 
and over again. 

The organization was the Garfield 
Cadets drum and bugle corps in the 
area from Bergen County, N.J., to 
compete with other “corps” — defi¬ 
nitely not “bands” — those in the 
activity will tell you. 

The Garfield Cadets, the defend¬ 
ing world champion unit, is one of 
more than 100 drum and bugle corps 
performing and competing across 
the country each summer. 

What is a drum corps? It’s a group 
of no more than 128 young people 
ages 21 and under. The corps are 
non-profit private organizations 
formed and run specifically to field a 
competitive unit. 

The corps travel on school and 
commercial buses across the coun¬ 
try to compete against other corps. 
Their field of battle is a football 
stadium. The packed stands scream 
for an elaborately designed drill 


move or a well played part of the 
musical show, not a touchdown pass. 

Drum corps differ from bands 
because they use only drums and 
bugles, hence the name, with a color 
guard. There are no clarinets, saxo¬ 
phones or flutes. 

At a drum corps show what is 
normally a halftime activity to some 
becomes the main attraction. The 
shows or performances are truly 
competitions because the corps’ 
actions are judged by a panel of 
marching and music specialists. 

Corps will spend the entire year 
perfecting and redesigning a single 
13-minute show. The same songs and 
drill patterns are run through again 
and again. 

“It’s poetry in motion,” said 
Bridget O’Toole, an Arlington resi¬ 
dent who spent 11 years marching in 
drum corps. 

Even if two units choose the same 
musical repertoire, no two corps are 
alike. Each unit has their own, spe¬ 
cific uniforms which range in colors 
and styles, from traditional 
military-style garb to more modern 
costume-like designs. 

Although there is a cap on the 
number of members a unit may 
field, how the corps choose to use 
their resources is left to the ingenui¬ 
ty of the staff, who write the music

and drill, teach the members to 
perform the show and later refine 
the whole process. 

The activity has grown from very 
military and linear drills to free 
flowing designs created with the 
marching members. The equipment 
— horns and drums — are no longer 
primative instruments, but state-of- 
the-art musical instruments adapted 
for the field. 

A corps may use a 60-member 
hornline with 30 people in the drum¬ 
line and in the color guard. The 
numbers can change to reflect the 
corps image or show. There is no 
requirement for how many people a 
corps must contain. 

Corps are judged in the various 
music and visual categories includ¬ 
ing performance, show design and 
execution. Judging can often be 
intense with corps winning or losing 
by tenths and hundredths of points 
out of a total 100 point score. 

Why put the participants and their 
musical and marching ability 
through such a tough process? 

“Judging is one way of rewarding 
the months of hard work put into the 
performance by the designers and 
the kids marching,” says Patricia 
Sheckler, a Somerville resident who 
has been a judge for the last five 
years and had previously marched 


in drum corps. 

There are two levels of judging, 
Sheckler points out. Corps like the 
Garfield Cadets and others compete 
in Open competition. For smaller 
more local corps, often with younger 
members, there are the Division II, 
Class-A and under 60 member 
sections. 

Judging in the non-Open divisions 
is scaled-down somewhat, according 
to Sheckler, to allow the corps to 
compete with similar corps and not 
be discouraged from performing. 

For the spectators, the judging is 
only an ancillary actitivity. It’s the 
spectacle and pageantry of the fast 
moving and ever changing shows. 

With their black and red uniforms 
and impeccably polished equipment, 
the Boston Crusaders take the field 
at a Fourth of July competition in 
Chelmsford. 

The Crusaders are a throwback to 
the days of the more military preci¬ 
sion show. With their traditional 
style, the corps is a local favorite, 
and is also followed and known well 
nationally. 

Their silver horns, white rifles and 
multi-colored flags form a collage of 
activity. The crowd at the football 
stadium waits, like a fan for a sin-

Weight training can 
reduce cholesterol 


Over the past ten years more and 
more physicians and health profes¬ 
sionals have recommended exercise 
along with dietary modifications as 
a means of lowering cholesterol. The 
most popular form of exercise 
recommended was and still is aerob¬ 
ic exercise. 

Individuals with high cholesterol 
are urged to reduce their intake of 
saturated fat and start a walking 
program three days per week. The 
effects of aerobic activity were a 
lowered total cholesterol along with 
an increase in HDL-C. These 
changes are associated with a 
decrease in the risk of an individual 
developing coronary artery disease. 
Other forms of exercise, such as 
weight training, had generally been 
thought to have little or no effect in 
improving cholesterol profiles. 

Now, researchers at Auburn Uni¬ 
versity and Florida State University 
are suggesting that weight training 
also reduces total cholesterol and 
increases HDL-C. 

The study examined the effects of 
weight training and jogging on blood 
lipids (total cholesterol and HDL-C) 
of middle-aged men. After 12 weeks 
of training both the weight trainers 
and the joggers showed significant 
changes in the concentration of 
HDL-C. HDL-C is termed the “good 
cholesterol". Having a high level of 
HDL-C decreases the risk of deve¬ 
loping heart disease. 

This is great news for those indivi¬ 
duals who find aerobic exercises, 
• such as walking or jogging, unenjoy- 
able or boring. In additon to impro¬ 
ving one’s level of strength and pow¬ 
er, weight training is also a means of 
improving overall health and fitness 
in terms of reducing one of the risks 


associated with heart disease. 
(Journal of Applied Sport Science 
Research, Vol. 1, No. 2, p.25) 

Benefit of Adding Weights While 
Walking 

Are you looking for a way to burn 
more calories and speed up fat loss 
without increasing the amount of 
time you spend walking? 

If you said yes, which I’m sure you 
did, try adding weights to your rou¬ 
tine. Reporting ir. Medicine and Sci¬ 
ence in Sports and Exercise (Vol. 20 
No. 3), researchers from the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida have confirmed the 
findings of others. Adding hand 
weights, wrist weights or ankle 
weights increases the number of 
calories used while walking. 

The addition of three-pound 
weights increased energy expendi¬ 
ture over 14 percent. The greatest 
benefit was associated with hand 
weights and wrist weights. They also 
noted that adding weights while 
walking did not change how hard an 
individual thinks they are exercis¬ 
ing. What this means is that adding 
weights while you walk will help you 
shed those excess pounds faster and 
easier. 

There is a growing body of evi¬ 
dence that the development of some 
cancers may be linked to what we 
eat. The diet — cancer link is most 
often associated with breast cancer 
and colon cancer. 

The dietary culprit in both cases is 
FAT. Evidence gathered so far indi¬ 
cates a very strong relationship 
between breast cancer and the 
amount of fat in a women’s diet. The 
influence of a high fat diet in the 
development of colon cancer may be 
due to a greater secretion of bile 


acids. Although bile acids arc 
needed to help the body digest fats, 
they have also been shown to prom¬ 
ote colon tumors in laboratory 
animals. 

While all the questions have not 
been aswered, most health profes¬ 
sionals agree that certain dietary 
changes may reduce your chances of 
developing some forms of cancer. 
These changes include eating a low- 
fat diet. That means restricting or 
eliminating high-fat foods such as 
highly marbeled meats, bologna, 
salami, bacon, whole milk, cream, 
ice cream and other rich deserts and 
foods prepared with lots of oil, butter 
or margerine. Replace these high fat 
foods with low-fat alternatives such 
as broiled fish or chicken and turkey 
without the skin. 

Increase your intake of fiber by 
eating more whole grain breads and 
cereals. Eat more fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Make sure you include 
fruits and vegetables rich in beta- 
carotene (this is converted to vita¬ 
min A in the body). These include 
cantaloupe, apricots, sweet pota¬ 
toes, carrots and broccoli. Also eat 
produce rich in vitamin C such as 
citrus fruits and dark green leafy 
vegetables. 

In addition to possibly reducing 
the risk of developing cancer, adopt¬ 
ing these habits will also provide a 
balance of nutrients associated with 
good health and help in the fight 
against heart disease and obesity.

You never outgrow the corps

ger’s best known song, anticipating 
the Boston Crusaders’ performance 
of their trademark show ending 
“Conquest.” 

No sooner are the initial notes of 
the song intoned, large sections of 
the audience jump to their feet, 
applauding and cheering for the 
corps. That appreciation, some point 
out, is why many young people 
march. 

(In some of the larger competi¬ 
tions, crowds can exceed 20,000 with 
the event also carried on teievsion.) 

The season for the young competi¬ 
tors starts not with the beginning of 
their first performance of the sum¬ 
mer, but months before in a corps 
hall or a school used as a practice 
facility. 

For months the members learn 
the music, drill and routines that 
will make up the total ensemble. 
There is no applause while the color 
guard spends hours learning a parti¬ 
cular move or dance step; that will 
come in the summer and then only if 
the many intricate moves have been 
successfully mastered. 

When the warmer weather arrives 
the corps will be outside on the 
practice field every possible 
moment putting together what was 
learned as seperate sections of the 
corps. 

By the time the summer season 
starts the corps members will be 
practicing upwards of 17 hours a day 
— on non-performance days. Corps 
will typically tour across the country 
or region for weeks at a time. A 
drum corps could easily have seven 
competitions, a concert and several 
parades all in a week’s time. 

The point is to get as much expo¬ 
sure as possible: appearing as a unit 
in front of judges, competing against 
other corps and becoming comfort¬ 
able with the show. 

.Corps members from ages 12 to 21 
will live out of their suitcases and 
sleep on school gym floors. They 
sleep when they can and eat, if they 
aren’t too tired or hot from the 
outdoor practice, when its offered. 

“You work at it and it sounds 
crazy putting in all that time and 
effort, but its worth working to be 
the best at something, to be good at 
ybifr show," said Mark Bardebedian 
of Watertown, who spent six sum¬ 
mers marching in corps. 

-When you tell people what you do 
artu that you don’t get paid, people 
think you’re crazy. When you bring 
them to a show and they see what a 


show really is all about, they under¬ 
stand," Bardebedian said. 

This weekend, the best of the corps 
in the East will compete in Lynn at 
the Drum Corps East championship 
(see related box for information.) 
The regional shows serve as a pre¬ 
lude to the Drum Corps Internation¬ 
al championships to be held in Kan¬ 
sas City in August. 

The DCI championship finals is 
the end of the year long process with 
the selection of the 12 best corps in 
competition and the crowning of the 
world champions for another year. 

While the activity is still domi¬ 
nated by the United States corps, 
Canada also fields strong contin¬ 
gents year after year. Drum corps is 
strongest on this continent, although 
there are corps in Europe. 

Beatrix’ of Holland is touring the 
country this summer and will be at 
the Lancer Invitational in Malden on 
Aug. 4. Corps from England have 
toured in past summers and in 1975 
The Rising Sun drum corps per¬ 
formed at the DCI championships in 
Philadelphia. 

The Madison Scouts of Wisconsin, 
one of two all-male drum corps and 
former world champions, are cur¬ 
rently touring Europe as part of 
their 50th anniversary celebration. 

(Some drum corps are more than 
50 years old and had been initially 
sponsored by CYO groups, churches, 
communities and veterans 
organziations.) 

Drum corps raise money through 
various projects and services, like 
bingos and hoagie sales, to help pay 
for the cost of moving 128 members, 
support staff and all the necessary 
equipment from town to town. 

Corps also make money through 
selling t-shirts and buttons with their 
corps sayings and logos emblazoned 
on them. Many fans and corps mem¬ 
bers spend time collecting different 
corps souvenirs. 

When the corps pull out of their 
home ports for weeks of tour it takes 
a lot of effort and behind-the-scenes 
work by parents and supporters — 
“roadies" of sorts — who repair 
equipment, sew uniforms and flags 
(silks) and make the food to feed the 
hungry troops. 

Often times parents will spend an 
entire tour with a corps, having 
never seen a performance, with the 
other duties requiring all their time. 

Drum corps parents and fans have 
often been refered to us “nuts" 
because of the lengths and efforts 
they will go to to see a show or help 
out a corps. 


Drum Corps people — fans, mem¬ 
bers and alumni — can hear a unit 
practicing miles away. They seek 
out the corps and could spend hours 
watching them. 

“When I was down the street and 
heard them practicing, I dropped 
everything I was doing and went to 
watch them rehearse," O’Toole said 
of the Garfield Cadets practice. “It 
started to rain but people still stayed 
to watch them." 

The activity, like all sports or 
hobbies, has its own networks so 
interested people can keep track of 
last night’s scores from the West 
Coast and how the Mid-West corps 
may fit into this year’s DCI finalist 
picture. The jockeying for position 
and tracking of scores continues 
through the announcement of the 
scores at the DCI finals. 

The Greater Boston area and New 
England have had a long tradition of 
drum corps. In addition to the Bos¬ 
ton Crusaders, the Malden Diplo¬ 
mats are also competing this year. 

In past years, now defunct 27th 
Lancers from Revere and the North 
Stars from the North Shore made 
DCI finals. Other area corps no 
longer competing include the 
Heightsmen from Arlington, 
Alliance of Boston and the Sancians 
of Weymouth. 

With numerous drum corps alum 
ni and a long tradition of competi 
tions, the Boston area remains a 
place for drum corps to come and 
test their mettle infront of large 
audiences. 

From all over the area, the fans 
will come and wait hours for their 
favorite cprps or drive to other reg¬ 
ions to see the unit compete this 
season. 

“It’s something you never out 
grow," said O’Toole, who was a 
member of the rifle line for several 
corps. “It’s a feast for the eyes, ears 
and heart."

Shahanispeaks 
at annual meeting 

Physicians attending the annual 
meeting »>t a rapidly growing new 
medical specialty recently learned 
in Boston what once would have 
required many meetings all over the 
country, according to Dr. Bhagwan 
Shahani of Bigelow Avenue. 

Doctors from a variety of nations 
gathered in the Westin Hotel from 
July 14 to 17 where seven different 
specialties were represented at the 
third annual meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Clinical Neurophys¬ 
iology.

WHO PAYS THE POINTS? 

When homebuyers shop for financing, they must consider two 
important factors. First, what rate of interest does the lender 
charge? Second, how many points must they pay to secure the 
loan? Each point is equal to one percent of the mortgage amount. 
If you’re selling a home, your buyers may ask you to share the 
points with them. 

' Whether or not you pay points is negotiable. When a contract 
is presented, your Realtor will go over the price and terms to help 
you calculate the net price you will receive. If the offer is attrac¬ 
tive and will net you the amount you want, paying one or more 
points might be a §ood idea. If, however, the offer has a low sales 
price or risky contingencies, you might make a counter offer that 
increases your net profit on the sale by either eliminating the points 
from your selling costs or increasing the price to a level that will 
help you absorb additional costs that you will pay.

Police arrested a 32-year-old 
Stoneham man for trafficking 
cocaine following a high-speed chase 
July 22 down Route 93. 

According to Detective Lt. Joseph 
Perritano, Michael P. Fosher was 
arrested at 7:15 p.m. and charged 
with trafficking a class B substance 
(cocaine) and conspiring to violate 
the Controlled Substance Act 

Perritano said police officers from 
Stoneham, Winchester and Woburn 
as well as the federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Agency (DEA) worked 
together in the investigation which 
gave police reason to believe Fosher 
was trafficking in illegal drugs. 

“As a result of information 
received, a narcotics investigation 
was begun by the Northeast Region¬ 
al Drug Task Force, consisting of 
Winchester, Woburn and Stoneham 
officers and DEA (federal Drug 
Enforcement Agency),” said 
Perritano. 

Fosher was arrested on South Bor- 


der Road on the Medford- 
Winchester line, transported to 
Stoneham, and booked on charges 
stemming from the incident, said 
Perritano. 

As a result of the arrest, police 
obtained a warrant to search 
Fosher’s home, which they executed 
at 11:45 p.m. last Friday. At the 
home police confiscated “approxi¬ 
mately two pounds of what appeared 
to be cocaine, $19,800 in cash, and 
drug paraphenalia, including cut¬ 
ting materials,” said Perritano. 

Fosher was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court July 26 and released 
on $100,000 bail with surety ($10,000 
cash), according to Winchester 
Police Inspector James Gray. 

Perritano said the three towns 
involved in the investigation are 
members of NEMLEC (Northeast 
Municipal Law Enforcement Coun¬ 
cil), a mutual aid pact within com¬ 
munities ranging from Winchester 
to Lowell. Through the council’s 23 
communities, officers unknown loc¬ 
ally are provided for undercover 
work.

Murray appointed 


Lincoln principal

When Elizabeth A. Murray 
received a phone call around 8:30 
p.m. Tuesday evening from Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. Charles Mit- 
sakos, it was the good news she had 
been waiting for. 

After a lengthy selection process 
and careful deliberation by the 
school committee, Murray was cho¬ 
sen as the next principal of the 
Lincoln Elementary School. For the 
past ten years she worked as prog¬ 
ram manager and language artist in 
English for the Lexington public 
schools. 

Murray’s appointment, effective 
Aug. 23, brings to an end what school 
committee chairman Alice McCar¬ 
ter called, “a smooth and elegant 
process.” Mitsakos also com¬ 
mented, “She will make a signific¬ 
ant contribution to Lincoln and the 
school system itself.” 

With the announcement of this 
decision, the committee proceeded 
to other agenda items at Tuesday’s 
meeting which included a discussion 
with Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer and Board of Selectman 
Chairman Robert Deering. Topic of 
this discussion was the capital 
improvement outlook for various 
school projects. 

The Skillings Road tennis courts, 
Ambrose School driveway and Lin¬ 
coln School playfield are key areas 
where needed improvements have 
been noted and are being addressed 
by the committee. 

Deering informed the committee 
that these project requests will be 
placed in the capital budget, a 
budget which is forecasted to be 
overextended by approximately $1 
million this fiscal year. 

Maurer stated that the playfields 
and school projects, “as a separate 
override would not have as much 
chance (to be accepted) as part of a 
package.” 

But the possibility that the pro¬ 
jects will be overlooked at Town 
Meeting concerns school committee 
members. McCarter stressed that 
she doesn’t want these items to 
simply, “fall through the cracks.” 
She also commented that these pro¬ 
jects need to be looked at, if for the 
time being, from strictly a safety 
point of view. 

Deering advised committee mem¬ 
bers that from his own past experi¬ 
ence with Town Meeting, “wants 
and needs should become more 
focused this time...supported by a 
broader base.” 

Maurer noted that there are many 
items on the table, and that some he 
feels are necessary, “considering 
the fiscal condition of the town.” 
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A final bid for the funding of the 
school projects came from Mitsa¬ 
kos, calling them, “community pro¬ 
jects that go beyond the scope of 
school improvement.” He expressed 
his concern that the projects have 
made “zero progress” in past 
deliberations. 

The committee also discussed ten¬ 
tative plans to redistribute the sixth 
grade. The alternatives, prepared 
and presented by Mitsakos included 
possible redistricting or moving stu¬ 
dents to McCall Junior High School 
as options. 

The school committee will further 
review the presentation and discuss 
options again at the next meeting on 
Aug. 23.

Youngsters find fun in learning 

College Gate program offers summer programs for gifted children

Despite the hot and sticky weeks 
of July, some students are enjoying 
being in school in Winchester. 

The Vinson Owen School on John¬ 


son Road currently houses an 
enrichment program for gifted and 
talented children in kindergarten 
through the third grade. 

College Gate, an educational prog¬ 
ram directed by Joseph and Brenda 
Harrington, uses interactive learn¬ 
ing techniques to make the material 
not only fun, but something they will 
understand and remember. 

Trudy Coleman, College Gate’s 
coordinator, attribites part of the 
program’s success to what she sees 
as a tendency in modern-day public 
education to “standardize things.” 
Through College Gate, however, she 
said children are allowed to explore 
their special areas of interest, where 
they might not otherwise get the 
opportunity to investigate. 

The program offers nearly two 
dozen different classes ranging from 
chemistry and computers to dino¬ 
saurs and creative dramatics. 

According to Coleman, “book 
learning has to be accompanied by 
experience if you want it to stay with 
them.” 

This philosophy of learning is 


implemented by the teachers at Col¬ 
lege Gate. In most classes the small 
period of lecturing is supplemented 
with direct experience, creating a 
unique situation where the children 
interact with the subjects they are 
learning about. 

Coleman said the lessons are 
planned so that a main concept is 
presented. Following the introduc¬ 
tion of this concept, she said, there 
are activities aimed at illustrating 
the new idea as clearly as possible. 

There are a number of College 
Gate locations across Massa¬ 
chusetts, including Easton and 
Stonehill. When students reach 
grade 4 they can no longer attend 
College Gate, but can continue in a 
related program entitled College 
Academy, for grades 4 through 8. 

Children have to be acceptd to the 
program; they are screened and 
judged on the basis of their perfor¬ 
mance on state tests and their IQ. 

Students who are accepted fill out 
a request form that lists the classes 
that the College Gate is planning to 
offer. 


If only a few students sign up for a 
particular class it will be canceled, 
but usually most of the classes are 
offered and students get their top 
choices. 

Students have a trio of 55-minute 
classes each weekday for three 
weeks. Between the second and third 
periods there is what Coleman 
called “quiet time.” During this 
brief session students are encour¬ 
aged to relax. 

Coleman sees this as essential due 
to the fact that “learning is hard 
work.” 

As Coleman and her staff have 
shown, it can be fun as well. 

Cora Stryker, a fourth grader at 
Muraco School is certain that “it’s 
more fun than school.” 

“Besides, it’s only a half day,” 
added third grader Karen Marmon, 
anxious to get back to her computer 
terminal. 

The students were excited about 
the material they were learning, and 
for some, staying longer than the 
three-week session wasn’t such an 
awful thought.

Some cops miss kiosk

Downtown Winchester has a new 
look with the removal of the police 
box from the rotary intersection. 

At their July 11 meeting, select¬ 
men voted 4-1 in favor of removing 
the police box due to a recommenda¬ 
tion from Police Chief John 
McHugh. Frank Sopper voted 
against the recommendation. 

In a memo to selectmen, McHugh 
said the box “clashes aesthetically 
with the downtown renovations and 
decor. 

“It obstructs the view of motorists 
at this intersection and creates a 
safety hazard for motorists and 
pedestrians alike. 

“The box is not functional for 
purposes of traffic control. 

"It serves no useful police pur¬ 
pose, other than as a location for a 
callbox, that cannot easily be 
achieved by an officer assigned to 
this route,” said McHugh in his 
memo. 


Selectmen agreed with McHugh’s 
reasoning. 

“I’m swayed by the Chief’s argu 
ment. 1 think it’s an eyesore and 
ought to be removed,” said Select¬ 
man Thomas Schmitt. However, he 
supported replacing the box at some 
point with a structure which fits in 
with the aesthetics of downtown. 

However, Sopper disagreed with 
removing the police box. “It’s for 
the public good to have it there. It’s a 
very comforting feeling” to know a 
police officer is normally on duty 
there, he added. 

“Maybe the best way of getting 
something there is to take it out,” 
said Chairman Robert Deering. 

One patrolman who isn’t too happy 
the box is being removed is Douglas 
Wilkinson. In his written statement 
presented to selectmen, Wilkinson 
referred to the box as a “land¬ 
mark”, and pointed out that it 
serves as a "general information 
point.” He noted that it is used by 
police officers to warm up in the 
winter time, as well as to store 
assorted paperwork needed during 
the day. 


Karen M. Buckley has recently 
been named editor of the Winchester 
Star.

Last August she started working 
in the production department at Cen¬ 
tury Publications, Inc., publishers of 
the Winchester Star, Arlington 
Advocate, Watertown Sun and Bel¬ 
mont Citizen-Herald.

“It’s exciting to work in the town 
where I grew up, but it’s also chal¬ 
lenging to write about things and 
people that affect me and my fami¬ 
ly.

The rotation is set up so that every 
third year the term of five of the 
members expires. They are usually 
replaced with five new people. 

This year, however, there were 
only five applicants, four of whom 
currently serve as committee mem¬ 
bers. 

According to official town docu¬ 
ments, the finance committee “shall 
each year receive and review the 
proposed budget submitted by the 
town manager.” 

In addition, the committee is 
required to “conduct one or more 
public hearings and thereafter shall 
file its recommended budget with 
the office of the town clerk for distri¬ 
bution to town meeting members 
and subsquent town meeting 
action.” 

The finance committee meets 
weeekly from January to the middle 
of April, according to Haskell. This 
year, however, he said meetings will 
begin in September, due to the 
increased workload the facing the 
committee. 

Haskell was not optimistic about 
the upcoming year in Winchester. 

He said he feels a “serious finan¬ 
cial crisis” is inevitable in the next 
year or two. “The only solution is a 
revenue solution,” he added. 

Haskell was concerned with the 
school system in Winchester, which 
he said does not receive adequate 
funding. In all areas, education 
included, he said he was firm in his 
belief that the town must decide on a 
“certain level of service” it wants to 
maintain. 

The budget is very rigidly defined, 
said Haskell, and unlike past years 
there is “simply no give” in the 
allocation of funds to the different 
programs in Winchester. 

“You can only cut so much,” he 
added.

John F. Looney 

According to John Looney, “the 
whole local aid formula has to be 
looked at.” 

Looney said that while Winchester 
is one of the towns in the state which 
is well-managed, the town did not 
receive an adequate share of local 
aid this year. 

“Both Winchester and Stoneham 
have to get a fair share of the state 
aid revenue,” he said. 

Looney said town’s who work local 
aid funds into their budgets are hurt 
by cuts because that money has been 
allocated to specific programs. 

“We have to have a better handle 
on what the collections are (by the 
state),” said Looney. A better 
apportionment of state revenue will 
enable towns to plan how much 
money they will receive and where 
to allocate the funds. 

' One example Looney provided as 
an area in which the state should 
allocate more funds is vocational 
education. 

“If the state paid its fair share of 
the costs of vocational education, 
there would be money freed up for 
other areas,” he said. 

Looney said more money is 
needed for the roads as well as the 
elderly, which could come from 
state aid. 

“There are so many areas the 
funds could go to,” he noted. Liabili¬ 
ty insurance and business-sponsored 
day-care programs, as well as trans¬ 
portation are other areas where 
state funds could be put to use, 
Looney added.

William O’Leary 

Republican candidate William 
O’Leary said the concern at the 
present time should be to repeal the 
budget and revert lottery funds back 
to towns and cities. 

According to O’Leary, “the lottery 
was clearly set up for money to go to 
cities and towns in Massachusetts.” 
With funds in jeopardy for this 
year’s budget, O’Leary said towns 
planning on these funds will experi¬ 
ence problems. 

“Town Managers and town plan¬ 
ners can’t plan on that money,” said 
O’Leary. “It’s not a responsible way 
to do things.” He pointed out that 
while Governor Dukakis is plugging 
what he feels is a balanced budget, 
people are not getting what they 
expected. 

O’Leary said the state must prior¬ 
itize. “They have to look to impor¬ 
tant things,” he said. 

“I think they should recall the 
legislature and vote to restore the 
(lottery) money to states and 
towns,” O’Leary added. 

“With a $12 billion budget, there 
has got to be something else that can 
go,” said O’Leary. For example, he 
pointed out unnecessary consulting 
fees in government agencies can be 
eliminated. 

O’Leary added that the environ¬ 
ment, water, “and towns being able 
to get by and not go backwards is 
very important” in considering local 
aid. 

Paul Casey 

For Paul Casey, local aid is not 
only funds received from the state’s 
“cherry sheet,” but “all the money 
the state gets back,” including lot¬ 
tery funds. 

“Our share of local aid is crucial 
to our budget,” said Casey. With 
recent reductions in lottery funds 
reverted to towns and cities, Casey 
said budgets are sure to suffer. 

However, Casey noted four cures 
he sees to offset the effects of 
reduced local aid. 

First, Casey said the long-range 
solution is to “look at how other

communities solve their problems. 
Increasing taxes is a simpletons 
approach. It only cures the symp¬ 
toms, not the cause.” 

Second, Winchester should look to 
other communities to see if func¬ 
tions, such as providing special edu¬ 
cation, can be shared. 

Casey’s third cure is to turn to 
state and federal government to see 
if grants are available. 

Finally, the state should set priori¬ 
ties and account for those programs 
that are priorities through specific 
line item budgets. 

Local aid should be addressed to 
areas such as housing and water 
problems, added Casey. 


Todd Cronan 

In discussing local aid, Todd Cro¬ 
nan said it is essential to distinguish 
between formula aid and discretion¬ 
ary aid. 

Because Cronan sees formula aid,; 
the bulk of funds received by towns,! 
being continually tightened, he said; 
the job of the next state representa-. 
tive is to focus on discretionary aid.; 
Discretionary aid is what completes, 
projects such as the downtown beau-' 
tification, noted Cronan. 

In addition, it can be applied to 
areas such as water quality, hazard¬ 
ous waste disposal, technical assis¬ 
tance grants from DEQE (depart¬ 
ment of environmental quality 
engineering), elderly transporta¬ 
tion, and housing which specifically 
helps the elderly, added Cronan. 

Cronan said in seeking local aid 
funds, it is “extremely important” 
to go to the state with a “very 
focused agenda to target areas 
which can most benefit the town.” 
By working with town boards, a 
representative can understand the 
needs of the town before asking for 
money from the state, he said. 

“It’s very direct, hands-on 
involvement,” noted Cronan. 

Waste and mismanagement at the 
state level must be eliminated, 
added Cronan. “Local aid is tax 
dollars needed,” he said.

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Beach reopens, water gets health OK

Swimmers can once again beat the 
heat at Leonard Beach. 

According to Joseph Tabbi, health 
director, the beach reopened July 23 
after test results indicated a safe 
level of bacteria in the water. 

Leonard Beach was closed July 15 
due to high counts of coliform bac¬ 
teria in the water. The specific type 
of bacteria found in Leonard Beach 
water was coliform fecal, which 


could be caused by sewage in the 
water, as well as duck, goose and 
human waste. 

The bacteria count in water sam¬ 
ples drawn by health officials July 13 
tested in excess of the level allowed 
by state regulations. 

Those rules require closing a 
beach with a coliform bacteria level 
greater than 1,000 per 100 ml. of 
water. The July 15 level at Leonard 
Beach was more than 2,400 per 100 
ml. of water when results were 
received. 


However, Tabbi said results 
received July 22 were well below 
those allowed by state regulations. 

Tabbi said two water samples 
were drawn July 21 and were tested 
at different laboratories. 

“Both indicate we’re well below 
the state level,” said Tabbi. He 
noted that improvements in coliform 
counts are due to treatment of the 
water with chlorine. 

Tabbi said he will meet with other 
town officials today to discuss the 


Leonard Beach problem. 

“There is an on-going investiga¬ 
tion as to why the counts got as high 
as they did,” said Tabbi. He noted 
that while the water is normally 
tested every two weeks, the health 
department will test the water every 
few days over the course of the next 
few weeks to ensure a low bacteria 
count is maintained. 

“We will continue to test and 
investigate until the source is 
found,” said Tabbi.

The bashing of 
the candidates

Every presidential campaign gen¬ 
erates a motif. When the electoral 
dust settles from our present one, it 
will he remembered as the contest 
which gave us candidate bashing. 

The media are actually doing to 
Vice President George Bush and 
Governor Michael Dukakis what 
Richard Nixon claimed they did to 
him in his star-crossed run for Gov¬ 
ernor of California: verbally kicking 
him around. However, not all the 
media are bashing Bush and Duka- 
'kis with equal intensity: television is 
clearly the front runner. 

Whether it is the usually civilized 
and often smug minions of David 
• Brinkley, or the hyperactive hen¬ 
chmen of John McLaughlin, televi¬ 
sion is putting the knock on Bush and 
Dukakis. They are. their television 
tormentors tell us. boring, and lack¬ 
ing in vision. 

The legitimacy of newscasters to 
demean our presidential hopefuls is 
not in question. But it is becoming an 
industry-wide practice which is not 
at all helpful. A glaring example 
here is Wall Street Week’s caustic 
quipper, Louis Rukeyser. Recently, 
he went far afield to add his own 
down-the-nose critique which stated 
both men were boring. 

Television’s reporters and com¬ 
mentators castigate Bush and Duka¬ 
kis because it has been difficult to 
solidify their visions If they can’t 
nail down a political vision, then 
television is, indeed, in trouble. 

Vision (formerly “sizzle”) is a 
precursor to action. Action, in turn, 
sells tissue paper and beer. Thus, 
without vision, television suffers its 
own form of ennui. 

At the same time, candidates with 
too much vision are also beyond the 
pale because they cause too much 
action for the cool medium. 
Reverend Jesse Jackson's vision is 
considered too radical and causes 
too much excitement. Others not 
acceptable to television would be 
deemed to be too iffy, too futuristic, 
or too much of a throwback. 

An acceptable vision, no matter 
the content, is also one that can be 
easily distilled into 30-second spots 
or 60-second analyses by the 
carefully-coiffed commentators and 
attempting-to-be avuncular anchor¬ 
men. Neither candidate, at this junc¬ 
ture, has presented such a vision. 

They’ve also added to television’s 
troubles by being less than electrify¬ 
ing on the stump. Neither Bush nor 
Dukakis would win or place in a 
rhetoric contest. Nevertheless, they 
have discernible political visions, 
and ones which are quite similar. 
Simply stated, if elected, they would 
try their damnedest to run our bur¬ 
geoning bureaucracy. 

While Dukakis stresses his mana¬ 
gerial skills a little more than Bush, 
both submit their government 
experience as the top resume entry 
which qualifies them for the job. 
They would, if elected, work hard on 
those devilish “D" words — deficits, 
drugs and defense. Maybe they 
would even work on weekends. 


Not a vision you say? Maybe not. 
but it’s all we need. We don’t need a 
president to re-invent the wheels of 
government. We have fine institu¬ 
tions inspired and molded by some 
of the smartest men who ever 
started a government. They gave us 
plenty of vision. For example, what 
else should be added to “all men are 
created equal,” or that we should 
have a government to “insure 
domestic tranquility”? These are 
visions with sufficient challenge to 
entertain even the most bored televi¬ 
sion commentator. 

What Bush and Dukakis — in their 
inept ways — are trying to commu¬ 
nicate to us is that they are willing to 
take this charge of maintaining a 
level and tranquil playing field: it is 
a serious presidential objective. 
Neither one has said anything thus 
far to contravene this. They may 
disagree, in small ways. as to how to 
achieve it, but even their disagree¬ 
ments aren’t large. In fact, possibly 
their differences are not as pro¬ 
nounced as either candidate would 
like. 

Bush is not a Reagan clone. Neith¬ 
er is Dukakis an off-the-shelf- 
Northeast-liberal. That leaves them 
both embracing a centrist position, 
and without obvious conservative or 
liberal visions, television’s reportor- 
ial and analytic skills can be serious¬ 
ly drained. 

It’s not that television doesn’t 
have the resources to try to discern 
and analyze the immediate and long¬ 
term effects of a Bush/Dukakis 
shared vision, it is that they’ve lost 
interest. It is easier to pontificate 
from their coffee-tabled and colle¬ 
gial ambience then it is to struggle 
with the not-easily categorized 
ideas. 

Television owes us more than the 
harangues we’ve heard thus far. Let 
them report the candidates’ views*in 
a straight-forward manner. Don’t 
worry about the lack of vision, just 
get the facts right. A little leg work, 
rumination, and serious writing are 
real cures for their summer-time 
blues. 

If it’s bashing that television 
needs: how about going after the 
scoundrels whose hands — as well as 
other parts of their anatomy — 
appear to have been in our defense 
department cookie jars? Those fel¬ 
lows need a little media-bashing. 

At the moment, this election is a 
close one. About half of us have not 
yet decided for whom we’re going to 
vote. To perform our democratic 
duty in the most effective manner, 
we don’t need the limited percep¬ 
tions of television. We need to exa¬ 
mine, no matter their style, two men 
of substance who are willing to 
tackle one of the most awesome jobs 
in the world. 

We have enough vision. What we 
need is an electronic medium willing 
to accurately capture what the can¬ 
didates say and do. We need good 
data about their plans to insure that 
the playing field will be expanded 
for all men and women, and that our 
relative tranquility will grow and 
endure.

It is eight o’clock on a sultry 
summer night. Moisture from a zil¬ 
lion air conditioners drips like the 
sands of Time onto skillet-hot sidew¬ 
alks. Brown lawns crackle under¬ 
foot. The heat of the day, trapped in 
cars and in asphalt, simmers and 
ticks and subsides in a slow' exhala¬ 
tion, as skies grow dark. 

I am in the kitchen, alone tonight 
with the kids. Our little boy, ena¬ 
mored like many a small child with 
the various doors and window's of his 
little body, plucks a plastic bead 
from a collage he has made, thinks, 
“I know' where this will fit!”, and 
inserts it in his nose. He screams in 
pain, sends a finger in after it, and 
drives the bead farther. 

I rush him to the sink, dig out 
tweezers and a flashlight, and tip 
him back for a look. The bead is 
almost out of sight, nearly round the 
corner - from what, though? The 
small and crucial passage of his 
w'indpipe? His very brain? Coming 
at him thus, I flash on the Egyptians 


of Ramesses’ time, and how, by this 
very method of drawing brains out 
through the nose, they turned Phar- 
oahs into mummies. I poke once, 
and decide the bead is too far back; 
grab wallet; grab kids; and head for 
the Emergency Room. 

Now' the E.R. of any hospital on a 
hot summer night is bound to be 
jammed. This one looks like the 
triage area of a M.A.S.H. unit, 
packed to the walls with the casual¬ 
ties of cookouts, and swimmin’ 
holes, and what my mother used to 
call a General Lack of Supervision. 

This night we have among the 
patients and, accompanied each by 
several relatives, a teen with a swol¬ 
len knee, a man with an ugly gash, a 
toddler with a fever, and an old 
woman in a wheelchair, who, asleep 
with head back and mouth open, 
looks a bit like Ramesses herself. 

“You’ll have a wait,” the nurse 
tells us all. “A lot of very sick people 
are ahead of you.” We thank God 
silently for the television perched 
like a hawk near the ceiling. 

We sit. Gradually, the children 
creep forward, shy as Disney’s fore¬ 


st animals, and make acquaintance. 
Eventually, they troop off together 
in search of vending machines. 

TV shows wash over us - ads, 
22-minutes plots, more ads. 

A man comes in and heads for the 
desk. He is six-foot-five with 
shoulder-length hair and a biker’s T 
shirt. In his tatooed arms he carries 
a newborn. Everyone winces, to 
think of this frail life endangered. 
But it is his wife and not his child 
who is sick. She comes forward, is 
ushered inside, and now our wait 
will be longer by one. 

At ten, the nurse comes out with 
coffee and a tray of juice. “You’ll be 
here another two hours, minimum,” 
she says. 

By now we hardly mind. We’ve 
struck up friendships. The fevered 
toddler dashes about, genial and 
glad-handed as the father of the 
bride. 

“What’s wrong with yours?” a 
mother asks me, and we tell her. “A 
BEE up his nose? ALIVE?!” We set 
her straight. 

“One of mine did that once,” says 
another. ‘‘Stuffed her whole dinner 


up there. Hot dogs, beans...I 
screamed and she cried so hard, she 
sneezed it all out again.” 

Five young men shuffle in, one 
with a hand swollen fat as five 
sausages. They belly up to the desk 
as to a bar, and ask how long the 
wait. The nurse gestures toward us 
cattle. You need a reservation, it 
seems. They shuffle back out. 

The news comes on; the Carson 
show. The fevered toddler drops in 
sleep, his fever broken. It is out turn 
at last. 

The doctor takes out Mr. Bodily 
Orifice, stretches out his little form 
and goes to work. He uses a miner’s 
hat with a beacon light, and some¬ 
thing called a bayonet tweezers. We 
grow momentarily faint. And then it 
is over. 

We say goodbye to our new friends 
in the waiting room. We have saved 
the bead, for Show-And-Tell. We get 
home at midnight, dog-tired, but 
praying silently that all this child’s 
problems might be thus easily 
solved.

Residents says 
inequity exists 
in water bills 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The purpose of this letter is to 
point out an inequity in the billing of 
water bills in the Town of 
Winchester. 

Residents of the town who are 
billed on an April-to-October cycle 
receive two bills each year at the 
same water use rate. I am billed on a 
January to July cycle and receive on 
bill at the current rate for the year 
and a second bill at next year’s 
increased rate. 

Therefore if fees are increasing, 1 
pay more for a year’s water supply 
than a resident on the April to Octob¬ 
er cycle.

TO T1IE EDITOR: 

Leonard’s Pool, one of .the leading 
recreational areas in the town for 50 
years, has been shut down because 
of pollution. The thousands of people 
that it served will have to go 
elsewhere. 

This complex problem can be sol¬ 
ved quickly by taking appropriate 
action. There are clear cut steps that 
should be taken immediately. 


It should begin with the formation 
of a task force directed by someone 
with authority such as the Town 
Manager. This task force must have 
knowledgeable and administrative 
representation. All departments 
with strong interest and concern 
should be involved in this project. 

Problem: There is a pollution 
source. We do not know whether it is 
human or animal. Therefore, we 
cannot eliminate any possible sour¬ 
ce. We can only treat symptoms — 
coliform bacteria. To date this has 
not been too effective. 

Solution: Have the task force 
design and complete a study of the 
pond and its immediate environs. 
Focus upon human and animaf sour¬ 
ce as well as downstream and 
upstream testing. Examine deep 
well samples and flow rates. Mea¬ 
sure pond inflow and outflow as well 
as other technical practices consis¬ 
tent with the problem. 

Action: Quick response can result 
in the re-opening of this important 
town recreational resource. Leo¬ 
nard’s Pool should he as clean as it 
was when my children learned to 
swim and worked as lifeguards 
there.

Having loyal opposition is an invaluable asset

Multi-party democracy is getting 
to be all the rage. 

With Burma’s soon-to-be-ex dicta¬ 
tor calling for a referendum on one- 
party rule and the Soviets discussing 
the abstract possibility of letting 
non-Communists into the political 
process, competitive government 
appears to be on the rise. 

The fact that there are two parties 
in the United States is only a matter 
of historical accident. Mathematics 
show that the existence of two cases 
implies the existence of “n” cases, 
and therefore a five-party political 
system such as that which burbles 
away in Austria is perfectly logical. 

But having more than one party 
seems to be definitely a plus. When 


there are at least two parties, one is 
always out of power. Opposition has 
a time-honored tradition in the West. 

The French are particulary acute 
at the practice of antagonism. 
Whenever a certain group feels its 
position is not being heard at the 
Elysee Palace, it takes over the 
streets of the Quartier Latin and 
throws up the barricades. A pitched 
battle ensues, which the administra¬ 
tion inevitably wins. But that turns 
out to be only a first round and the 
rebels of that year become the legi¬ 
slators of the next in a real-life 
version of Les Miserables, played 
over and over. 

During the riots on the streets of 
Paris in the spring of 1982, I had a 
bicycle’s rapid mobility to help 
negotiate the narrow alleyways as 
they were consumed by one of these 
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confrontations. I would pop out onto 
an intersection with a pile of burning 
tires blocking the confluence of four 
streets. A block down on the left, 
the riot squad marched slowly tow¬ 
ard me, plastic shields butting in 
Roman fashion, rubber bullets and 
tear gas ready. On the right, hunk¬ 
ered down behind the fenders of old 
VWs, protesters gripped the French 
equivalent of two-by-fours and 
waited. I slipped across the intersec¬ 
tion probably half a minute before 
the cops let loose. 

All that spring they fought, closing 
off whole sections of the city. It was 
the right-wing Alsatian law students 
and all the random malcontents they 
could muster against the policies of 
the socialist government. But one 
street over from the battle, people 
were sipping Pernod at their leisure 


in the outdoor cafes. Parisians, like 
New Yorkers, are world-wise and 
jaded. 

Yes, those sophisticated Fren- 
chfolk seemed to take for granted 
what is really a natural political 
process in a democracy. The party 
out of power serves as a barometer 
of the public’s feeling about the 
regime. If the ruling party becomes 
too corrupt, the public begins to hate 
it and backs the opposition. This 
mechanism regulates power and 
keeps authority responsive to the 
will of the people. 

A good example from U.S. politics 
is what happened to Tammany Hall 
during the Depression. When the 
Democrats’ stranglehold on New 
York became intolerable to the 
populace, Fiorello La Guardia was

able to break in as a Republican 
outsider. Even with ward heeling 
and a steady flow of graft, corrup¬ 
tion and patronage to grease the 
Tammany machine, the voters were 
ultimately able to turn out the beast 
and stem the tide of dollars flowing 
into the wrong pockets. 

The Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union is even finding its sove¬ 
reignty challenged. Armenian resi¬ 
dents of Nagorno-Karabakh have 
formed their own provincial govern¬ 
ment and are refusing to recognize 
the authority of the local Party lead¬ 
ership, provoking a crisis in the 
Kremlin. Calls for a multi-party sys¬ 
tem have also been heard in the 
Baltic republics as well as in 
Moscow. 

The rot engendered by one organi¬ 
zation’s being too long in the saddle 
attracts the ire of the disen¬ 
franchised, which brings us to the 


current administration in 
Washington. 

During eight years in office 
Ronald Reagan presided over unpre¬ 
cedented corruption among his min¬ 
ions. From Ray Donovan’s mob con¬ 
nections to Ed Meese’s dubious 
Wedtech involvement, from Cap 
Weinberger’s stealing from the publ¬ 
ic to enrich the arms manufacturers 
to Ollie North’s dealings in guns and 
hostages, from Michael Deaver’s 
selling of influence to Pentagon offi¬ 
cials’ selling of bidding information, 
there has been a wholesale, whoo¬ 
pee, anything-goes betrayal of the 
public trust. 

Michael Dukakis may not be a 
very spectacular leader, but his par¬ 
ty does have the advantage of being 
out of power. And that looks better 
all the time.

Minor consent 
forms available 
for parents 

Occasions have arisen when 
emergency treatment is required for 
minor children whose parents have 
left them in custody of someone else 
while they are on a business or 
vacation trip or otherwise unable to 
be reached. 

Legally, hospitals are prevented 
from administering certain forms of 
treatment, e.g., anesthssia, surgery, 
without the parent’s consent. 



Certainly no one expects anything 
serious to happen, but accidents do 
occur. Winchester Hospital recom¬ 
mends parents or guardians be pre¬ 
pared by completing the hospital’s 
“Authorization To Consent To Medi¬ 
cal Treatment for a Mnor Child.’’ 

Both parents must sign it in the 
presence of a witness, and it should 
be given to the person in whose care 
the child will be left. A separate 
form must be filled out for each 
minor child.

Waste disposal now more than a burning issue

Old-timers can remember when 
town dumps, called landfills now, 
were the primary way by which we 
disposed of trash. 

Because all types of waste were 
dumped in them, they became feed¬ 
ing troughs for rats. Treated with 
lye, which required a burning pro¬ 
cess, the dumps were often located 


near rivers and streams. 

Thus, the toxic materials flowed 
away in the water — sometimes into 
cellars, often into soils used for 
farming, and almost always into 
harbors. We didn’t know' it at the 
time but they were dispensers of 
illness and death. 

When public health authorities 
began to regulate the dumps, they 
barred the most lethal industrial 
wastes. However, they had to be

dumped somewhere, and they were. 

The results came dramatically to 
light in Niagara Falls where the 
industrial dumping site called Love 
Canal was found responsible for a 
rising incidence of cancer and other 
diseases. Similar horrors were soon 
discovered in a number of communi¬ 
ties, not least among them, Woburn. 

Dumps themselves were becom¬ 
ing overwhelmed by enormous 
increases in waste materials. 

Post World War II had become a 
disposable society in which consum¬ 
er items were deliberately designed 
for short lives. At the same time, 
customer complaints, safety fac¬ 
tors, marketing techniques and, per¬ 
haps, some dynamic packaging 
sales people produced increasingly 
bulky packaging using greater 
amounts of material. 

Tooth paste tubes, once sold as is, 
were now encased in boxes and cel- 
lophaone. Items which used to be 
bought off the shelf were now 
encased in boxes, with plastic bags 
for the parts, and surrounded by 
styrofoam protective materials. 

The movement of population from 
town to urban areas, the expansion 
of those areas into the countryside 
and the consequent growth of malls 
took over landfill spaces, reducing 
opportuities to get rid of the increas¬ 
ing waste. 

The answer was said to be inciner¬ 
ators. Billions of dollars were 
devoted to their construction. Incin¬ 
eration was not new, but there had 
been much criticism of it in the past 
as a source of air pollution, which

had persuaded many states to close 
them. 

The new incinerators, called by 
the misleading euphemism resource 
recovery facilities, were designed to 
provide electricity to local electric 
companies, thus supplying a new 
source of energy and providing oper¬ 
ating income for the incinerator. 
They were not intended to accept 
hazardous materials, but were fitted 
with air scrubbers to reduce air 
pollution. 

Four of these are in use in Massa¬ 
chusetts, including the North Andov¬ 
er facility which serves Winchester, 
and four more are planned or under 
construction. 

Despite the hoopla which accom¬ 
panied their introduction, many 
were not provided with scrubbers; 
they faced recurring parts replace¬ 
ment at heavy cost and their pro¬ 
jected life may be much shorter then 
originally predicted. 

The electricity income is often far 
short of covering construction and 
maintenance, and the cost burden 
falls on the communities, like 
Winchester, which are captives of 
long-term contracts. The towns 
using North Andover pay tipping 
fees, now at $57 per ton, which 
fluctuate with changes in electricity 
income. 

Worse, it is difficult for the facili¬ 
ties to prevent custoniers from hav¬ 
ing hazardous waste in their loads. 
Such wastes can even be generated 
by the burning of metallic and plas¬ 
tic articles. Some of this waste 
escapes the scrubbers and that 
which is collected by them must be 
disposed of along with the toxic 
ashes produced by the burning 
process. 

Dr. Paul Connett of St. Lawrence 
University, a leading national figure 
in seeking increased recycling, says 
that “when we burn materials to 
recover energy, we destroy those 
materials, which then have to be 
replaced through processes which 
are not only more energy intensive 


than recycling processes but also 
more polluting.” 

Some critics of incinerators 
charge that there are impressive 
profits for the firms which build 
them and that those firms play down 
both the operating costs and the 
dangers. Supporters of incineration 
say that the amount of dangerous 
material is insignificant and that the 
solution is to keep such material 
from being burned. 

Whatever the case, and the scien¬ 
tific evidence seems to support the 
critics view of toxicity, there are 
steps which can make incineration, 
now a burden on the towns, a last 


rather than a first resort. 

Here are some of those steps. 

• Develop markets for recyclable 
and recycled materials. 

• Reuse, or give to others to use, 
rather than throwing away. 

• Halt the manufacture and use of 
toxic or non-recyclable products 
wherever possible. 

• Refuse to buy or use non- 
recyclable or toxic products, parti¬ 
cularly some plastics. 

• Urge that over packaging be 
halted.

APPRAISAL FOR 
SELLING PRICE? 

While most home sellers rely on recom¬ 
mendations (rom agents to set the selling 
price, this may not work in all cases. For 
example, your land, location or house may 
be so unique that the use of comparable 
sales for pricing is non-existent. In such a 
case, it might not be a bad idea to have an 
official appraisal, (conducted by a professi¬ 
onal appraiser) in your back pocket as ad¬ 
ditional price-setting data. 

Cost-wise, you should agree in advance 
exactly how thorough an appraisal you 
need. Some reports run for 30 pages, in¬ 
cluding photographs of the neighborhood 
and floor plans of each room. Explain that 
a simple letter report will be sufficient, and 
that you are simply seeking an estimate of 
fair market value. 

An appraisal can sometimes be a valua¬ 
ble bargaining tool during negotiations. 
Although it is simply an estimate—albeit 
an informed, skilled one-the buyer will 
usually accept it as impartial proof of va¬ 
lue.

Cleaning up marine environment

Summer has arrived and with 
it comes trips to the beach, out¬ 
ings at ponds, lakes and streams, 
and picnics in open spaces across 
Massachusetts and New 
England. 

Unfortunately, the warm 
weather also brings an increased 
amount of litter, particularly dis¬ 
carded non-biodegradable plas¬ 
tic, that is slowly choking our 
coastal environment. 

The dumping of garbage parti¬ 
cularly effects our oceans. For 
centuries, oceans have served as 
a dumping ground for ships at sea 
and the nation’s coastal cities. 
Today, however, such dumping 
has reached epidemic propor¬ 
tions and created an alarming 
situation. America’s oceans are 
literally being swamped with 
garbage. 

Last year, 1 chaired a commer¬ 
ce committee hearing on plastic 
pollution and what I learned was 
disturbing. The National 
Academy of Science estimates 
that several hundred million 
pounds of plastic products end up 
in the sea each year. Plastic 
trash includes discarded fish 
gear, plastic bottles, six-pack hol¬ 
ders, plastic bags, medical 
waste, styrofoam packing mater¬ 
ials, and a variety of other plastic 
objects. 


The Woods Hole Oceano¬ 
graphic Institution has found that 
four times more plastic debris is 
washing up on our shoreline now 
than just a decade ago. This plas¬ 
tic can take up to 450 years before 
the environment is able to break 
it down. 

The consequences of having 
such plastic pollution littering 
our beaches and surface waters 
are staggering. Not only are 
beaches being closed from recre¬ 
ation use at alarming rates, but 
millions of birds, fish, whales, 
seals and sea turtles die each 
year from ingesting or becoming 
entangled in plastic debris. 

In fact, off the Massachusetts 
coast, a National Marine Fishe¬ 
ries Service researcher studying 
marine life on Georges Bank, 
roughly 50 miles from shore, 
came across a fish with a plastic 
“six-pack” holder hooked around 
its gills - not a very pleasant 
picture. 

Clearly, the problem of plastic 
pollution is a worldwide issue and 
much of the debris that ends up in 
our oceans comes from foreign 
ships. In an effort to find a solu¬ 
tion and to rid our waters of the 
plastic that is plaguing our mar¬ 
ine life, the Senate ratified Annex 
V of the MARPOL Convention 
last November. 


This provision prohibits the 
dumping and discharge from ves¬ 
sels of plastic garbage anywhere 
in the ocean. Disposl of packing 
material is prohibited within 25 
miles of land and disposal of 
other garbage, such as food 
wastes, glass and metal, is prohi¬ 
bited within 12 miles. In addition, 
reception facilities capable of 
accepting garbage from vessels 
will be required at ports and 
terminals. 

To implement this treaty in the 
U.S., I cosponsored the Plastic 
Pollution and Research and Con¬ 
trol Act of 1987 which passed the 
Senate and was signed into law 
last December. The legislation 
directs the coast guard to develop 
regulations to create garbage 
reception facilities in our ports 
and to ensure that ships are using 
such facilities. It also includes a 
provision that I authored which 
initiates a three-year public out¬ 
reach program to educate the 
public on the harmful effects of 
plastic pollution in our marine 
environment. 

Through workshops, public ser¬ 
vice announcements, posters and 
distribution of information, the 
program will target recreational 
boaters, fishermen and other 
users of the marine environment, 
and will educate them on the need 
to reduce the amount of plastic 


pollution in our seas. It will also 
focus on educating citizens on the 
damaging effect of plastic debris 
when if is thoughtlessly 
discarded. 

It is important to realize that a 
real commitment already exists 
at the federal, state and local 
level to clean up our marine envi¬ 
ronment. Billions of dollars are 
currently being leveraged to 
clean up polluted waterways such 
as Boston Harbor, Buzzards Bay 
and the Chesapeake Bay to name 
only a few. It would be criminal, 
however, to pour money into our 
oceans, rivers lakes without giv¬ 
ing attention to one of the major 
irritants, plastic debris. 

Massachusetts’ coast line, 
lakes and streams are some of 
the State’s most precious natural 
resources. As a nation we have 
taken great steps towards curb¬ 
ing and cleaning up plastic and 
other pollution through the legi¬ 
slative process. The final results 
of these efforts will depend, how¬ 
ever, on all of us as individual. 

As the summer gets underway 
it is imperative that everyone 
take the initiative to properly 
dispose of litter and do their part 
to save our water environment 
for future generations.

Tap into the goldmine in your home

The Greater Boston real estate 
boom of the 1980’s has sent home 
prices soaring. Seemingly over 
night, land values doubled, and then 
doubled again. 

As a result, thousands of home 
owners were sitting on top of gold¬ 
mines. But how could one put that 
gold to use without selling? Three 
years ago, this question was 
answered with the large-scale intro¬ 
duction of the home equity loan. 

A home equity loan can provide 
homeowners with enormous pools of 
money from which to borrow. For 
some, it is tempting to use these 
readily-available funds to finance 
everything from education to vaca¬ 
tions to automobiles. After all, the 
rates are very favorable. 

According to the Associated 
Press, in 1987 the average interest 
charged for a home equity loan was 

10.2 percent as compared to 17.9 
percent for the average credit card, 

14.2 percent for a 24-month personal 
loan and 10.5 percent for a 48-month 
new car loan. However, if used reck¬ 
lessly, the home equity loan can hold 
a number of risks for the borrower. 

What is it? 

A home equity loan allows borrow¬ 
ers access to the equity built up in 
their homes. In a healthy real estate 
market with sharply increasing 
property values, equity builds up 
rapidly. 

For instance, a home bought ten to 
twenty years ago for $40,000 could 
now be worth upwards of $300,000. If 
the mortgage has been paid off, the 
total equity available to the borrow¬ 
er is equal to the home’s market 
value. In other cases, the balance of 
the mortgage is subtracted from the 
market value to determine how 
much equity is available to the 
borrower. 

Most banks do have home equity 
lending limits of between 75 and 80 
percent of the value of the home. 


Thus, the buying power on a $300,000 
home could be as much as $240,000, 
less the amount still owed on a first 
mortgage. 

Tax deductions 

Though they are relatively new, 
home equity loans have become 
popular very quickly, in large part 
due to tax reform. Although many 
other deductions are being phased 
out through 1991, home equity loans 
are still deductible. 

Many home owners can deduct 
one hundred percent of the interest 
incurred on their home equity loans. 
The deductible amount can vary 
among individual homeowners, and 
a bank representative or tax expert 
should be consulted in each case. 

Non-traditional features 

Unlike most traditional loans, the 
borrower of a home equity loan is 
not required to give the lender a 
specific purpose for the money and 
can use the money for any reason. 
With a solid credit history and avail¬ 
able equity, the home owner can 
borrow against the equity in his 
home for any purpose. 

In addition, once the homeowner 
has been approved for a home equity 
loan, he can access this line of credit 
at any time for whatever amount he 
wishes. No matter what it is used 
for, the interest on a home equity 
loan remains tax deductible. 

Beware of risks 

The home equity loan provides a 
new twist to traditional lending. Its 
unique features not only provide 
many unforeseen opportunities, but 
also a number of potential risks. 

The risk: If the home owner bor¬ 
rows too much and can’t pay it back, 
he could lose his home. The onus is 
on the borrower to be responsible. 

Before entering into a home equity 
loan, the borrower should be certain 
that he can afford to carry this 
additional debt and that the home 
equity loan is the best way to finance 
any specific project or venture. If a 
home equity loan is to be used for 


investment opportunities, the bor¬ 
rower should be especially careful. 
If the investment goes bad, the loan 
still has to be repaid. 

In short, the home owner must be 
a very careful money manager when 
dealing with home equity lending. 

If the borrower isn’t careful, home 


equity loans can create financial 
difficulties instead of solving them. 
However, if used responibly, these 
loans can provide a very effective 
new financing vehicle.

Family quilts: a labor of love 

Quilt exhibit provides joyful look at family treasures

Quilts were selected for the cur¬ 
rent exhibition at The New England 
Quilt Museum by curator Connie 
Wood of Boxford with an eye toward 
whay they had to say about the 
family. Labor Of Love: Family 
Quilts Past, Present and Future pro¬ 
vides a joyful, touching and informa¬ 
tive look at how familial feelings 
have been translated and quite liter¬ 
ally sewn into quilts since the early 
19th century. 

Wood has assembled some 25 
examples of quilts with a remark¬ 
able range, from the documentation 
of family history and celebrations, 
to narration of events, to sombre as 
well as lovingly whimsical comme¬ 
moration of family losses. 

“The quilts selected for this exhib¬ 
ition tell stories about people,” Wood 
explains. “Being labor intensive, 
quilts are inherently imbued with 
the personalities of their makers.” 

A tour of the show gives us the 
sense that the quilts are, indeed, 
imbued not only with their makers’ 
personalities, but with their hearts 
and souls as well. 

“I didn’t discover quilting until 
after I was 60 years old,” says 
Francis Drolet O’Brien of Somervil¬ 
le. “It is the passion of my old age: 
my narcotic when I hurt, my tran¬ 
quilizer when I am anxious, my 
comfort when I am lonely. I find it 
infinitely creative and unbelievably 
exciting.” 

O’Brien’s quilt, Molly Presten’s 


ard a central block. Mandalas of 
daffodils dance in happy profusion 
upon the calico-printed contrasting¬ 
ly dark hub. Around the green 
rectangles are embroidered the 
words, “Dear one sleep sweetly and 
dream of lilacs and violets and rain- 
scented spring nights.” 

Molly Presten was O’Brien’s 
mother, and her life of hardship and 
loss left her daughter bereft of the 
comforting expression of their bond. 
Mother never told me she loved 
me,” says O’Brien, “although I 
know she did. When I did the irises I 
started thinking of her...she was 
never so happy as when in her 
garden.” 

Just as O’Brien was able to come 
to terms with her feelings about her 
mother through her quilt, Arline K. 
Morrison of Lexington came to 
peace and acceptance of the loss of 
her son by celebrating his life and 
youthful wisdom in the quilt, Child 
Of The Universe. Clearly a wall 
hanging rather than a bed covering, 
Morrison’s quilt is small in size but 
big in its theme. 

A burst of embroidered orange 
and yellow threads on a muted 
purple ground form a constellation 
of light around a singular gold star. 
The quiltmaker — the mother — 
writes that the quilt is “in memory 
of our son, ardent amateur astro* 
nomer and naturalist whose 
intererst in nature inspired me to

On the Boards 

Mr. Sloane is very entertaining

ENTERTAINING MR. SLOANE. by 
Joe Orton; directed by Peter Kelley; 
set design by Tony Siracusa; cos¬ 
tumes by Laurie Holmstedt; lighting 
by Steve Mendes; sound by John 
Bowen.

The New Ehrlich Theatre has 
reprised its solid spring production 
of Joe Orton's bizarre black comedy 
Entertaining Mr. Sloan and it’s 
more entertaining than ever. After 
some 25 years, this savage yet comic 
drama remains a biting and violent 
commentary on the author’s dark 
view of life at the base of the totem 
pole and the double standards of 
society. 

The* time span is early spring to 
late fall in 1964. The locale is a drab 
house north of London that sits in the 
middle of a dump. Slatternly, forty* 
ish Kath (Terry Stoecker) has 
picked up a young, attractive punk 
named Sloane (John Sharian) at the 
library and taken him home on the 
pretext of renting him a room. Kath. 
love-starved, emotionally insecure, 
and maternally frustrated, posses¬ 
ses an insatiable sexual appetite. 
Within moments she seduces Sloane. 
young enough to be her son. 


Sloane. wanton and manipulative, 
smolders with aggression. An overt 
opportunist, he has been selling him¬ 
self to the highest bidder since age 
14. 

Kath’s upwardly mobile, superfi¬ 
cially cultured brother Ed (Michael 
Goodson), on the surface a paragon 
of virtue, is shocked to learn of the 
improprieties between Kath and 
Sloane. While insisting that his sis¬ 
ter’s reputation must be protected 
and that all such activities are at an 
end, in his own perverse way he is 
determined to have Sloane for 
himself. 

Kemp (Michael Littman) the 
sibling’s elderly father, recognizes 
Sloane as the murderer of his former 
employer, but Ed and Kath are so 
consumed with lust and passion 
while engaging in their cat-and- 
mouse game of conquest, that 
Kemp’s revelation goes unheeded. 

To silence Kemp, Sloane stomps 
the old man to death, an act that 
hardly ruffles Kath or Ed. Indeed, 
they have Sloane just where they 
want him. They agree to share 
Sloane, each using him as they 
please six months of the year. 
Orton’s message: while everyone 
speaks of principle they tuck away 
not only the corpses on the living- 
room floor but also the corpse of 
western civilization. 


Peter Kelley's direction remains 
taut and tense throughout and under 
his firm hand Michael Goodson, Ter¬ 
ry Stoecker and John Sharian contri¬ 
bute a stellar ensemble effort. Good- 
son. with his somewhat prissy, 
tight-pants sort of gait and his lofty 
veneer, could not be better! Stoeck¬ 
er. totally realistic, writhes agoniz¬ 
ingly with sexual desire. That she’s 
a bit too youthful for the role matters 
not one iota. Regrettably, her thick 
cockney often makes her dialogue 
unfathomable. 

Sharian also chips in with an 
excellent characterization that 
would be even better were he more 
menacing. And Littman, once he 
masters consistancy with his infor- 
mities — his limp, the hand tremors, 
his impaired eyesight — will prove a 
most w’elcome addition.

unseen, unheard about. Finding 
ways in which to keep the memory of 
Patric Don Morrison alive has 
helped me greatly to find peace of 
mind and acceptance of the reality 
of loss.” 

The family was the basis for the 
choifce Rachel K. Baumartner of 
Reading made for the central design 
of her quilt, and the family presence 
was an important part of the process 
and completion. The memory that 
she pnd her brother had grown up 
being called ‘‘the heavenly twins” 
prompted Baumgartner to select the 
Heavenly Stars pattern as the center 
element in the traditional medallion 
quilf motif. Despite his red-green 
color-blindness, her father wanted to 
help choose the colors of the quilt. 
“The colors he chose were orange, 
green, yellow and black,” remem¬ 
bers Baumgartner. ‘‘Needless to 
say, I chose my own colors. My 
father couldn’t understand why.” 

As her father’s health failed over 
the following 15 months. Baumgart¬ 
ner spent hours sitting and talking 
and quilting at his bedside. Visits 
included talks of why the quilt would 
look better in orange, green, yellow 
and black rather than the slate blue 
and soft deep-red on ivory ground in 
which it was being realized. Finally, 
after her father’s death, Baumgart¬ 
ner honored his memory and her 
initial celestial theme by naming the 
completed quilt Eye In The Sky, 
with the affectionate specualtion 
that her father was looking down 
from the heavens, continuing to 
think the final colors were all 
wrong! 

A quilt that has come to be known 
both as consciousness-raising and 
healing is also represented in the 
exhibit. One of the sections of The 
Names Projects AIDS quilt, which in 
its entirety includes more than 4,000 
6’x3’ panels and is still growing, 
hangs with photographs document¬ 
ing its exhibition which covers over 
100,000 square feet in San Francisco. 
The family is large, the spirit is 
loving, and the message of unity lets 
us know that it is not “others,” but 
our sisters and brothers and child¬ 
ren who are suffering and being lost 
to AIDS. 

Susan K. Turbak of Cambridge 
became aware of another expanded 
fapiily as she worked on the whi¬ 
tened landscape motif of her quilt, 
Desolation. She began in January, 
1987; with the intention of creating a 
pale, airy view of landforms, and 
came to realize that the emerging 
image of a dead tree in a desolate 
lapd was arising from experiencs of 
abuse as a child. “Once the image 
was cast in material, some of my 
own feelings of despair subsided,” 
Turbak notes. ‘‘The quilt done, the 
image gone, and my intense feelings 
lessened, there was a sense of joy in 
creating and producing a good 
quilt.” 

The completed image of a spa¬ 
cious land-and-sky-view in light 
neutrals of solid, printed and plaid 
fabrics is crossed by the slightly 


darker branches of a tree, spreading 
wide over the horizontal format of 
the quilt. Alongside hangs Turbak’s 
dedication ‘‘to all children who have 
experienced abuse, whether they 
have been victims of the World War 
II holocaust, the atrocities of the 
Viet Nam War, racially tormented 
South Africa, or suffered physical, 
emotional or sexual abuse by rela¬ 
tives or friends.” 

Viewers experience a full range of 
responses in the exhibition as they 
move from Turbak’s still and reflec¬ 
tive landscape to the colorful 
exuberance of the Ryan Family 
Quilt. 

Doris Ryan had been at a loss for a 
unifying theme for the family’s 1987 
reunion. Inspired by the only family 
quilter, Sharon (who taught herself 
to quilt while traveling to and from 
work on New York City’s subways), 
Doris finally asked each member of 
the Ryan clan to bring a 12-inch 
block for a quilt to the September 
reunion. The resulting 25-block quilt 
is a delightful celebration of the 
family’s heritage, closeness, and 
respect for one another’s 
individuality. 

First-grader Stephen Paul’s won¬ 
derfully goofy dinosaur on a red 
background, athletic Kathleen’s cer¬ 
ulean blue high-top sneaker, and 
Sharon’s New York skyline, along 
with the images chosen by the other 
family members, are contained 
within a green border into which the 
outlines of shamrocks, maple leaves 
and hearts have been stitched, rep¬ 
resenting the Ryans’ Irish and Cana¬ 
dian heritage and their love for one 
another. 

Sharon L. Jeffrey of Natick and 
Ruth McDowell of Winchester have 
sewn figurative images of their fam¬ 
ilies into their quilts. 

Jeffrey’s quilt, Looking Back, 
shows four generations of women on 
a patterned background. ‘‘A lot of 
my quilts are about people relat¬ 
ing,” Jeffrey writes. ‘‘That is about 
family, continuity, collective pur¬ 
poses, and maybe love. I feel a 
strong tie to my grandmothers, my 
mother and my daughter. And not 
just because we are family but also 
because we all love fabirc, sewing 
and quilts.” 

McDowell’s quilts are well known 
in the Boston area for their pictorial 
strength, extraordinary craftsman¬ 
ship, and attention to narrative and 
visual detail. Her quilt in the exhibi¬ 
tion incorporates, in a collage-like 
manner, vignettes from quilts she 
has made in the past, including 
dancing princesses, a winding stair¬ 
well, dragonflies, and groups of 
flowers from a series. The quilt, Two 
Shadows, measures 64-1/2” x 
92-1/2”. The two shadows of the title 
are full-figure silhouettes of 
McDowell’s daughters. 

Dorren C. Burbank, who chairs 
the 20-member board of the New 
England Quilt Museum, points out 
that although the exhibition is com¬ 
prised of about half contemporary 
and half antique quilts, the antique 
quilts are not always representative, 
because the ones that were not used

through the library. The gift shop 
does not sell quilts, but does carry 
books, magazines, postcards, post¬ 
ers, and quilt-related gifts. 

It is a surprise when Burbank tells 
us the museum is run almost entire¬ 
ly by volunteers. “Seven very active 
volunteer committees and a paid 
staff of five guide the activities of 
the museum,” she says. 

“The museum’s affiliation with 
the New England Quilters Guild has 
remained strong even though the 
museum is now an autonomous cor¬ 
poration. The Guild maintains its 
office in the museum and continues 
to support the museum and its 
activities.” 

After the exhibition of family 
quilts in Labor Of Love ends in 
mid-August, viewers can look for¬ 
ward to a show from Quilting-by-the- 
Lake, Cazenovia, N.Y., entitled 
Mufeical Medley: Quilts In Song, 
theh an exhibition of quilts by promi¬ 
nent New England quiltmakers. The 
museum will close the year w’ith 
Holiday Quilts, celebrating the wint¬ 
er holidays.

(and, hence, worn out) were saved 
for a special reason. 

One especially lovely example of a 
quilt that was saved is the Sprague- 
Humphrey Quilt. On loan from Lex¬ 
ington’s Museum of Our National 
Heritage, thq quilt was begun in 
1866, a year after the Civil War 
ended, by Sally Sprague-Humphrey. 
who was in her 79th year and had 
begun to withdraw from life in Con¬ 
cord. The small squares which make 
up the quilt are painstakingly sewn 
together and inscribed to record the 
births and deaths of family 
members. 

A bolder quilt from the second half 
of the 19th century is the very beauti¬ 
ful Slave Women Quilt, in which the 
contrasts of Euro-American and 
Afro-American traditions make a 
powerful visual statement. The 
tightly-controlled central medallion 
in reds and greens gives way to a 
burst of freed organic shapes in red 
and green and ochre on a field of 
white. The quilt-maker is thought to 
have been a slave to a New Hamp¬ 
shire family, but her identity is sad¬ 
ly unknown. 

Another well-preserved antique 
quilt that is striking enough to be a 
show-stopper is the Philbrick Quilt 
from around 1830, on loan from The 
Essex Institute. Made from sheep’s 
wool raised on a New Hampshire 
farm, and colored with vegetable 
dyes from plants and trees that grew 
on the farm as well, the quilt was 
truly a family project. Spinning of 
the wool was done by women in the 
family. The dyeing process was long 
and arduous, and as the still-vivid 
rose pinks and rich avacado greens 
attest, well-worth the 50 days it took 
to complete. 

The grandeur of the Philbrick 
Quilt is in contrast to the humble 
Brown Quilt, which was another 
kind of beauty, borne of its own 
simplicity and use. Made in 1922 for 
warmth in unheated North Carolina 
bedrooms, the quilt was passed 
down in the family and used through 
the ’30’s. Its dark rectangular blocks 
were wool suit samples from a New 
York tailor’s representative. Its 
embroidered seams are clean and 
carefully-crafted. And its dignity 
has worn well over the years.

Keeping your house clean is a 
vital step to ridding your house of 


allergens. But they can still col¬ 
lect inside humidifiers, dehumidi¬ 
fiers and air conditioners, which 
inevitably blow the allergens back 
into your home’s air. It is import¬ 
ant, therefore, to regularly clean 
these appliances. 


If you are allergic to your dog 
or cat, you can always get rid of 
the critter. But if breaking up is 
hard to do, Dr. Robert McLellan, 
director of environmental and oc¬ 
cupational health at the Gesell In¬ 
stitute for Human Development in 
New Haven, Conn., suggests that 
the pet be kept out of the bedroom 
and brushed outdoors (once a 
week throughout the summer, less 
frequently the rest of the year) by 
someone who is not allergic. 


And if you can’t abide having a 
four-footed roomate, but still 
crave companionship, you can al¬ 
ways try goldfish.

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Theories abound on best route to fitness

Everyone agrees that exercise 
is good for you, but that’s about as 
much of a consensus as you’re 
going to get. One faction swears 
. b y jogging; another claims walk- 
ing is the best exercise. Then there 
/are those who fidget for fitness. 
Who’s right? What’s new? What 
works? 

WALKING 

If you think there’s nothing new 
about walking, think again. Race 
walking was the rage in 1986. 

. Walking clubs, like the one spon¬ 
sored by Prevention magazine, 
and urban mall walks have be¬ 
come common. This year the word 
is "backward.” 

Walking backward burns more 
calories than walking forward. 
And. because the motion isn’t au¬ 
tomatic, you have to think about 
the way you’re placing your feet, 
making the exercise more effec¬ 
tive. 

There are now high-tech pedom¬ 
eters that are a portable walking 
coach. They’re light and can be 
'programmed to give verbal up¬ 
dates on distance, time, speed and 
average pace of your walk. 

With an added accessory, it also 
, 9 an give you your current heart 
..rate. 

. ■ Some people like their walking 
'• to be social. Look into your local 
’ walking clubs, or naturalist walk¬ 
ing events for a healthy stroll. 
t There are walking belts that 
, work on the progressive resist¬ 
ance conceDt. The belt adiusts 


from 2 to 20 pounds and is de¬ 
signed not to put weight on the 
walker’s lower back. The belt 
comes with weights. 

For walkers who want to gauge 
their level of physical fitness, The 
Rockport Walking Institute of 
Massachusetts has developed the 
Rockport Fitness Walking Test 
and booklet. To take the test, sim¬ 
ply walk 1 mile vigorously, take a 
heart-rate reading immediately 
afterward, and consult the charts 
available in the booklet.

GYMS 

Gyms used to be places where 
guys went to get sweaty. Then 
guys went there to get girls. Now 
both sexes go there to get healthy. 

The difference between a gym 
and a health club usually is one of 
amenities. There are two kinds of 
exercise — aerobic and anaerobic 
— and they require different 
equipment. 

Aerobic exercise is the rhyth¬ 
mic, repetitive kind that takes 30 
to 45 minutes a session and is de¬ 
signed to improve the function of 
the cardiovascular system. 

Aerobic exercise includes aero¬ 
bic dancing, running, walking, 
rowing, bicycling, swimming, 


jumping rope, cross-country ski¬ 
ing and ice skating. 

Equipment for these types of 
exercise includes stationary bicy¬ 
cles, rowing machines and mini- 
trampolines. 

Anaerobic exercise involves 
short bursts of power and energy 
for short periods of time. It builds 
strength and muscle bulk. 

Anaerobic exercises involve 
freestanding weights. 

Choose the club or gym that 
provides the equipment you need 
for your exercise regimen. 

One innovation that many gyms 
and clubs are now adding to their 
fitness programs is water aero¬ 
bics. Sports medicine specialists 


endorse swimming and water ex¬ 
ercise programs as top-notch car¬ 
diovascular workouts. They also 
cite the low incidence of injuries 
from the water-cushioned exercis¬ 
es. 

The Aquatic Exercise Associa¬ 
tion offers these guidelines for se¬ 
lecting a water exercise program: 

• Choose a pool in which the 
water temperature is about 80 de¬ 
grees. In cooler water, muscles 
may not be warm enough to work 
well. Never exercise in a spa or 
hot tub with temperatures above 
100 degrees Fahrenheit. 

• Exercise should be done in 
water that’s 3V2 to 4*6 feet deep. If 
the water’s deeper, you’ll float 


away; if it’s too shallow you’ll lose 
some of the cushioning. 

• The instructor should spend 10 
to 15 minutes on stretching and 
warming up. The next 20 tp 30 
minutes should be devoted to 
aerobics. The workout should pro¬ 
vide continuous movement so 
heart rates can remain elevated. 
Cool-down should take about five 
minutes. 

To find a water aerobics or 
water exercise class near you, call 
your city or county recreation de¬ 
partment, private swimming 
pools in your area or nearby 
health clubs and gyms that tare 
equipped with pools.

Here’s How To Avoid 
Injury To Kneecap 

A common affliction of ex¬ 
ercisers is runner’s knee, or injury 
to the kneecap. Here are spme 
things you can do to prevent-or 
relieve it: 

1. Increase your exercise time 
slowly, no more than 10 percent a 
week. 

2. Wear the proper shoes for 
your exercise: running, jogging,, 
aerobics, dancing, tennis, etc. 

3. Avoid exercises with the knee 
in a rigid, locked position, where 
it’s most vulnerable. 

4. Avoid deep knee bends, Tor 
each full squat squeezes seven to 
eight times your body weight on 
the knee. 

5. If in exercising you hear a 
knee pop or crack, you may be 
putting on too much strain, so qx- 
ercise more slowly or with less 
movement. 

6. When kneecap problems 
occur, rest till swelling and pain 
disappear. Resume exercise with 
caution. If pain recurs, an ortho¬ 
pedist can recommend special ex¬ 
ercises or prescribe custom-made 
foot or knee supports. (CNS) 
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Diet and exercise tips for young and old 


Fitness is a golden word for 
those 20- to 35-year-old baby 
boomers who thrive on jogging 
their well-tuned physiques around 
the company track during lunch, 
or kicking their gamely gams in 
coed aerobics classes after work. 

But what about the rest — the 
ones who feel too old, too young or 
too out of shape to join the fitness 
throng? Are they relegated to 
couch potato status because they 
don’t fit the fitness enthusiast per¬ 
sona in terms of age, body type or 
endurance level? 

Not in the 1980s, say fitness ex¬ 
perts, thanks to the variety of ex¬ 
ercise options available. Achiev¬ 
ing fitness is possible for anyone 
who enjoys good general health 
and has a doctor’s OK. And. that 
includes chubby children, expect¬ 
ant mothers, seniors or men with 
middle-age bulges. Here’s a look 
at a few areas of specialty fitness: 

KID STUFF 

Nobody expects an infant or 
toddler to put in his 30 minutes of 
exorcise several days a week, but 
there are “starter” exercise pro¬ 
grams designed just for baby (with 
Mom or Dad acting as trainer). 
These exercises, available through 
books or videotapes, along with 
small-fry equipment, such as thick 
mini-exercise pads, are designed 
to help Junior gently develop co¬ 
ordination and agility. 

Baby push-ups aside, most 
agree infant fitness depends a lot 
on nutrition. The American Acad- 
erpy of Pediatrics suggests: 

• When breast feeding is unsuc¬ 
cessful or stopped early, infant 
formulas provide the best alterna¬ 
tive for meeting nutritional needs 
during the first six months of life. 
During the second six months, 
whole cow’s milk may be given to 
infants who are consuming one- 
third of their calories as supple¬ 
mental foods. Supplemental foods 
are recommended beginning at 4 


to 6 months of age. Dietary fat 
probably should not be restricted 
to this age group. 

• After 1 year of age. infants 
should receive a varied diet, in¬ 
cluding each of the major food 
groups. This provides the best as¬ 
surance of nutritional adequacy; 
the key is balance from variety. 

Parents who are overly con¬ 
cerned about their infants’ diets 
may do more harm than good. A 
recent study conducted by the 
AAP of infants with decreased 
growth and poor weight gain 
showed their parents’ health be¬ 
liefs were to blame. 

THE SCHOOL SET 

For the past several years, 
school and health officials nation¬ 
wide have been trying without 
success to solve a confounding so¬ 
cial riddle. While America’s 
grown-ups have been growing 
more and more health-conscious, 
their children have been getting 
flabbier and flabbier. 

When it comes to explaining 
why there is a fitness failure 
among youth, it seems there are 
as many reasons as there are kids 
who can’t do chin-ups, among 
them television and a reduced em¬ 
phasis on physical education in 
schools. 

But on the positive side, there 
are more options available for 
getting kids in shape than ever be¬ 
fore. 

Many parents and their kids 
have turned to the growing num¬ 
ber of “kiddie gyms,” where pre¬ 
school children "play with a pur¬ 
pose.” Others are relying on Little 
League baseball, Pop Warner 
football and youth soccer. There 
also are videotape exercise pro¬ 
grams geared for kids and teens. 

Kids and teens with weight 
problems can enroll in outpatient 
weight-loss programs offered 
through hospitals, or take off for a 
weight-loss camp during summer 


vacation. These programs offer 
emotional support and recom¬ 
mend changes in eating habits 
through behavior modification. 

In developing exercise habits 
among young people, the first 
teacher should be the parent, sug¬ 
gests Paul Paolini, Ph.D., presi¬ 
dent of the American Heart Asso¬ 
ciation, San Diego County Chap¬ 
ter. But what’s best for Dad and 
Mom isn’t necessarily optimal for 
their children. 

“For preteens, the AHA recom¬ 
mends jogging, rowing, stationary 
cycling, swimming laps, running 
in place and jumping rope,” he 
said. “They’re great since this age 
group hasn’t fully developed its 
motor control or coordination.” 

Families can enjoy exercise to¬ 
gether by joining health clubs or 
their neighborhood YMCAs, or 
taking up a family sport such as 
bicycling, cross-country skiing or 
canoeing. 

WOMEN AT LARGE 

Large women — whether they 
were overweight or pregnant — 
used to be the forgotten segment 
of the fitness boom. Many as¬ 
sumed that exercise would be of 
little help to the former, and was 
not really necessary or safe for 
the latter. And besides, trying to 
exercise in a class full of thin, 
bouncing women was a real moti¬ 
vation buster for those with ample 


waistlines and thighs. 

Now, there are exercise pro¬ 
grams geared for both. 
Overweight women, for instance, 
can enroll in a variety of aerobic 
dance and exercise classes offered 
through health clubs, YMCAs and 
specialty chains, such as the Yaki¬ 
ma, Wash.-based Women at Large. 
The routines are designed for 
larger bodies, and the instructors 
often are overweight women 
themselves. 

Many of these programs offer 
support groups for dieting and 
self-esteem, but weight loss 
doesn’t have to be the partici¬ 
pant’s ultimate goal. 

Pregnant women, meanwhile, 
need not chalk, up month after 
month of inactivity while they’re 
awaiting Junior’s arrival. A regu¬ 
lar exercise program based on the 
woman’s health, her level of fit¬ 
ness prior to pregnancy and her 
doctor’s recommendations can 
help increase circulation, which 
helps to increase the oxygen and 
blood supply to the baby, and pos¬ 
sibly reduce adverse symptoms of 
pregnancy such as water renten- 
tion, lower back pain and weak 
muscles. Exercising also can 
mean recovery time after deliv¬ 
ery will be shorter because mus¬ 
cles are in shape. 

While some types of bouncing 
and jumping exercises are not rec¬ 
ommended, many expectant 



mothers can continue their regu¬ 
lar exercise regimens through 
their pregnancy. There also are 


dozens of exercise books and vi¬ 
deotapes geared specifically for 
the Mom-to-be.

Home sharing helps seniors 
keep independence, homes

A presentation on Home Sharing 
was given at Jenks Senior Center 
July 14 by Ellen Zipper from the 
Woburn Council of Social Concern. 
Inc. 

The home sharing program 
matenes older people who wish to 
share housing with others who are 
compatible. It is a means of helping 
seniors keep their homes and their 
independence while they provide 
much-needed living space for people 
of varying ages. 

Students, widowers, widows and 
others swap chores for low cost rent. 
The income can be charged off as 
utility expenses. 

The commitment is on the average 
of about a year but some matches 
last longer. Matches may involve 
homeowners and homesharers of 
approximately the same age and 
background. Others choose the chal¬ 
lenges of mixed ages, races or 
occupations. 

The home sharing coordinator 
interviews all applicants to assess 
their suitability for sharing. The 
social worker arranges meetings 
between interested people and after 
a match is made, follow-up visits are 
available to assist in working out 
any problems that might arise. 

Services to the home owner 
amount to about ten hours per week 
such as 3 hours for lawn and yard 
work, 3 hours for housework, and 4 
hours for shopping. Other services 
might include driving, cooking and 
companionship. 

The rent charged in addition to the 
services is negotiable. Although 
homesharing can alleviate some 
stresses experienced by an elder 
homeow’ner, it can add others inhe¬ 
rent in sharing living space with 
another. Applicants must be realis¬ 
tic in assessing the difficulty they 
are likely to experience in adjusting 
to a new- person in the house. 

Most of the applicants come from 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington. 
Wilmington. Winchester and 
Woburn. Although the emphasis is 
on assisting people w ho are 60 years 
of age and over, people of all ages 
will considered if they are interested 
in sharing a home with an older 
person. The program is for relative¬ 
ly healthy people from all w’alks of 
life. 

The Homesharing Clearinghouse 
of Greater Boston has been in effect 
for slightly over one year. It aims to 
address the needs of both the older 


homeowner as well as those of the 
homeseeker. The Homesharing 
coordinator is willing to answer 
questions about the program, 
located in the Veterans Memorial 
Senior Center. 144 School St., 
Woburn, Ma..

Some summer tips 
for a safe vacation 


The summer months can be a time 
of fun and relaxation, but many 
recreational activities like swim¬ 
ming. boating and hiking can also 
present dangers if not planned prop¬ 
erly. To ensure that these activities 
are safe and enjoyable, there are 
some basic guidelines to follow. 

“Adequate preparation before 
starting out on an outdoor activity 
can mean the difference between a 
healthy, wonderful time and a night¬ 
mare.” according to Dr. Richard 
Cornell, medical director for U.S. 
Healthcare. With July designated 
National Recreation Month, it’s a 
good time to offer pointers on safe 
outings.” 

Boating 

Boating accidents can be life- 
threatening, so safety precautions 
are a must. The rules: 

1) Know how to swim before going 
out and on small boats wear an 
approved lifejacket. 

2) Never overlaod the boat. Posi¬ 
tion passengers and crew properly 
to prevent falls and injuries. 

3) Carry a First Aid Kit since a 
passenger may get a cut, bump on 
the head, been sting, insect bite, etc. 

4) Check that required safety 
equipment is on board. 

5) If you’ve been drinking alcohol, 
delegate the steering to a passenger 
who hasn’t. 

6) When water-skiing, steer clear 
of designated swim areas and stay in 
open water. 

7) Obey speed limits and aviod 
high speed turns. 

8) Get to shore before bad weather 
hits. 

Swimming 

The most important rule is to 
make sure you learn to swim cor¬ 
rectly before venturing out. espe¬ 
cially in water over your head. Don’t 
rely on a tube unless you have the 
necessary swimming skills. The 
American Red Cross and local 
YMCAs/YWCAs offer classes in 
swimming for all ages, and you’re 
never too old to learn. Other safety 
tips include: 

1) Never swim alone in case of 
cramping or other physical 
discomfort. 

2) Never dive in unknown waters. 


3) If a storm is starting, get out of 
the water. 

4) Avoid swimming under diving 
boards. 

Hiking 

Before hiking any distance, make 
sure your shoes fit correctly and are 
well broken in. Ankle-high shoes or 
hiking boots arc recommended for 
rough hiking. Clothing should fit 
weather conditions: if it's a hot day, 
wear light-colored, loose-fitting clo¬ 
thing. Take a jacket for after dark 
when it gets colder; add a rain 
poncho if you’re going for more than 
one day; use a hat as protection 
from the sun and rain. 

Be on the look out for hiking 
hazards such as poisonous snakes. 
Learn to identify poison ivy, poison 
oak, and poison sumac and stay 
clear of it. If you’re exposed, wash 
with soap and water and apply rub¬ 
bing alcohol to the area. 

It’s important to drink enough 
water to avoid heat exhaustion and 
don’t assume any water on a trail is 
safe for drinking, even if it looks 
crystal-clear. If you run out of water 
you brought from home in a canteen, 
you can purify water from a lake, 
river, or spring by doing one of the 
following: 

1) Boil water for five minutes, 
then cool — this is the best method. 

2) Add water purification tablets. 

3) Add one iodine purification 
tablet to a quart of water and let 
stand. 

Additional items to take along, 
particularly on an extended hike 
include matches in a waterproof 
container in case you need to build a 
fire, adhesive bandages, knife, map. 
compass, insect repellent and toilet 
paper. As for food, bring sandwiches 
and keep apples and raisins in your 
pack for quick energy. Take no more 
than what you really need for the 
hike since you don’t want to weigh 
yourself down. 

“When outdoors, remember how 
dangerous the sun is and protect 
your skin by applying sunscreen”. 
Dr. Cornell added. 

And finally, if you are hiking 
alone, always tell someone your 
planned route and expected time of 
return.

Kraus voted yes. 

State Budget (II 5800) — Senates 
27-6, suspended rules to allow imme¬ 
diate consideration of the confer¬ 
ence committee version of the fiscal 
1989 state budget. 

Supporters said this version had 
already been approved by the House 
and should be debated in the Senate 
without delay. Opponents said the 
budget is way out of balance and 
claimed senators need more time to 
study it. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

Revenue Department (II 6077) — 
Senate 22-11, suspended rules to 
allow immediate consideration of a 
bill authorizing the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment to contract with private com¬ 
panies to help collect unpaid taxes. 

Bill supporters said private com¬ 
panies are extremely effective in 
out-of-state cases and noted the sys¬ 
tem will bring money to the state! 
Opponents said the state has many 
tax collectors and argued citizens 
should not be chased by private 
companies.

Kraus voted yes. 

Higher Education (II 6040) — 
Senate 30-3, approved its own ver¬ 
sion of a bond package to fund major 
construction and maintenance pro¬ 
jects at Massachusetts colleges. 

Supporters said the package will 
fund long overdue work throughout 
the state. Opponents said the bill is 
too expensive and will add to the 
growing deficit. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

Judges (H 5960) — Senate 29-1, 
approved a bill adding several new 
judges to the court system and 
increasing a variety of court fees. 

Supporters said the increased 
revenue from fees will offset the cost 
of the new judges which are neces¬ 
sary because of an increased work¬ 
load. Opponents said the hike in fees 
is another back door tax increase.

Looney directs 
marine program 

Winchester resident and professor 
John Looney is the director of a 
summer program at UMass/ 
Boston’s Fox Point Marine Institute 
which was recently featured during 
two segments of ABC’s “Good Morn¬ 
ing America’’ program. The seg¬ 
ments were aired on July 25 and 26. 

Looney is a member of the univer¬ 
sity’s department of geography and 
earth scien’ce, and operates the 
program through the UMASS Boston 
Division of Continuing Education. 

The Fox Point Marine Institute, a 
special summer program conducted 
by the University of Massachusetts 
at Boston, studies the impact of 
mankind upon the physical resour¬ 
ces and recreational environment of 
Boston Harbor. 

The major focus of this summer’s 
activities has been an examination 


of water quality in the inner harbor 
and tidal rivers bordering Fox 
Point, located in Dorchester Bay 
adjacent to UMass/Boston’s Harbor 
Campus. 

Field work is conducted aboard 
the Enviro-Lab, a fifty-foot oceano¬ 
graphic research vessel equipped to 
measure physical, geological, chem¬ 
ical and biological characteristics of 
the ocean. 

Regularly performed tests mea¬ 
sure water quality and clarity, dis- 
olved oxygen, salinity, temperture, 
density, and water depth. Shellfish 
and finfish are caught in trawls and, 
after identification as to species and 
sex, are examined for fin rot, parasi¬ 
tic infestation, and other abnormal 
conditions attributable to the water 
quality in the harbor. 

Visiting professor Mickey Weiss, 
an expert in the field of marine 
biology from the University of Con¬ 
necticut, and Professor Jack Crow¬ 
ley, an educator on leave from tne
